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EO 464 killed wiretap probe—Golez

EXECUTIVE ORDER NO. 464 IS TO 
blame for the failure of the House of 
Representatives to get to the bottom of 
the “Hello Garci" controversy despite a 
seven-month investigation, Parafiaque 
City Rep. Roilo Golez said yesterday. 

“The diabolical EO 464 killed the 
Hello Garci investigation,” Golez said, a 
day after the five House committees 
jointly conducting the inquiry into 
tapped phone conversations allegedly 
between President Macapagal-Arroyo 
and former Election Commissioner Vir- 
gilio Garcillano discussing poll results 
in May 2004 wrapped up. 

Golez recalled that the EO was issued 
by the President after the Senate investi 
gated the govemments million-dollar 
‘contract with the American firm, Venable 
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LLB to lobby the US Congress to support 
Charter change in the Philippines. 

The EO prevents government offi- 
cials from testifying in congressional in- 
vestigations without the approval of the 
President. 

“But the real target of EO 464 to my 
mind was the Hello Garci tape hearing 
and related matters like jueteng’ and 
the fertilizer fund mess,” Golez said. 

‘The chairs of the House committees, 
backed by the majority, ended the in- 
vestigation without resolving the au- 
thenticity of the audio tapes or the iden- 
tities of those whose voices were caught 
discussing possible election fraud while 
the canvassing of votes was still going 
оп їп late May 2004. 

Ms Arroyo has apologized for a 
“lapse of judgment” in talking to an 
election official but she did not identify 
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him or admit to any wrongdoing. 

Administration congressmen were to 
quick to say they should not be blamed 
for the opposition’s failure to obtain tes- 
timony in the hearings that would link 
Ms Arroyo to election fraud. 

Although Garcillano did not deny 
talking to Ms Arroyo by phone at least 
once, he said this was long after the cer- 
tificates of canvass had been forwarded 
to Congress by the Commission on Elec- 
tions for official tallying. 

Rep. Antonio Cuenco (Lakas-CMD, 
Cebu City) and Rep. Eduardo Veloso 
(NPC, Leyte), both members of the joint 
committee, said the panels’ members 
deserved to be commended for success- 
fully blocking efforts to use the investi- 
gation process for political purposes. 

“The committees gave each and every 
member the opportunity to speak up 


and inquire based on House rules. While 
a lot of issues needed to be resolved, we 
did not lose sight of our main task which 
is to come up with the necessary remedi- 
al legislation, Veloso said. 

Makati Rep. Teodoro Locsin, chair of 
the the committee on suffrage and elec- 
toral reforms, said one thing was cer- 
tain: The legislative powers of the 
House have their limits. 

He said the lower chamber, through 
congressional inquiries in aid of legisla- 
tion, cannot conduct a formal investiga- 
tion of a sitting President. 

Unlike the US Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation and its justice department, 
he said Philippine institutions under 
the aegis of Malacafiang were not ex- 
pected to follow through on the recom- 
mendations and findings of congres- 
sional inquiries.

“We should not look at it as if she is afraid 
of the military. She will utilize the military as 
she sees appropriate under the Constitution,” 
he said. 


Loyalty check 

Gonzalez admitted that there was an ongo- 
ing "loyalty check” in the Armed Forces, and 
that “top officials of the military" were "proba- 
bly checking on the activities of their people.” 

"They will be placed in an embarrassing situ- 
ation if... some of their men are discovered to 
have been tempted to join destabilization 
‘moves. So, in anticipation of such a situation, 
they are [conducting a loyalty check]," he said. 

According to Gonzalez, the President's ac- 
tions show that she is not bothered by reports 
ofa coup plot.

Surveillance 

‘As Gonzalez had said, Camp Aguinaldo au- 
thorities are keeping a number of officers, in- 
cluding senior officers, under surveillance for 
suspected involvement in a coup plot. 

After it disclosed on Tuesday that junior of- 
ficers were being recruited to join a coup 
d'etat, the military was criticized by lawmak- 
ers for not arresting the coup plotters. 

Up until now, the military has not identi- 
fied the supposed ringleaders, 

But AFP spokesperson Col. Tristan Kison said 
yesterday: "We are doing what we're supposed to^ 
до in the field. I cannot go down to specifics but 
we are doing the necessary moves to address i.” 

Part of the countermoves is to check the 
loyalty of the officers, even the generals.

Fantastic 

1n 2000, 52 percent of respondents said gov- 
ernment officials and employees had asked 
them for bribes that year. This figure went down 
1036 percent in 2005. 

Mangahas described this as a “fantastic” 
development and said the people should 
“take their hats off to [resigned Bureau of In- 
ternal Revenue Commissioner Guillermo] 
Рагаупо because it happened during his 
watch.” 

However, media commentator and lawyer Ri- 
cardo "Dong" Puno, who was the guest speaker, 
wamed against rejoicing over the seemingly 
lower incidence of corruption. 

Puno said the survey results could only be 
reflective of "the fringes of the problem." He 
cited the various instances of alleged corrup- 
tion that had been reported in ће media. 

Political scientist Alexander Magno of the Uni- 
versity of the Philippines, a member of the Con- 
sultative Commission that drew wp proposed 
amendments to the Constitution, said insights 
into public opinion were like “drawing lines in 
the universe where distance is relative and the 
reference points are moving." 

But Magno conceded that public opinion was 
powerful. SWS findings on selfrated hunger, for 
example, “led toa deluge of subsidized food” from. 
the government, he noted. 

Magno expressed alarm over the constantly 
high rate of youth unemployment, saying that the 
problem would be compounded by the country's 
high population growth rate and relatively young 
population. 

He said there should be more effort at find- 
ing solutions to problems rather than merely 
focusing on the problems themselves. 

According to the SWS, the year 2005 was 
one of great trials for the Philippines, going by 
a summary of its quarterly national surveys, 
its special telephone surveys in Metro Manila, 
and its annual survey of enterprises. 

The last survey was presented yesterday, cover- 
ing the topics of economic wellbeing, public safe- 
ty governance, national security, foreign relations, 
corruption, the political crisis, and public morale 
and equanimity. 


Economic well-being 

In 2005, the general state of economic 
well-being was quite bad, with hunger, unem- 
ployment and economic pessimism reaching 
record levels. Poverty was on an upward 
trend in the past two years. 

Such unfavorable statistics indicate that 
the GNP is "maldistributed" and that mere 
growth, unless high and sustained for a long 
period, does not relieve economic stress, the 
SWS said ina statement. 

In the area of public safety, 12 percent of 
households were vietimized within the past 
six months by burglaries, robberies outside 
the home, thefts of a motor vehicle, or some 
form of physical violence, 


President's negative rating 

In governance, public satisfaction with Presi- 
dent Macapagal-Arroyo and the national admin- 
istration has been negative for a prolonged peri- 
od. The areas that were consistently cited as 
sources of dissatisfaction were inflation and cor- 
ruption, 

The administration's rating in “helping the 
poor” swung into the negative recently, But 
performance in foreign relations continued to. 
be positive. 

In the area of national security the govern- 
ment bas a slight edge over communist and 
Moro rebel groups on the issue of sincerity in 
talking peace. More than half of the public 
worry greatly about possible terrorist attacks. 


Enthusiasm about US 

Enthusiasm about US military assistance 
has declined, with only one-third of respon- 
dents now saying the Philippines benefits 
much from joint military exercises with the 
United States, compared with two-thirds in 
2003. 

* The publics net trust rating of the United States 
ranged between 18 and 37 percent las year, his- 
toric lows for the Filipinos’ favorite foreign coun- 
су. Like Americans, Filipinos have become in- 
creasingly disillusioned about the war in Iraq. 
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Оп the bright side, private enterprises 
are growing more enthusiastic about par- 
ticipating in the fight against corruption, 
including funding private anticorruption 
programs, 

Metro Manila managers’ reports of 
being asked for bribes regarding in- 
come taxes declined steadily from 52 
percent in 2000 to 36 percent in 2005. 

Conditions look favorable for the ul- 
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timate success of the private sectors 
Coalition Against Corruption, the SWS 
said. 

On the political crisis of 2005, the ex- 
tent of publie indignation in Metro 
Manila during the June-August period, 
gleaned from SWS land line surveys re- 
acting to the "Hello Garci" tape scandal, 
was validated at the national level by 
the September 2005 national Social 
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Weather Survey finding 79 percent fa- 
voring impeachment, and 64 percent 
favoring the resignation of Ms Arroyo. 

"That the most popular proposal (as 
of December 2005) for inclusion in con- 
stitutional amendments was a stipula- 
tion for Ms Arroyo to step down before 
her term ends in 2010 indicated that 
the "Hello Garci” crisis was far from 
over, the SWS said.

The warning was issued yesterday by the 
Philippine National Police's Aviation Security 
Group as it lamented that many continue to 
ignore the prohibition on bringing bullets, 
firearms and explosives to the airport. 

Chief Supt. Andres Caro II, director of the 
Aviation Security Group, said that more than 
350 bullets, most of them carried as amulets 
or lucky charms, were seized by airport offi- 
cials last year and about 100 cases filed in 
court against their owners, A number of those. 
caught with such lucky charms were let go for 
humanitarian reasons, he added. 

Caro warned that bringing a bullet inside 
an airport could mean up to six years in prison 
"under PD 1866, the law regulating the posses- 

| sion, use and sale of firearms and explosives. 

“Despite several public advisories made by 
the ASG and airport authorities on print and 
broadcast media, still many seem to be un- 
aware of this law Caro said, 

In 2005 alone, airport authorities confis- 
cated 352 bullets, or an average of nearly one. 
bulleta day. 

"A single live bullet is enough to hijack even 
the largest commercial plane," Caro said. That 
is why air travel authorities abroad provide for 
even stiffer penalties for erring passengers and 
airlines, he added.

‘The discrepancy between the 
exit polls and Thursday's informa- 
tion was apparently due to voting 
in districts, where Hamas was ap- 
parently able to capitalize on divi- 
sions within Fatah. 

A senior Fatah member, Saeb 
Erekat, said he could not confirm 
the partial results, but blamed Is 
rael's refusal to resume peace talks 
with a Fatah-led government for 
the party's poor showing.

Civil liberties group sues US gov't 
for denying visa to Muslim scholar 


NEW YORK—A LEADING CIVIL LIBERTIES 
group filed suit against the government 
Wednesday for excluding a top Muslim schol- 
ar from entering the country, arguing it 
should not use antiterrorism laws as "instru- 
ments of censorship." 

The lawsuit filed by the American Civil Lib- 
erties Union in US District Court in Manhattan 
sought to open the way for Tariq Ramadan, a 
Swiss intellectual and Muslim scholar, to ac- 
cept invitations to speak to audiences in the 
United States. 

Ramadan was blocked from accepting a 
tenured teaching position at the University of 
Notre Dame when his visa was revoked in Au- 
gust 2004 because of a provision of the Patriot 
Act, said Jameel Jaffer, an ACLU staff attorney. 

Jaffer said the provision blocks entry into 
the United States by any prominent alien who 
has used his status to endorse or espouse ter- 
rorism or to persuade others to endorse or es 
pouse terrorist activity 

"We don't think there's any evidence at all 
that he has endorsed terrorism,” Jaffer said. 
“in fact, there is overwhelming evidence that 
he has condemned terrorism.” 

Jaffer said Ramadan's exclusion was part of 
an effort by the US government to bar foreign 
scholars whose political views might be con- 
trary to those of the United States from enter- 
ing the country. 

"The government should not be using the 
immigration laws as instruments of censor- 


ship,” Jaffer said. “Our concem is that the gov- 
ernment is using this provision to manipulate 
and censor political and academic debate 
within the United States." 

Named as defendants in the lawsuit are US 
Secretary of State Condoleezza Rice and Sec- 
retary of Homeland Security Michael Chertoff. 

The lawsuit seeks a declaration that the Pa- 
triot Act provision at issue is unconstitutional. 
It also seeks a court order preventing the gov- 
ernment from relying on the provision to ex- 
clude Ramadan or any other foreign national. 

The Patriot Act, the nation’s premier antiter- 
тог legislation, has been the source of sharp 
criticism by the ACLU and other civil liberties 
and human rights groups. 

Many of its key provision were to expire at 
the end of 2005, but amid debate over whether 
the act sufficiently protects civil liberties, most 
‘Senate Democrats and a few Republicans unit- 
fed against legislation that would have re- 
newed several provisions permanently while 
extending others for four years. 

Over White House objections, Congress ap- 
proved a one-month extension of the law in its 
current form to allow the debate to continue. 
The new measure expires Feb. 3. 

Besides Ramadan, plaintiffs in the lawsuit 
include the American Academy of Religion, the 
‘American Association of University Professors 
and PEN American Center organizations 
which had invited Ramadan to speak in the 
United States.

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India’s last freedom heroes 
recall torture under UK rule

“KOLKATA, _INDIA—BIMAL 
sBhowmick is 92, his voice frail 
and his memory failing. But un- 
like most of India's one billion. 
population he still remembers the 
cruelty inflicted by the countrys 
former British colonial masters. 

Bhowmick is one of the few sur- 
viving Indians who went to a jail 
in the remote Indian Ocean An- 
"атап and Nicobar islands built 
Љу the British a century ago as 

punishment center for largely 
nonviolent campaigns by freedom 
fighters against colonial rule. 

He also represents a past linked 
to icons such as ће country’s fa- 
ther Mahatma Gandhi and first 
Prime Minister Jawaharlal Nehru 
that has all but been forgotten as 

‘the number of people left from 
‘that generation of fighters for in- 
“dependence approaches zero. 

Bhowmick is one of only three. 
people out of 104 families who 
had relatives at the jail to have an- 
swered a call from the Indian gov- 
ernment which wants to honor 
them at the prison's centenary on 
March 10. 

British rulers occupied the is- 
"landsin 1857 to develop them as a 
penal colony. A sentence to Cellu- 
lar Jail, named after its 698 
cramped cells, came to be known 
as “Kala Pani" or black waters, be- 
‘cause of the cruelty inflicted on 
the inmates, 

was sent to Kala Pani in 1936, 
“There were various means of tor- 
ture, We used to think it was the 
tend for us,” Bhowmick recounts, 
speaking by telephone from Mur- 
‘shidabad district in eastern West 
‘Bengal state, where he lives with 
his son's family.

triated to the Indian mainland a 
few years before independence in 
1947, of which only 28 were alive 
when the country celebrated 50 
years of its independence from 
British rule in 1997.

In India's 
grand Republic Day parade in 
New Delhi Thursday, a float com- 
memorating them will be paraded 
along with the usual tanks, sol- 
diers, missiles and fighter jets. 

“The jail and the freedom fight- 
ers will be the theme of a tableau 
from the Andamans for the parade 
this year. We have put up statues 
showing people who fought for 
the country” says jail curator 
Rasheeda Iqbal from Port Blair, 
capital of the Andaman and Nico- 
bar islands. 

Bhowmick, a member of the Ju- 
gantar (revolution) Party fighting 
against British occupation was ar- 
rested in 1934 under the Arms 
‘Act, from Rangpur village in what 
isnow Bangladesh.

Now, they call us freedom 
fighters," he says.

TIME TO STAND UP FOR THE NATION^S HONOR 
(A. manifesto of the officials of North. Cotabato in relation to the refusal of the US 
Government to turn over to the Philippine Courts the US soldiers charged with rape.) 


Over the last few weeks, we, the officials of the Province of North Cotabato, followed 
with anxiety the story of a group of American soldiers charged with rape by a Filipina in 
Luzon. 


While we realize that the soldiers are presumed innocent until proven guilty, we watched 
with great interest the handling by the United States Government of the case considering 
the fact that we are also hosting for the second time a group of American soldiers under 
the Balance Piston program which is part of the Balikatan Exercises. 


We were therefore greatly disappointed when, as reported in the media, the US 
Government refused to allow the American soldiers to be placed under the jurisdiction of 
the Philippine courts. 


The arrogance displayed by the US Government in this case is unbecoming of a nation 
which for so long has been considered as an ally of the Philippines and whose people are 
considered dear friends by many of us. 


We, the officials of North Cotabato, look at this development with great concern. What if. 
God forbid, a similar case would happen during the conduct of the Balance Piston 
exercises in our province? Would the US government turn over the suspects to our local 
courts? With the Luzon case as a precedent, the answer is most probably No. 


We cannot allow this to happen because in this little place we call home, we have always 
believed that No One is Above the Law.

BAGHDAD—IRAQ WAS TO 
release women detainees from. 
the infamous Abu Ghraib 
prison on Thursday in a move 
which might help free a US re- 
porter abducted by insurgents, 
one of a number of foreigners 
taken hostage in recent weeks. 

‘An Iraqi justice ministry of- 
ficial said 424 detainees were 
to be freed Thursday follow- 
ing a review of their cases by a. 
joint Iragi-US_ board. These 
‘would include five of the eight 
women known to be held by 
US forces. 

The kidnappers of US jour- 
malist Jill Carroll, seized on a Baghdad street 
on Jan. 7, have threatened to kill her unless all 
Iraqi women detainees are set free. 

The official denied that the release of the 
women had anything to do with kidnappers’ 
demands, and US forces have stressed they do 
not negotiate with hostage-takers. 

But a recent spike in hostage-taking of for- 
eigners has embarrassed the government. 

"Government services are doing all they can 
to free people kidnapped and detained,” Presi- 
dent Jalal Talabant’s office said Wednesday, 
quoting minister for national security Abdul 
‘Karim al-Anizi who met the president. 

Моге than 250 foreigners have been seized 
since the March 2003 US-led invasion which 
toppled dictator Saddam Hussein. A number of 
them, including Westerners, have been killed.

Americans face 
prosecution for 
child-sex tours 


SAN FRANCISCO—AMERICANS CAUGHT 
paying children for sex in foreign countries 
can be prosecuted in the United States, a fed- 
eral appeals court ruled in upholding a two- 
year-old law criminalizing such behavior. 

Michael Lewis Clark, a 71-year-old military 
veteran and the first person charged under the 
so-called Protect Act for having paid sex with 
minors in Cambodia, had argued that US law 
enforcement reach shouldn't extend overseas. 

But a divided 9th Circuit US Court of Ap- 
peals ruled Wednesday that Congress consti- 
tutional authority to regulate commerce with 
foreign countries allows for the prosecution 
of Clark and other Americans on underage 
sex tours abroad because they pay for sex. 

"The illicit sexual conduct reached by the 
statute expressly in- 
cludes commercial sex 
acts performed by a 
US citizen on foreign 
soil,” Judge M. Маг- 
garet MeKeown wrote 
for the 2-1 majority of 
the appeals panel that 
considered the case. 
"This conduct might 
bbe immoral and crimi- 
nal, but it is also com- 
mercial.” 

Clark reserved his 
right ro appeal in 2004 
when he pleaded guilty 
in а federal court in 
Seattle to soliciting sex 
from two Cambodian 
boys, ages 10 and 13. 
He was sentenced to 
97 months in prison.

Clark may have had 
sex with as many as 
50 children in Cam- 
bodia, paying them

Joyo administration, of course, will welcome the end of 
the House hearings and once more declare that closure 
has been achieved. It has not. To be sure, a joint commit- 
‘tee report will be written, but it will more likely than not, 
result in the same questions that 
emerged in July being restated for the 
n record. The questions are still there. 
They remain valid. 

If in the months prior to June last year questions were 
‘taised about President Macapagal-Arroyo's performance, 
from July onwards, the question became a deeper 
one—that of the legitimacy of her presidency, which later 
turned into a question of whether she should remain in 
‘office or not. The first two questions to the minds of many 
bservers, were lost by the President. She, however, won 
on the question of her removal. Since December, the Pres- 
ident has attempted to put an end to the third question by 
posing a new one: What sort of governing system should 
‘we have? This fourth question remains hounded by the 
first three—not least because there is a new factor—mili- 
tary unrest—giving a new lease on life to ће question of 
whether she should—or can—remain in power. 

ће end of the House hearings points to а broader 
pioblem: the inability of the existing system to get to ће 
bottom of controversies involving government's actions. 
Tt-is clear from the nature of congressional inquiries, 
‘which are limited by their having to be devoted to the ob- 
jective of drafting new legislation or improving old laws, 
‘and the tactical behavior of the presidency, which has 
been to protect its interests even at the expense of other 
state institutions, that the system's need to reinvigorate 
and correct itself from time to time has been thwarted. 
Congress can only inquire in aid of legislation, and its 
Tight to exercise oversight over the executive is limited to 
‘the period during which the new budget is under consid- 
eration. For the past few years, we've seen that even this 
vital function can be rendered ineffective—if the execu- 
tive decides to drag its feet, or convinces its allies in 
Congress to take the path of least resistance and simply 
sallow the previous budget to be carried over. A reenacted 
budget is always beneficial to the executive which gets a 
free hand in realigning funds for purely political consid- 
‘stations. 

Лез even more beneficial now that the VAT has been ex- 
‘panded, giving the government more income, and yet re- 
moving that income, in effect, from the coverage of anew 
‘budget. Last year’s budget doesn't take into account the 
governments new income; which means that by default, 
the executive has been given discretion on how those 
funds are spent. Something very useful, incidentally, for 
pátronage in support of Charter change. 

How does the danger of Congress’ failing to enact a 
new budget this year, connect with the questions con- 
cerning the President's performance, legitimacy and stay- 
ing in office? It connects because while it fosters the exec- 
tive chances to shuffle funds around, it also further 
weakens the checks and balances in our existing system. 
Checks and balances that the public has been counting on 
to resolve, peacefully, democratically and constitutional- 
Уу, the question of the President's fitness for office. 

‘The House, if it’s really interested in addressing the 
concerns of the public, and the Senate, if it’s really after 
according the public every opportunity to get to the bot- 
tom of serious issues, must take stock of the lessons made 
obvious over the past few months. That lesson is that 
Congress is bound by the law and constitutional practice, 
and cannot therefore be a proper investigative body. On 
the other hand, neither can the presidency be relied on to 
investigate and punish wrongdoing on the part of its 
agents. 

We are back where some concerned individuals were 
months ago. Nothing happened to Sen. Francisco Pangili- 
tian's Senate bill seeking to name a special counsel to in- 
Vestigate government wrongdoing on a case to case basis. 
‘While the Ombudsman may be there to look into finan- 
cial irregularities, a means has to be found to look into 
political crimes. As there are no higher political crimes 
than treason, the subversion of the electoral process and 
the official cover-up, refocusing on Pangilinan's bill 
should be a priority. 
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Council of State? No, a cheering squad 


WHAT COUNCIL OF STATE? THAT WAS NOT 
a Council of State that met in Malacañang the 
other day, that was a cheering squad, a rubber 
stamp, a big bunch of “yes men.” 

As with the appointments to the unconstitu- 
tional Consultative Commission, Ate Glue 
chose mostly those known to favor Charter 
change. Opposition leaders boycotted the 
meeting. And so the meeting predictably en- 
dorsed Cha-cha (that was the main reason the 
meeting was called, wasn't it?) but not “No- 
EL" No mention was made of the immediate 
problems besetting the people: poverty, lack of 
jobs, crime, graft and corruption in high 
places, slow administration of justice, etc 
‘Again, it was the administration express train 
running at full speed. Even Majority Leader 
Francis Pangilinan was disappointed. That was 
по Council of State meeting, he quipped, "it 
was more like a Cha-cha railroad meet.” 

To me, it was like the US Cavalry galloping 
to the rescue of a wagon train under attack by 
Indians in the old Western movies. The wagon 
train was Ate Glue and the Cavalry was the 
“Council of State” meeting. The latter was in- 
tended to save the former from being kicked 
ош by the people represented by the Indians. 

Lets face it, everything that Ate Glue and 
her minions are doing now is for her survival 
until 2010. Will she survive? 

When the Energy and Power Industry Re- 
form Act (Epira) was being debated in 
Congress, the National Power Corp. 
promised that it would lower the cost of elec- 
tricity. Four years after the law was enacted, 
we are instead facing even higher power 
rates. The reason? The Napocor has reneged 
on its promise by intentionally blocking ef- 
forts to privatize its assets, thereby causing 
this graft-ridden agency to incur more debts 
that are being added to the national debt. 

‘The Napocor is now the biggest debtor in 
the country, with a foreign debt of $9.1 bi 
lion (multiply that by P52.50). This does not 
include its obligations to local creditors that. 
also run into billions of pesos. Its foreign 
and domestic debts make up one-third of 
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our total debts, and contribute immensely 
to our ballooning budget deficit. 

Who's going to pay for all that? We the 
taxpayers, of course. 

‘The Epira could have prevented the gov- 
ernment from further bleeding but what the 
Napocor did is contrary to Epira's intent. 
The law's vision is clear: proceed’ from the 
sale of Napocor's assets will be used to pay 
its debts, saving the country from further 
hemorrhaging. 

Instead of being castigated for their “in- 
tentional” failure to privatize Napocor, offi- 
cials have resorted to various gimmicks to 
divert the heat away from them. 

Take the case of Executive Order 474, cre- 
ating the Philippine Strategic Oil, Gas, Ener- 
gy Resources and Power Infrastructure Of- 
fice (Psogerpio) which was, in spite of legal 
infirmities, slipped right under our noses. 
Then there was the planned takeover of 
Meralco. These two events show how our 
power planners are covering up the issue of 
mismanagement and corruption in Napoc- 
or. After all, why privatize Napocor when it 
isa steady and rich cash cow for its officials 
who grant themselves fat salaries and al- 
lowances? 

Another decoy is Napocor's claim that 
Meralco is charging consumers for unused 
electricity. It should be pointed out that this 
isallowed by the agreement Napocor forced 
Meralco to sign. 

As a requirement imposed by foreign fi- 
nancial institutions for multibillion-peso 
loans to Napocor back in the 1990s, the 
power firm had to make sure that it had a 
long-term contract to supply electricity to 
Meralco, its biggest customer. In mid-1993, 


the government, through the Department of 
Energy, directed Meralco to enter into a 10- 
year contract with Napocor. Meralco at that 
time did not need to sign any contract with 
Napocor as it would gain nothing from it. 
Even in the absence of a contract, Meralco 
would, by default, have to sourcesits power 
from Napocor. However, the government in- 
sisted and Meralco dutifully complied. 

Thus, on Nov. 21, 1994, Meralco signed a 
10-year contract for the sale of electricity 
(CSE) to buy a fixed quantity of electricity 
from Napocor, regardless of whether or not 
the same is used by customers. Meralco had 
no choice but to pass this cost to its con- 
sumers as the contract with Napocor pro- 
vides. It is important to remember that it 
was Napocor that put this stipulation in the 
contract, which Meralco had no choice but 
to follow. 

But to explain the logic behind this ргас- 
tice of having power reserves and passing 
the cost to consumers, it is a necessary Sys- 
tem carried out not only in the Philippines 
but also in other countries. The demand for 
electricity varies. Use of power is higher at 
night, during summer when more air condi- 
toners are in use, during winter when 
heaters are in use, and during the Christmas 
season for obvious reasons, and when there 
is a power breakdown somewhere and elec- 
tricity from other sources must take over. 
Therefore, there must always be power re- 
serves for such emergencies. 

Power companies are required by the 
government to assure these reserves. With- 
ош them, consumers will be hit by black- 
outs. The reserves provide the critical buffer 
to prevent blackouts and power price peaks. 
‘They assure that the power needs of con- 
sumers are met even during peak hours and 
seasons. 

Since the reserves are for the benefit of 
consumers, it is only fair that they bear the 
cost of these reserves. If not, prudent power 
companies would play safe and under-con- 
tract their power needs, leaving consumers 
perpetually short of power. 


What the Court really said about Edsa 1 


WHAT WILL BREAK THE POLITICAL IMPASSE 
and what legal shape will it take? There seems 
to be a sense that any solution must be within 
the framework of the Constitution, and thus. 
proposals for President Macapagal-Arroyo and 
Vice President Noli de Castro to step down and 
pave the way for new elections, or for Charter 
change that will modify our form of govern- 
ment and provide the President a graceful exit. 

But history shows that the two past Edsas 
that invigorated our politics also strained our 
Constitution, yet they were eventually validat. 
ed by the Supreme Court. Let us look at how 
the Court reconciled People Power with consti- 
tutionalism in the past so that we can imagine 
how future political transitions can be made 
constitutionally seamless. 

Cory Aquino's assumption of power in 1986 
was anything but constitutional in the strictest 
sense of that word. To start with, the indigna- 
tion that led to Edsa 1, though it had been build- 
ing up since Ninoy's assassination іп August 
1983, was proximately triggered by the manip- 
ulated presidential elections of Feb. 7, 1986. 

The first “extra-constitutional” touch was 
that those “snap elections” were not scheduled 
until 1987. Marcos received a fresh six-year 
mandate when he handily won the elections of 
1981. Yet, while being interviewed on Ameri- 
can TV їп the autumn of 1985 and chided 
about his lack of a mandate, he said: Sure, ГЇ 
submit myself to the people's judgment. 

То bring forward the elections by one year, 
he submitted a post-dated resignation, telling 
the Speaker of the Batasang Pambansa that he. 
intended to resign effective Feb. 7, and—since 
Marcos had prudently left the vice presidency 
vacant all those years, lest there be a Lin Biao 
to Marcos’ Mao—could they please hold the 
snap elections? That was challenged before 
the Supreme Court: the proposed polls were 
опе year too early, and if Marcos wanted to 
run, he should first step down. But the Court 
deferred to history, said that a sovereign politi- 
cal exercise was already on-going, and con- 
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cluded: “The elections are on. 

‘After Marcos was ousted, Aquino was sworn 
in by “the people's mandate clearly manifested 
{during the last elections] and by the will of the 
Filipino people.” Stating that her government 
'had been "installed through a direct exercise of 
the power of the Filipino people assisted by 
units of the New Armed Forces," she promulgat- 
ей her Freedom Constitution, the interim char- 
ter by which she ruled until the present Consti- 
tution was adopted in January 1987. 

Aquino's enemies went to the Supreme 
Cour. The Court was candid about her legal 
mandate. "Mrs. Aquino's rise to the presidency 
was not due to constitutional processes; in fact 
it was achieved in violation of the provisions of 
the 1973 Constitution as a Batasang Pambansa 
resolution had earlier declared Mr. Marcos as 
the winner in the 1986 Presidential election.” 

Edsa 1 “signaled the point where the legal 
system then in effect had ceased to be obeyed 
by the Filipino.” Thus, the Court said, the 
‘Aquino government was “revolutionary in the 
sense that it came into existence in defiance of 
existing legal processes.” The Court conclud- 
ed: Cory being in effective control of the entire 
country, its legitimacy was “not a justiceable 
matter [but] belongs to the realm of politics 
where only the people ... are the judge." 

Finally all legal challenges to her mandate 
were laid to rest when the people adopted thc. 
new Constitution. In its transitory clause, it 
synchronized’ the elections and extended by 
a few months the terms of the “the incumbent 
President and Vice President clected in the 
February 7, 1986 election.” Marcos loyalists 


can argue about who was actually "elected" in 
February 1986, but there can be no doubt that 
Aquino was the “incumbent President” on Jan- 
ary 1987 referred to in the proposed charter. 

Some small lessons: First, the constitutional 
washing of hands in the Edsa 1 cases is actually 
dangerous, but it can be used again. Indeed, that 
same logic was used by the Court at an earlier 
equally historic moment when it upheld the bo- 
gus ratification of the Marcos constitution in 
1973. What the rules required was a proper 
plebiscite, ut all that Marcos offered was a mere 
show of hands in “peoples’ assemblies.” That was 
legally defective, but the people had spoken. The 
Court asked: Who are we to second-guess the 
sovereign? "If they had risen up in arms and by 
force deposed the then existing government. 
their act would be political and not subject to ju- 
dicial review. We do not see any difference if no 
force had been resorted to and the people, in de- 
fiance of the existing Constitution, peacefully.. 
ordained a new Constitution.” 

Second, transitional clauses in new consti- 
tutions are full of mischief, and can be used to 
validate a questioned mandate. Even a clause 
shortening GMAs term, impishly referring to 
an “incumbent President elected with a little 
help from Garci," may cloud President Arroyo 
with Garci's taint but, once approved by the 
people in the plebiscite, it would mean that the 
people have thus ratified her disputed 2004 
mandate. 

Third, the Court has repeatedly refused to 
be bound by narrow legal analyses and has 
chosen to “pierce the veil" of lawyer-speak to 
see history's truth, but it will wait for an Edsa 
moment that would “signal the point where 
the legal system then in effect had ceased to be 
obeyed by the Filipino." 

1n subsequent pieces, 1 will explore why it 
can be dangerous to have a Court too closely 
attuned to the pulse of the people or too con- 
scious of its place in history.

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IN SOUTH AFRICA, INDEED AROUND THE 
world, we are raised on a strict diet of justice as 
retribution. With violent crimes on a shocking up- 
surge, with the hideous crimes of child rape and 
abuse on the increase, there are frequent calls— 
backed by wide public support—to restore capital 
punishment. Mercifully, South Africa's Constitu- 
tional Court has ruled that the death penalty, 
which South Africans eliminated at the same time 
ме were liberated from apartheid, is unconstitu- 
tional, 

Sadly, in many places in the world, it seems 
that men and women have not advanced beyond 
the biblical admonition of “an eye for an eye” in 
their yearning for retribution. Indeed, some Mus- 
lim countries amputate the hands of convicted 
thieves in public. 

But that biblical adage was in fact invoked 
originally to curb blood feuds from claiming the 
innocent relatives of the person who committed 
the killing. “An eye for an eye" asks that the cul- 
prit should be the sole target, and not others 
whose only crime was to be related to him. 

So the “eye for an eye" adage was not intended 
to mean what it has come to mean, namely, that 
killing be paid for by another killing. Given the 
brutality of the apartheid era, that would have 
never worked in my homeland. 

Some South Africans called for Nuremberg- 
type trials, especially for perpetrators of those 
atrocities that were designed to maintain the vi- 
cious apartheid system. There were demands that 
the guilty be brought to book. 

Ви we were fortunate in that Nuremberg was 
not really an option for us. Nuremberg happened 
because the Allies inflicted unconditional surren- 
der on the Nazis and so could impose a so-called 
victor's justice. In our case, neither the apartheid 
government nor the liberation movements could 
defeat each other. We had a military deadlock. 
Moreover, їп the case of Nuremberg, the prosecu- 
tors and judges could pack up their bags after the 
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trial and leave Germany for their several homes. 
We had to make our homes in this, our common 
motherland, and learn to live with one another. 

‘Such trials would probably have gone on nearly 
forever, leaving gaping wounds open. It would have 
‘been difficult to procure the evidence to get convic- 
tions. We all know just how cunning bureaucrats 
can be in destroying incriminating evidence. 

‘So it was a mercy that our country chose to go 
the way of the Truth and Reconciliation Commis- 
sion, granting amnesty in exchange for the truth. 
This was ultimately based on the principles of 
restorative justice and ubuntu. 

At the TRC hearings, we were exposed to grue- 
some details about atrocities that were commit- 
ted to uphold or to oppose apartheid. “We gave 
him drugged coffee and shot him in the head and 
then we burned his body. As it takes seven to eight 
hours for a human body to bum, we had a 
braaivleis on the side, drinking beer end eating 
meat.” How low men can sink in our inhumanity! 

Each time such horrible stories were pub- 
lished, we had to remind ourselves that, yes in- 
deed, the acts were demonic, but the perpetrators 
remained each a child of God. A monster has по 
moral responsibility and so cannot be held ac- 
countable; but even more seriously, designating 
someone a monster closes the door to possible re- 
habilitation. Restorative justice and ubuntu are 
based firmly on the recognition of the fundamen- 
tal humanity of even the worst possible offender. 

We cannot give up on anybody. Ifit was true that 
people could not change, that once a murderer al- 
"Ways a murderer, then the whole TRC process 
would have been impossible. It happened because 


we believed that even the worst racist had the ca- 
pacity to change. And I think we in South Africa 
have not done badly; at least that is what the rest 
of the world seems to think of our transformation. 
and the TRC process. Because an "eye for an eye" 
сап never work when communities are n conflict: 
reprisal leads to а counter-reprisal in the sort of 
blood spiral we are seeing in the Middle East. 

The type of justice South Africa practiced, 
what I call “restorative justice” is, unlike retribu- 
tion, not basically concerned with punishment, it 
is not fundamentally punitive. It sets high store 
by healing. The offense has caused a breach in re- 
lations and this breach needs to be healed. It re- 
gards the offender asa person, as a subject with a 
sense of responsibility and a sense of shame, who 
needs to be reintegrated into the community and 
not ostracized. 

‘There is a wealth of wisdom in the old ways of 
African society. Justice was a communal affair and 
society set a high store by social harmony and 
peace. The belief was that a person is a person only 
through other persons, and a broken person need- 
ed to be helped to be healed What the offense had 
disturbed should be restored, and the offender 
and the victim had to be helped to be reconciled. 

Justice as retribution often ignores the victim, 
and the system is usually impersonal and cold. 
Restorative justice is hopeful. It believes that even 
the worst offender can become a better person. 

"This does not mean being soft on crime. Of- 
fenders must realize the seriousness of their of- 
fenses by the kind of sentences they get, but there 
must be hope—hope that the offender can be- 
come a useful member of society, after paying the 
price they owe to society. 

When we act as if we really believe that some- 
опе can be better, is better, then they will often 
riseto our expectations. | Project Syndicate

You can imagine how they reacted when the 
First Gentleman made his declaration of love. 

‘The typical "take" on this incident is that its all a 
matter of show, given the rumors that have been 
circulating even before Sen. Ping Lacson made his 
PowerPoint exposé about Vicky Toh. And with the 
‘Tohs—brother and sister—in the spotlight again 
because of their alleged involvement in big-time 
smuggling operations with the supposed con- 
nivance of Customs officials, it does seem impera- 
tive that the First Couple present a united front. 

‘So what did the President say in reply? 

BY TONIGHT, we should know whether former 
Social Welfare Secretary Corazon “Dinky” 
Soliman will be spending a night (or nights) in 
Jail orif her petition to post bail will be grant 
ed. 

The libel case stems from a “revelation” 
made by Dinky during a press conference of the 
Black and White Movement that she overheard 
the President conferring with her political ad- 
viser Gabby Claudio and directing Claudio to 
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“tell” Alagad party-list Rep. Rodante Marcoleta 
to go ahead and endorse the impeachment 
complaint of lawyer Oliver Lozano. 

‘The “Lozano complaint,” which was the one 
the House justice committee decided to hear, 
жаз, in the view of many but especially of the 
political opposition, weak and insubstantial 
and of doubtful provenance, the motives of its 
author being suspect then and till now. This 
was the reason none of the oppositionists in 
the House wanted to file it. 

But when the "Hello, Garci" scandal came to 

light, and given House rules about hearing on- 
ly one impeachment complaint in a year, the 
‘opposition had no choice but to work with the 
Lozano complaint by “amending” it with more 
substantial charges. As we all know by now, 
the justice committee later voted to scrap the 
“amended” complaint and chose to hear only 
Lozano's charges, which of course they later 
dismissed for “lack of substance.” 
ISNT it funny how, in the wake of the "Hello, Gar- 
ci" wiretapping scandal, the allegations of poll 
fraud that this gave rise to, and the failed im- 
peachment hearings, the only legal proceeding to 
make any sort of progress has been the libel com- 
plaint filed by Marcoleta against Dinky? 

Dinky, one of the "Hyatt 10" and the most visi- 
ble and vocal in the months since their collective 
resignation, has come under extra-heavy and ex- 
tra-special vitriolic attacks—from her perceived 
disloyalty to the President, her hypocrisy among 
her fellow Cabinet members, and even to innuen- 
do regarding alleged financial shenanigans as so- 
cial welfare secretary and in her ime as an NGO 
leader 


But this takes the cake. From my own experi- 
ence as a media person facing down a number of 
libel cases, this case has moved with lightning 
speed. 1 also wonder how the prosecutor found 
“prima facie” evidence of libel, when the issue 
Dinky talked about—Marcoleta' involvement in 
the impeachment case—is clearly a matter of 
public interest. 

As Dinkys lawyers (including her husband 
Hec) tell it, last Jan. 20, a Friday, a police offi- 
cer—who was mysteriously accompanied by the 
‘media—showed up at the Soliman residence at 3 
p.m. to serve the warrant of arrest. But Dinky was 
nowhere to be found as she is in Cambodia, 
which was fortunate because otherwise she 
would have been hauled off to jail, since а bail 
bond would have been impossible to secure, giv- 
en that the courts would be closed for the week- 
end. 

(This is, for those not in the know, a very typi- 

cal harassment tactic of complainants, including 
those suing media persons for libel, if only to sub- 
ject the object of their ire to the embarrassment 
and inconvenience of one or two nights stay in 
jail. It has been, as far as I know, disallowed by 
the Supreme Court.) 
BAIL for a libel case is usually set at P10,000. 
The Solimans, 1 am told, are ready to pay the 
amount. But for the judge to issue the release 
order, Dinky would have to show up before the 
judge and sign some documents. 

‘Yesterday, her lawyer appeared before the 
judge to present her appeal that she be al- 
lowed to post bail in absentia, after which the 
release order would be issued, and the signed 
documents to follow first thing Monday morn- 
ing. Sen. Kiko Pangilinan even issued an un- 
dertaking as “guarantor” for this appeal. 

The judge, however, denied Dinky's appeal, 
and ordered her to appear before a judge 
tonight—where she will either post bail and 
walk free, or spend a night or two among the 
inmates of Quezon City jail. 

Today also happens to be Dinky's birthday. 
And it is in this spirit that we say: "Amor, te 
quiero mucho,” Dinky. Have a nice weekend! 


Technology and change 


LAST FRIDAY, I GAVE A KEYNOTE LECTURE in a 
workshop on "Promoting Technology in Educa- 
tion, Culture, History and Sciences.” 1 wondered 
why the organizers invited a historian to speak on 
the topic of technology. Historians deal with the 
past, not the future. History, at best, is a guide, 
something that gives perspective to the present 
and the future. If you want a look into the past, 
you call a historian or an archeologist, but if you 
want to talk of the future, you are better advised 
to seek Madam Auring, she of the famous line 
“May asim pa ako (I still have what it takes)." 

‘The conference theme started on the wrong, 
premise because technology must always be pro- 
moted; you cannot avoid it. Technology is the 
tsunami that has changed our lives. Who would 
have thought, 25 years ago, that almost every Fil- 
ipino would have a phone? Todays generation 
are too young to remember the time when people 
waited years to get a phone line installed in their 
homes, We were fortunate to have a phone, but 
ме had to share it with complete strangers. The 
"party-line" was an awkward arrangement be- 
cause you could listen to the conversation of the 
other party, and if you were inconsiderate, you 
used the phone for long periods (then called “tele- 
babad") and got upset when the party-line asked 
to use the line, Obnoxious party-lines would hang 
the phone so both of you could not use it. Phones 
bring out the worst in Filipinos, but that is a topic 
best left то an anthropologist like Michael Tan. 

‘Today cell phones are so common and they 
even allow us to call or text anyone in the world. I 
have actually lived long enough to see technolog- 
ical change in our lives. 

Imagine you are Rizal's family who received а 
letter from Europe. Rizal is in Marseilles and he 
described his carpeted rooms, marble staircase 
etc. and "hydraulic elevators for going up and 
down all the floors without lifting one foot.” Peo- 
plein our time all know what an elevator is, but in 
1882, Rizal's family had never been in or even 
seen an elevator. How do you think they under- 
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stood going up and down a building without lift- 
ing a foot? Now that is technology, that is a 
paradigm shift. 

Then we have Marcelo del Pilar writing a 
newsy letter to his wife Tsanay in Bulacan. The 
letter is dated February 1890 and says in part: 

“Akoy nagpalagay na tuloy ng telefono sa bahay 
at nang hindi na ako magkailangang manaog sa 
pakikipag intindihan sa imprenta: at ang iba pang 
imprenta ay malayo sa tinitirhan ko ... sa telefono 
ay limang piso isang buan, at nakikipag-usap ka за 
lhat ng may telefono kaya kung kailangan 
makipag salitaan sa imprenta о sa ibat iba mang 
periodico ay di na ako lumalayo sa aking mesa 
despacho, titindig lamang ako tatquag maka- 
kausap ko na. Kahapon lamang nakabit ang tele- 
ропоп ito: Si Quiroga ay may telefono din ano pat 
kahit kami ay nagkakalayo ay para ring malapit." 

‘Today we have mobile phones, and find it hard 
to imagine what Tsanay felt and thought in 
February 1890. A telephone was beyond her ex- 
perience and imagination, but it is part of our ev- 
eryday lives. 

As anyone can see, we do not need to promote 
technology. Its the other way round: technology 
shapes us. 

Now we bring the story to contemporary times, 
to my own personal history. When I was a fresh- 
man I had to learn how to do my first term paper 
оп а manual typewriter. You needed a guide to do 
margins. Footnotes were particularly trouble- 
some, especially if you made a mistake. When I 
was in 2nd year (I remember this clearly), I sub- 


mitted a paper that was printed out in a noisy dot. 
matrix computer on continuous paper and my 
teacher refused to accept it because it was not 
stapled, so 1 separated the sheets and handed it 
over. She looked at the print-out and still refused 
to accept it because it was not typewritten. 

When I started in journalism, 1 joined the now 
defunct Philippines Daily Express, the first Philip- 
pine newspaper to use computers, yet we all 
wrote on typewriters and the layout was done 
manually. Like most journalists beating a dead- 
line, the adrenaline came from the noise and 
physical exertion of writing. We typed our stories 
furiously on those rickety contraptions and used 
rolls of newsprint so we did not have to reload Бу 
sheets. When we edited our work, we literally did 
сш and paste or rather cut and staple. Today 
computers are nearly noiseless. 

In the next newspaper I joined, the Daily 
Globe, we saw the generation gap very clearly be- 
cause half the newsroom had computers while 
the other half had typewriters, both manual and 
electric. All the young ones were on the computer 
side, and all the veterans were on the manual 
side. 

The shift from long-hand writing to typewrit- 
ers and eventually to computers is the simplest 
example of technology changing our lives for the 
better. There are other examples, from tape on 
reels and vinyl records to the iPod, the instamatic 
camera to the digicam, from simple hand-made 
children’s games to complicated hand-held 
games. History is being made. We see it but don't 
notice it.

Seasons and rhythms 


І ALWAYS LOOK FORWARD TO GETTING A CALENDAR 
from Jesuit Communications. At first glance, it's a Catholic 
liturgical calendar, naming important feast days and sug- 
gesting Bible readings for each day. But if you look more 
closely, you'll find each day also has Chinese characters, 
which it turns out, are dates according to the Chinese lunar 
year. 

This year, for the 29th of January, you'll find the Chinese 
characters chunjie or 
Spring Festival, 
known more com- 
monly as "Chinese 
New Year

New Year is. People 
askwhy each New Year seems to fall on a different date in the 
Gregorian calendar. Others ask about the animals we name. 
each year for, and what they mean. Many of my friends are 
dog-lovers so they're especially intrigued about what this 
Fire Dog year might mean. 

New moon, full moon 

Let me try to respond to some of those questions by start- 
ing with the idea of a lunar year. The Gregorian calendar, 
which is used now pretty much by the entire world, is based 
оп a solar year, with about 365 days, the time it takes our 
planet to orbit around the sun. 

"The Chinese calendar has months based on lunar cycles, 
with the first day of each month corresponding to the new 
moon and the 15th to the full moon. The lunar-based Chinese 
year is shorter than the Gregorian, with about 354 days. This 
is why the Spring Festival or lunar New Year varies each уе: 
So while we have a lunar New Year on Jan. 30 this year, negt 
year it will be on Feb. 18 and in 2008 it will be on Feb. 7. ~~ 

‘The Chinese calendar, including the Jesuit one that I have 
in front of me, also lists 24 jiegi or seasonal markers. TheSé 
markers have names like “start of spring,” “rain water,” 
“great heat," mainly marking important changes in the sea- 
sons and climate that are important for farmers. It's not spr- 
prising the Chinese calendar is also called nungli or farme 
calendar. 

Ive mentioned the months being based on the lunar 2%- 
cles. The seasonal markers, however, have been calculated 
based on the solar year. Thus, lichun, or the start of spring, 
falls each year on Feb. 4, which will correspond to а different 
lunar date each year. = 

Because the solar cycles are also important, the Chinese 
had to find ways to adjust the discrepancies between thé 
lengths of the solar and lunar years. f we have leap years in 
the Gregorian calendar every four years, the Chinese add. 
entire month—whats called an intercalary month—ev 
two or three years. That means you'll have years where there 
are actually 13 months! s 

"The synchronization is complicated, but it works, so much 
so that every 19 years or so, the Chinese lunar calendar will 
have an almost perfect correspondence with the Gregorian 
calendar. à 

‘Curiously, the Chinese figured out all these cycles with d 
help of Western astronomy, which was introduced by the Je- 
suits in the 16th century. A German Jesuit, Adam Schall, aq- 
tually helped to revise the Chinese calendar, so my fusjop 
calendar from the Philippines Jesuits is most appropriate 

Dog years, cat years vin 

Each Chinese calendar year is named after a certain ñt- 
mal, in cycles of 12. I'm writing this column still in the bld 
year of the rooster. On Sunday, we move into the year of the 
dog, which will be followed by the pig, rat, ох, tiger, rabbit, 
dragon, snake, horse, sheep and monkey. Bach animal comes 
up every 12 years, but with a different designation based on 
the five elements: water, wood, fire, metal (or gold) айй 
earth. So, we have the year of the Fire Dog coming up andin 
12years, it will be the Gold Dog. est 

The sequence of animals has more or less been adopted Бу 
China's neighbors together with the lunar calendar, with titi- 
nor variations. Cat lovers will be pleased to know that е 
Chinese year of the rabbit is called the year of the cat in Viet- 
nam. Я 

The prospects for the year are described based on at- 
tributes of that year’s zodiac animal. The Chinese look atthe 
дов as a symbol of justice and equality, so the year is said to 
be one where injustices will be corrected. Just as dogs bark 
defend their territory and their humans, we might see, this 
new lunar year, a more vigorous and fiery defense of justice. 
For the Philippines, lets just hope there's as much bite ds 
there is barking i 
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Seasons of our lives 

I think mainly in terms of Gregorian calendar dates, bist! 
like having a fusion calendar where 1 can check the lunar 
dates. т 

‘Sometimes I look out into the night sky and notice what 
might look like a full moon. A quick check with the Chinese 
calendar will tell me if it is indeed a full moon. Sometimes it 
turns out we're only on the 14th day of a lunar month, sa] 
can still look forward to the fullest moon the next night. a;

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Graft in Pampanga quarrying 
described brazen, shameless

ANGELES CITY—LAWYER ESTELITO MEN- 
дола, former solicitor general and Pampanga gov- 
emor, for the first time spoke out against the al- 
leged scam in the capito's collection of taxes from. 
Mt. Pinatubo's sand, calling this an “example of 
graftso brazenly and shamelessly committed." 

Mendoza, 75, one of the country's top legal 
luminaries who held various posts during the 
Marcos regime, gave the scathing remarks 
during the opening of the joint cultural and 
historical conference of Pampanga and Cavite 
at the Holy Angel University here on Tuesday. 

"Here in Pampanga, it is not artifacts that 
are being dug. It is sand that is quarried. But 
this is something we should be ashamed of 
because I have not seen an example of graft so 
brazenly and shamelessly committed and on- 
ly a few are crying against it,” he told some 
200 teachers, writers and researchers. 

This was the first time that he made public 
his views on a controversy that has hounded 
the provincial government since 1998 or 12 
years after he served his term. 

‘Mendoza delved into the quarry problem after

he pointed out that the conference, which ended 
Wednesday, was a way to "see the value of the 
‘past to the present.” Former Prime Minister Cesar 
Virata, a Cavitefo, also attended the conference. 
"We should now ignite a feeling of guilt at our 
indifference and beyond that, our lack of will and 
‘courage to confront and stop the erosion of 
moral values in our society, the corruption in our 
government and the abdication of our sovereign 
will to govern as constituted elements of what 
we дайта democratic republic,” Mendoza said. 
“We are unworthy of the legacy,” he said, re- 
ferring to the contributions of Kapampangans

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2004 elections after the office of the Ombuds- 
man withdrew the information. 

Under President Macapagal-Arroyo, Lapid 
reclaimed for the capitol its collection work 
that Estrada earlier transferred to the Depart- 
ment of Environment and Natural Resources. 

‘According to Mendoza, about 3,000 to 
4,000 truckloads of sand are extracted from 
the province and these, at a tax of P300 per 
truck, should be enough to raise P900,000 to 
P1.2 million daily. 

“Only a small amount is being remitted,” 
he said, referring to the P10 million collected 
toward the end of the elder Lapid's term in 
2004 and almost P40 million in 2005. 

Vice Gov. Joseller Guiao estimated that 
capitol lost 2 minimum of P176 million last 
year due to graft. 

‘Mendoza said income from the quarry industry, 
which enjoyed a boom following the construction 
frenzy after Mt. Pinatubos 1991 eruptions—the 
same disaster that spewed a huge volume of 
sand—could help poor people build homes and 
be provided with basic socal services.

The MMDA has long considered advertis- 
ing billboards as "paid hazards.” 

“They compete with traffic signs and cause 
obstruction on the roadway,” said MMDA 
‘Traffic Operations Center Executive Director 
Angelito Vergel de Dios.

MMDA Deputy Chair Cesar Lacuna, howev- 
er, admitted they cannot do anything about 
the problem of huge billboards as it is the lo- 
cal government who issues permits to ad 
firms.

boards in public areas, because we have been 
receiving lots of complaints,” said Lacuna. 
"We need a law regulating the installation of 
billboards along major roads.” 

Last year, Sen. Miriam Santiago filed Sen- 
ate Bill 1714, or the Anti Billboard Blight Act, 
‘which sought to put restrictions on the instal- 
lation of ad billboards in public areas. The 
bill, however, is still pending in the Senate. 

There had been several incidents of acci- 
dents caused by billboards in previous years. 
Some of these involved billboards which fell 
оп parked cars because of strong winds. 

Last year, a billboard fell on a cable wire of 
the Metro Rail Transit, disrupting railway op- 
erations for about eight hours. 

The MMDA has also branded as hazardous 
“advertisement trucks,” or small flatbed 
trucks which carry huge billboards and go 
around the metropolis. 

The trucks can hold up traffic as they run at 
a slow pace to get as much exposure as possi- 
ble, Vergel de Dios had said in a previous in- 
terview.

Ramos lashes at PFF 
for missing U-19 tilt

‘THE PHILIPPINES WILL MISS THE UNDER- 
19 women's football qualifying tourna- 
‘ment in Thailand in March because the 
Philippine Football Federation “forgot to 
submit our entry form.”

No 
other sporting event is аз elecriying as a box- 
ing match like Manny Pacquiao's crushing 10th 
round TKO of Mexican idol Erik Morales in Las 
Vegas last Sunday.

But 
they trained harder and sacrificed more than 
any other athletes to achieve success.

WHILE THE INDIE OFFERING “BIG 
Time” can be considered inspired 
alongside notable heist and black 
comedy films that have preceded it, 
it very much stands on its own and 
is a breath of much-needed fresh 
air. Impeccable wit and obsession 
are easily apparent in its screen- 
play and production; it screams 
"labor of love" from begin- 
ning to end. The story 
penned by Monster 
Jimenez and director Mario 
Cornejo, inject both dark 
and light humor into a fast- 
paced analysis on the desires of de- 
cidedly dubious people. 

It is easy to get into. The charac- 
ters have distinct quirks and moti 
jons but, each in their separate 
spheres, they all wish for that elu- 
sive, better life. Childhood friends 
Jonas and Danny (Not Domingo and 
Winston Elizalde) are small-time 
crooks who try to put themselves on 

bigger map by kidnapping Melody 
(Joanne Miller), the show biz hope- 
ful girlfriend of young druglord 
wannabe Vijlson (Jamie Wilson). 


Review 


Wilson, the son of powerful crime 
lord Don Manolo (Michael de Mesa), 
is set to be groomed as a politician in 
their home province. But as fate—or 
the plucky screenwriters—would 
have it, such things are easier said 
than done. 

What make the characters human 
and likeable are two things: 1) the 
pop culture references are done right, 

and therefore, work; 2) the actors 
are so natural for their roles, 
there seems to be no “act-

Real estate firms 
draw clients away 
from insurance

‘THE LIFE INSURANCE INDUSTRY HAS BEEN 
selling fewer than expected insurance policies 
partly due to the aggressive marketing efforts 
of real estate firms, according to the head of 
the country's largest insurer. 

Philam Life president and CEO Jose 1. 
Cuisia Jr. said that property companies have 
recently adopted the strategy of selling their. 
products directly to expatriate Filipinos, who. 
traditionally are a strong source of revenue 
for insurance firms. 

"The shift to real estate investments is part 
of a growing phenomenon where investors, 
like overseas Filipino workers (OFWs), are in- 
creasingly viewing real estate as alternative 
forms of insurance vis-à-vis traditional insur- 
ance policies. 

“We're seeing strong competition from real 
estate companies, especially since theyre 
marketing aggressively abroad," Cuisia said 
during a press briefing yesterday. 

‘The Philam Life chief did not reveal finan- 
cial details, but conceded that his firm's per- 
formance in 2005 was affected by a host of 
factors, including the migration of OFWs to 
real estate investments, the woes of the рге- 
need industry, and the weak local economy. 

In particular, large real estate firms like Ay- 
ala Land Inc, Megaworld Properties and 
Holdings Inc., and Federal Land, among oth- 
ers, have targeted OFWs for their newer resi 
dential projects. 

Cuisia said that although Philam Life wel- 
comes the competition from real estate 
firms—adding that it is better for OFWs to in- 
vest in property rather than spend on consumer 
goods, as was the trend in the past—he stressed 
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Gov't set to borrow P531.6B in 06 to fill P125-billion budget вар!

THE NATIONAL GOVERNMENTS BORROWINGS FOR 
2005 reached P614.7 billion, exceeding its program by 
P38.3 billion, as fiscal authorities last year decided to cover 
some of the government's financing requirements for 2006. 


Data from the Bureau of the Treasury 
showed that the government was sup- 
posed to borrow only P576.4 billion in 
2005 to pay off maturing obligations 
and to finance projects that could not 


be covered by government revenues 
generated last year. 

But National Treasurer Omar Cruz ear- 
lier said the favorable interest rate envi- 
ronment last year had encouraged the 


pr 


government to borrow more than what 
was programmed for 2005. He said the 
government had hoped to cover part of its 
financing needs for 2006. 

This year, the government is set to bor- 
row P531.6 billion, which will be used to 
fill in the expected P125-billion budget 
deficit and to pay off maturing liabilities. 

Of the P614.7 billion borrowed last 
year, P396.819 billion came from do- 
mestic sources. Foreign creditors ac- 
counted for the rest. 

Domestic borrowings are usually 


made through the weekly issuance of 
‘Treasury bills and bonds, while foreign 
borrowings are done either through 
sovereign bond floats or through offi- 
cial development assistance offered by 
multilateral lending institutions. 
Because the borrowings were higher 
than the target, the government decided 
to pay off more obligations than what had 
been programmed. Data showed that the 
amount spent for amortization last year 
stood at P379.1 billion, or P184 billion 
higher than the program of P360.7 billion.

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Siblings setting graphics 
trend in Singapore

BAGUIO CITY—SIBLINGS SHEILA 
and Norman Adefuil have been set- 
ting the trend in innovative publish- 
ing in Singapore ever since Sheila's 
firm, Creative Addictions, pushed 
their free-circulated “Trigger” maga- 
zine to the young Singaporean mar- 
ket in 1995. 

“Trigger” was a hip joumal of 
teenagers’ partying, newest fads and 
hangouts. This was presented in aloud, 
frenetic layout that has become the sig- 
nature of 35-year-old Sheila, who 
‘earned the reputation as one of Singa- 
pores best art directors, and 37-year- 
old Norman, who designed each page. 

Homegrown Singaporean firms 
tried to follow their lead, but all they 
managed to pull was Norman, who 
agreed to be pirated to a competitor 
when "Trigger" suddenly folded up in 
2000. 

This year, the siblings are back to- 
gether to introduce а free-circulated 
children’s magazine to the Singapore- 
an market, using the same graphics- 
heavy, visually stunning Euro-trash 
and Japanese designs. 

“Snacks,” which came out with 
their second edition in December 
2005, is being published by the Ade- 
fuils new imprint, The Ark Project. 

"We wanted to go back and use the 
“Trigger brand [and the firm ‘Creative 
 Addictions,] but we were stymied by 
legal issues. ‘Trigger’ was the first 
magazine to circulate for free because 
it relied on advertising, and we man- 
aged to eat up the promotional bud- 
gets slated for veteran publications in 
Singapore,” Norman said. 

Although he won't confirm the ru- 
mors, Norman said the industry there 
was convinced their competition 
pressured advertisers to back out 
from the “Trigger” account. 

For a Filipino who is transplanted 
to Singapore, investing in a small 
publishing venture requires monthly 
infusions of 20,000 Singaporean dol- 
lars (P600,000) to keep it afloat, Nor- 
man said. 

Sheila was the only Filipino to 
brave the publishing hazards of Sin- 
gapore amid a large population of Fil- 
ipino artists now based in that state, 
Norman said. 

Most Filipinos are valued highly for 
their creativity, but few manage “to 
flee the shadow cast by their employ 
ers, which are usually highly 
vanced and popular companies,” he 
seid.

As publishers, the Adefuils also had 
to confront the stark reality about Fil- 
ipino working habits. "We were a Fi 
ipino company which could not hire 
Filipinos because we are notorious 
for being late. 1 know because I was 
also laid back. But I had to work with- 
in a system that demands timely sub- 
missions of a contracted work, or face 
a court suit. So I shaped up," Norman 
said. 

t was Singapore's appreciation of 
Filipino craftsmanship, which drew 
the Adefuils to the island. 

"My oldest sister Teresa [now sur- 
named Chan) was the first to make 
Singapore her home where she is a

lawyer, and we all followed her lead. 
Sheila was immediately drawn to 
publishing after she finished three 
years of mass communications cours- 
ез in Singapore, and a final term in 
Australia. I studied multimedia artin 
[a Singapore university] Norman 
said. 

The sibling's Singaporean training 
helped them develop an affinity for 
conceptual art, and a reliance on free 
association. 

They decided to name their chil 
dren's magazine “Snacks” because 
“you cannot imagine snacks without 
children or children without snacks,” 
Norman said.

In some cases, 
Pudong offers added financial 
subsidies including cash rebates 
from taxes paid, office rental and 
research expense subsidies to 
some industries that include lo- 
gistics companies, research and 
development organizations, rep- 
utable professional service firms 
and other high technology com- 
panies. 

Continuous improvement of 
backroom support systems. 
Truthfulness of a marketing claim 
can only be achieved in large part 
through the efficiency of skills, 
infrastructure and_ technology. 
China has consistently kept low 
labor rates while providing gov- 
ernment subsidies in the basic 
needs of its local people. On the 
other hand while it keeps its labor 
rates low, nevertheless, it im- 
proves the skills ofits people and 
invests heavily in education and 
skills improvement, technology 
and infrastructure.

The quality of engineering 
training has risen in the recent 
years resulting in fewer Chinese 
studying overseas for a degree in 
engineering. 

Quick to adapt to customer 
preferences is one way of 
strengthening guanxi (positive 
relationships). In the early years 
of China's opening upto free mar- 
kets, foreign firms can only enter 
China through am equity joint 
venture (EJV) with a well-con- 
nected Chinese partner. This has 
brought tremendous pressure on 
foreign principals due largely to 
inconsistency of goals between 
the two partners. Chinese princi- 
pals are after providing work for 
its labor force while enforcing ex- 
port consumption and not do- 
mestic consumption; while for- 
eign management is keen on op- 
erational efficiencies and stimu- 
lating local market demand. 

1n 1996, through the counsel 
of Chinese leader Deng Xiaoping, 
China has become quite respon- 
sive to providing investors with 
alternatives to entering China, 
one of which is to look into an 
WEOE (wholly foreign owned en- 
terprise) option. As Deng Xiaop- 
ing put it, “I'm afraid the opportu- 
nity may be lost. If we do not 
seize it, it will slip away” 

China's one vision, clear 
roadmap from simply provid- 
ing world labor to building na- 
tional then global brands. In its 
early stage of economic reform, 
China was clear about providing 


jobs for its huge labor force while 
‘consequently creating awareness 
for its production capability and 
ошрш by enforcing equity joint 
ventures (EJVs) to export the out- 
pur rather than allow foreign 
principals to simply feed on the 
local market's domestic соп. 
sumption. Hence, unknown to 
many, the roadmap to establish 
ing awareness for China-made 
products has been seeded. The 
price was too stiff for other for 
eign principals with appetites for 
the local market. It was not until 
after 1996 that China became 
ready for the WFOE. 

Today, China is onto its second 
stage for originating China-made 
products and services—building 
China-conceptualized, China- 
made products and services into 
national brands and global brands 
thereafter. Some have made it 
globally like Li-ning (sportswear), 
Haier (home appliances), TGL 
(television and mobile phones) 
legend (motherboard), Galanz 
(microwave), Huawei (telecom. 
munications), ete, 

China is a huge market with 
many faces. Each face represents

This is part of the re- 
port of professor S. Leppamaki and 
his colleagues at the National Public 
Health Institute in Helsinki, Finland.

pean Journal of Neuropsychophar- 
macology. 

Tn another study published in the 
Gerontology journal, melatonin: sup- 
„plementation was..shown to have 
helped older women who reported a 
decrease in depressive symptoms 
while on melatonin. 

According to professor Thomas 
Radecki, MD, one of the worlds 
renowned authorities on melatonin, 
production of this natural substance 
tends to be reduced and/or it lacks 
the normal cycling pattern in old age 
and in many diseases including de- 
mentia, HIV infection, anorexia ner- 
vosa, autism, heart attacks, heart fail- 
ure, migraines, and obesity 

Double-blind studies have also 
found some evidence of benefit in 


hair loss, high blood pressure, irrita- 
ble bowel syndrome, metastatic can- 
cer and tardive dyskinesia. 

“At very least, melatonin looks ex- 
cellent for sleep and older individuals 
taking it for sleep will probably reap. 
other benefits as well,” Radecki 
states. Pregnant women, however, 
should not take melatonin, he advis- 
ез. Radecki explains that the benefits 
of melatonin are probably greatest in 
individuals over age 50 when er- 
dogenous levels are declining or in i 
dividuals with acute diseases charac- 
terized in part by oxidative damagd, 
e.g. heart attacks and strokes.

What do you do when your name is Ralph Lifshitz? (Advice from Al Ries) 


TWO WEEKS AGO, WE COM- 
mitted to bring you advice from 
Al Ries, one of the best known 
marketing strategists in the 
world, on a bi-weekly basis until 
he arrives in Manila in June to 
do a one-day marketing confer- 
ence. Ries is the author of the in- 
ternational best-sellers, Posi- 
tioning, The 22 Immutable 
Laws of Marketing, (co-au- 
thored with Jack Trout) and re- 
cently, The 22 Immutable Laws 
of Branding. We know you're 
excited about having Al Ries as 
our guest columnist based on 
the emails that we've received. 

So, as promised, here's more 
marketing advice from Al Ries: 

Q: Many professional ser- 
vices companies struggle with 
naming their practice. Do you 
have any advice on what to 
consider when naming or re- 
naming a consulting busi- 
ness? 

‘Al Ries: Consulting is a peo- 
ple business, so the first names 
to consider are the people them- 
selves, especially if they are stil 
alive. Even dead, a people name 


is probably better than 
any other name. Ernst & 
Young is a better name 
than KPMG.

There are many, many consul- 
tants out there with names as 
bad as Lifshitz, but in my experi- 
ence they almost never change 
theirnames.

Faith Plotkin wanted to get fa- 
mous, so she changed her name 
to Faith Popcorn and her books 
and consulting practice have 
made her famous. 

Avoid the bombast name. 
There are a lot of one-person 
consultancies out there with 
names like “Worldwide Global 
Marketing, Advertising & Sales 
Consultants.” In names, bigger is 
not necessarily better. Bigger of- 
ten sounds foolish. 

Q: If you could give my com- 


represent the vast majority of 
your business? These are the 
units to focus on. On the other 
hand, some units serve as drivers 
of others. We are marketing con- 
sultants, but our books and 
speeches drive our marketing 
consulting business, Even if 
books and speeches were un- 
profitable, it might be worth- 
while doing them because of 
their effect on our consulting 
business. 

Q: How has the “branding in- 
dustry” grown in recent years 
and what will the future hold? 

Ries: There has been continu- 
al evolution in the thinking of 
many companies on this issue. 
Years ago, “marketing” replaced 
“selling” as the major activity of 
corporations. The marketing 
function encompassed all the ac- 
tivities that companies use to 
distribute their products includ- 
ing selling, advertising, public 
relations, merchandising, pric- 
ing, ete.

‘Companies that built brands like 
Budweiser, McDonald's, Rolex, 
BMW, Volvo and many others are 
very successful while companies

nears for all open dumpsites to be 
closed or converted to sanitary 
landfills. 

It said local governments, in- 
cluding those of Metro Manila, 
still have along way to go toward 
organizing themselves to segre- 
gate garbage so that only organic 
wastes end up in the landfills. 

Apart from the Rodriguez land- 
fill which is the only one in Metro 
Manila, the country has only four 
other landfills that can treat 
leachate from organic 
wastes—Puerto Princesa іп 
Palawan, Bais in Negros Occiden- 
tal, Clark in Pampanga and San 
Fernando in La Union. 


996 dumps 

Ecowaste has called on the 
government to close 996 waste 
umpsites all over the country to 
comply with RA 9003, or the Eco- 
logical Solid Waste Management. 
‘Act of 2000, which has set Feb. 16 
as the deadline for all dumps to 
be closed or converted to sanitary 
landfills. 

Data from the National Solid 
Waste Commission show that 734 
open dumps and 262 controlled 
dumps (those that are provided 
with soil cover) continue to oper- 
ate throughout the country de- 
spite the deadline for open 
dumps to be converted into con- 
trolled dumps having lapsed two 
years ago. 


2006 deadline 

RA 9003 requires open dump 
sites to be converted into con- 
trolled dump sites by 2003 and 
for the closure of these converted 
dump sites by February 2006.

That is the volume of liquid 
waste produced by the Rodriguez 
landfill in Rizal province which 
generates 63 million liters of 
leachate every year from Metro 
Manila's garbage, the Ecological 
Waste Coalition (Ecowaste) envi- 
ronmental group said yesterday. 


ADB study 

Citing a study by the Asian De- 
velopment Bank, the Ecowaste 
Coalition said the waste from the 
Rodriguez landfill eventually 
flows out into the Marikina River, 
with some of the leachate re- 
maining untreated. 

“Sometimes, the effluent 
comes out unsafe because the 
waste water treatment facility of 
the landfill cannot treat heavy 
metals. It's made for leachate 
from organic wastes,” Ecowaste 
president Eileen Sison told a fo- 
Tum yesterday. 

Leachate is the solution that is 
formed when water passes 
through wastes collected in а 
landfill site. Depending on the 
character of the wastes being 
treated, the leachate may contain 
high levels of pollutants and haz- 
ardous substances that can enter 
surface and ground water, or the 
soil 

Unlike open garbage dumps, 
landfills are huge carefully engi- 
neered facilities into which 
wastes are put. A secure landfill 
would be lined with clay and 
plastic to prevent the possiblity 
of wastes escaping to groundwa- 
ter. It would have a wastewater 
treatment facility for the 
leachate, a soil cover and а gas 
pipes to collect the methane 
emissions.

2 Pinoys arrested in Japan; 
bombs, guns, ammo seized 


TOKYO — POLICE ON FRIDAY ARRESTED 
three men and raided the offices of a crime 
syndicate on suspicion of smuggling explo- 
sives, guns and ammunition into Japan, а 
news report said. 

‘The men, one Japanese and two Filipinos, 
are suspected of bringing plastic explosives, 
10 automatic revolvers and about 200 rounds 
of live ammunition to Japan on a Philippines- 
registered ship earlier this month, Kyodo 
News agency reported, 

The weapons were seized at Yokohama port 
last week. Investigators believe the men have 
links to the Inagawa-kai, a major crime syndicate 
based outside Tokyo, according to the report. 

‘The Inagawa-kai may be preparing for a 
power struggle with rival gangs, public 
broadcaster NHK quoted police as saying Fri- 
day, An official at the National Police Agency 


said he could not comment on the reports. 

Japanese gangsters — commonly called the 
yakuza — are among the world’s wealthiest, 
bringing in billions of dollars a year from extor- 
tion, gambling, the sex industry, guns, drugs, and 
real estate and construction kickbacks schemes. 

Gangster numbers have been growing de- 
spite decades of police crackdowns, with 
87,000 gangsters in the country at the end of 
last year, according to NPA figures. 

Of these, over 70 percent are thought to 
have links with Japan's three largest syndi- 
cates – Yamaguchi-gumi, Sumiyoshi-kai and 
Inagawa-kai — which have jostled for control 
of Japan's underworld. 

In 2003, two gunmen opened fire in a bar 
north of Tokyo in an especially violent dispute 
involving the Sumiyoshi and Inagawa groups, 
killing a mobster and three bystanders. АР

Peace within grasp, GMA tells ‘centrist democrats 


DESPITE COUP RUMORS AND 
the lingering political crisis, Pres- 
ident Macapagal-Arroyo yester- 
day claimed before world leaders 
gathered at the Manila Hotel for 
an interfaith dialogue that peace 
‘was "within our grasp.”

Recruitment at PNP 

‘At Camp Crame, two PNP officers 
disclosed that parties seeking Ms Ar- 
royo's ouster approached police com- 
manders as early as the middle of 2005, 
offering in at least one case a large 
amount of money in exchange for 
switching loyalties. 

The targets for recruitment suppos- 
edly included officers of the PNP-Spe- 
cial Action Force by virtue of its big 
number of men trained for combat and 
the wealth of information they keep. 

But the recruiters were “rebuff 
according to a junior officer. 


Civilians with ties to politicians also 
tried to recruit intelligence officers, 
said another source.

Both sources, who work in sensitive 
PNP units, spoke on condition of anonymi- 
ty because they did not want themselves, 
their assets and sources exposed.

Alot of cash 

According to the sources, those seek-

said Magsaysay, chair of the Senate com- 
mittee on agriculture and food, which is 
investigating the GMA hybrid program.

But interviewed yesterday over dzXL 
radio, Executive Secretary Eduardo Er- 
mita said that while he did not know 
the details on how the Marcos fund was 
used, he was certain that the DA had 
used the money in a proper way. 

"I don't think it’s right ro say immedi- 
ately that the money was used for the 
election,” he said, adding it was “obvi- 
ous" that critics were using the issue “in 
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slinging mud at the administration and 
President Arroyo.” 

Ermita appealed for people to be rea- 
sonable and not rush to make accusations. 

‘Asked ifthe Palace was ready to reply 
to the charge, Ermita said he expected 
the DA to address the issue.

No ‘fertilizer assistance’ 

Of the P544 million released, P394 mi- 
lon went to the hybrid rice program at the. 
Philippine Rice Research Institute, P50 mil- 
lion for farm-to-market roads, and P100 
million for “farm inputs and implements.” 

But Magsaysay said his committee 
had held five public hearings since last 
year, and not a single farmer organiza- 
tion had acknowledged receipt of "fer- 
tilizer assistance.” 

Instead, according to a preliminary 
report of Magsaysays committee that 
was released last month, representatives 
of farmer organizations who attended 
the hearings wondered why the funds 
were released from February to 
May—the harvest season or gapasan 
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months—when fertilizers “are of no use, 
because the planting time is November.” 
“The report said that until the DA submit- 
ted “substantial and convincing evidence to 
the contrary" the committee would contin- 
че to believe that the money was “all uti- 
lized to assure the victory of the adminis- 
tration in the electoral polls of 2004.” 


Gross disproportion 

‘The report cited a document prepared 
by GMA Rice Program top officer Frisco 
Malabanan, which said that for the year 
2003, the amount of fertilizer fund need- 
ed nationwide was only P28 million. 

“If the same documentis to be adopt- 
ed and updated for 2004, adjustments 
can be made, but it will not be as costly 
as P2.806 billion, or a hundred times 
the needed amount,” it said. 

"This is a classic case of gross dispro- 
portion between what is needed by 
farmers as scientifically studied and the 
‘wanton wasteful actual release of fund 
to support the cause," it added. 

The report also said that 18 months 
after the funds were released, “no deliv- 
ery of fertilizer has been verified and val- 
idated, and no substantial liquidation 
and auditing have been completed.” 
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“While indeed the auditing mandate 
is being performed by the [Commission 
on Audit], the DA has not been cooper- 
ating and, infact, maintains an indiffer- 
ent stance," it said. 

Tt pointed out that "judging from the in- 
acion, „it may be concluded that thereis 
то real intention to liquidate the fund be- 
cause it may be that the project is a giant 
ghost project involving big-time crooks in 
the government or may have been 
padded because of excessive pricing.” 


Thorough auditing 

In a statement, Akbayan Rep. Etta 
Rosales called for a “thorough auditing” 
by the COA of "the ill-gotten Marcos 
wealth that was transferred between 
April and July, 1998 from the Swiss 
banks to the Philippine National Bank 
to the tune of $540 million+.”

110 political parties 

Previously called Christian Democratic In- 
ternational, CDI is composed of 110 political 
parties from around the world. In Europe, the 
Centrist Democrats have formed the European 
People's Party, currently the majority party in. 
the European Parliament. It is pushing hard to. 
spread its centrist philosophy to the East. 

The Philippines’ ruling Lakas-Christian 
Muslim Democrats and nine other political 
parties in Asia are leading the expansion. 

De Venecia, who initiated the formation of 
CDI Asia-Pacific, was elected its first president 
by 10 Asian political parties and a stellar cast. 
of parliamentary leaders from Europe, birth- 
place of the centrist ideology. Thai Prime Mi 
ister Thaksin Shinawatra, who was represent- 
ed by a deputy, was elected chair. 

Арап from former Spanish Premier Jose Ма. 
‘Aznar, the CDI's intemational president, other 
foreign dignitaries attending the meeting were 
two other former prime ministers, Wilfried 
Martens of Belgium and Kjell Magne Bondevik 
of Norway, and Ferdinando Casini, Speaker of 
the Italian Chamber of Deputies and president 
of the Inter Parliamentary Union. 


Antidote to terrorism 

Speaking at the interfaith dialogue afterward, 
‘Ms Arroyo, chair of the Lakas-CMD, said faith was 
the “greatest antidote to terrorism” and credited it 
for progress in her administrationis peace talks 
‘with the Moro Islamic Liberation Front which will 
resume later this month in Malaysia, 

Lam happy to report to you today . that in 
the Philippines the vestiges of conflict in Min- 
danao are finally fading away,” she said. She said 
that through the peace talks the government had 
demonstrated "a willingness to accept the sin- 
cerity of those who differ with us in faith." 

Ms Arroyo said that religious faith should 
be a “source of individual strength and a hu- 
manitizing element that binds together all the 
peoples of the world” but she noted that “too 
often" faith has become a "source of despair 
and destruction among peoples and nations." 

“I believe what we're doing here today is 
every bit as important as building up might, 
military forces to fight terrorism and injustice 
here at home or across the globe," she added. 


India’s experience 

In his speech, De Venecia cited India's expe- 
rience in interfaith dialogue. 

“оок at India as a model and a great ex- 
ample: for its political leader, Sonia Gandhi, is 
a Roman Catholic. Their Speaker of parlia- 
ment is a leading Communist. And the coun- 
чу 82 percent or 83 percent Hindu. An in- 
credible pluralist society, the largest democra- 
cy in the world!" he said. 

Asia "is home not-only.t6 the fastest-grow- 
ing economies but also to the rising powers,” 
De Venecia said, pointing to the rise of Japan, 
Chinz-and South Korea and economic gains 
made, by other countries in the region. “All 
these are comblning.tb sift the weight of 
global power from West to East," he added. 

“For us—as for the Christian Democratic 
founders of one Europe—the vision of a conti- 
nent without dividing lines has become a pos- 
sible dream, We believe the integration of 
Asia will keep in balance the tripod of global 
interdependence, whose two other legs are 
Europe and America,” he said. 


Grand union 

Even now, he said that heads of govern- 
ments were negotiating an "East Asian eco- 
nomic grouping” that would incorporate the 
10 Southeast Asian states already gathered in 
‘Asean with the Northeast Asian states of Chi- 
na, Japan and South Korea. 

The initial phase of this "grand union" 
free-trade area combining Asean with Chi- 
ma—began last year, and should be completed 
by 2010, he said.

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Bishops get hate mail, too

‘THE CATHOLIC BISHOPS CONFERENCE OF 
the Philippines (CBCP) has received a steady 
stream of angry messages a few days before 
it’s set to draft a pastoral statement on the na- 
tional situation. 

The messages were mostly in the form of let- 
ters, text messages and e-mails, the INQUIRER 
leamed. 

A two-page letter titled “Take Your Guid- 
ance from the People, Not the Other Way 
Around” was sent to the CBCP Secretariat by 
the so-called "Mandaluyong Group.” 

The note, dated Jan. 24, was sarcastic, 
making it clear that it wasn't expecting any- 
thing of value to come out of the CBCP's pas- 
toral statement. 

"Perhaps, unlike any other letter that you 
may have received, this one is not a plea," it 
began. “We shall not beseech you to issue a 
statement affirming the deep conviction of 
majority of the Filipino people that the fake 
President Macapagal-Arroyo should stop the 
charade and give up power that is not hers.” 

‘The senders attacked the bishops, who had 
released a controversial statement in July 
2005, which called on the President to exam- 


ine her conscience, but refused to demand her 
resignation. 

Critics said this statement actually helped 
Ms Arroyo keep her post. 

“Itis you who taught us to read the signs of 
the times,” the letter said. “We have done so 
and concluded that this is not a time to over- 
look Ms Arroyo's crimes and simply ‘move 
оп'—ап ignominious piece of advice from you 
that WE REJECT.” 

Quite a number of similarly angry letters had 
reached the CBCP office, according to two Church 
officials who spoke on condition of anonymity Юг 
fear of being castigated by the hierarchy. 

“They usually land in the trash bin. They 
don't reach the bishops anymore,” one of 
them told the INQUIRER. 

“Archbishop Oscar Gruz yesterday admitted 
that the CBCP had been getting its share of criti- 
cisms in the form of hate mail, especially after 
the July pastoral statement was made public 

“It appears that the people were discon- 
tented with the July statement, he said. 
"They were expecting more and the CBCP ap- 
parently didn't satisfy their expectations." 

A common text message attacking the bish- 
орз last year ran like this: "God descended on 
the apostles, Pagcor descended on the bishops."

Faeldon, one of the core leaders of the Mag- 
dalo group of Army mutineers charged with 
involvement in the July 2003 Oakwood 
‘mutiny, was captured at 8:30 last night, the 
military said.

Faeldon escaped from his guards on Dec. 14

PARIS—WESTERN POWERS warned on Thurs- 
day that they would not deal with a Palestinian 
government led by Hamas—regarded as terror- 
ists by the EU and the United States—unless it re- 


nounces violence and recog- 
nizes Israel's right to exist. 

"The United States does not sup- 
port political parties that want to 
destroy our ally Israel,” US Presi- 
dent George W. Bush said after 
Hamas won a landslide election vic- 
tory in Palestinian parliamentary 
elections. “People must renounce 
that part of their platform.” 

That Hamas had won so over- 
whelmingly and fairly—former US 
President Jimmy Carter said the 
elections in the West Bank and 
Gaza Strip were “completely hon- 
est”—only compounded the dilem- 
ma for foreign governments. 

‘They both hailed the smooth 
vote, and expressed dismay at 

mas taking nearly two-thirds 
ofthe 132 parliament seats. 

The militant group has carried 
ош dozens of suici 
bombings, seeks Is- 
rael's destruction and 
has said that it oppos- 


and existing peace accords were 
"indispensable" conditions for 
working with “a Palestinian gov- 
ernment of any kind." 

Hamas’ unexpected victory 
threw the future of the peace 
process between Palestinians 
and Israel into turmoil, and 
raised immediate questions 
about how the United States 
and other countries might still 
be able to influence the pro- 
cess—especially if they refused 
to deal with the militants.

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Massive tunnel dug by drug traffickers 
discovered beneath Mexico-US border 


SAN DIEGO, CALIFORNIA—US AND MEXICAN AU- 
thorities have discovered a massive, one-kilometer 
Jong tunnel dug under their border by drug traffick- 
ers, one of the largest ever found, they said Thurs- 
day. 

‘The sophisticated tunnel, lined with concrete 
and equipped with ventilation and lights, is bur- 
rowed a staggering 26 meters below the earth's sur- 
face, according to the Mexican prosecutor general's 
office. 

US authorities did not immediately provide 
the dimensions of the tunnel discovered 
Wednesday, but confirmed it was “massive,” 
much larger than the more than 15 others de- 
tected in the region since the Sept. 11, 2001 ter- 
ror attacks on US soil. 

“The investigation continues into what is be- 
lieved to be one of the largest and most sophisti- 
cated cross-border tunnels ever discovered along 
the California-Mexico border,” the US Immigra- 


tion and Customs Enforcement (ICE) said in a 
statement. 

The tunnel, discovered by US Border Patrol 
agents who tipped off Mexican authorities, begins 
beneath a warehouse in the Mexican border town 
of Tijuana and stretches to Otay, near the US border 
hub of San Diego. 

“Mexican law enforcement officers ran 
through the tunnel into the United States and ul- 
timately popped up into a warehouse in the 
United States,” said Michael Unzueta, special 
agent in charge for ICE investigations in San 
Diego. 

Beneath the warehouse, the police discovered а 
1.8 by 3.6 meter shaft equipped with electricity and 
a ventilation system. 

They also seized more than two tons of marijua- 
na, stacked in about 60 bales, in the tunnel, officials 
said. 

‘The length and well-constructed structure of the 


‘tunnel, which was 1.5 meters wide, make it unusu- 
а. 

Officials stressed that the tunnel could also have 
been used by people smugglers bringing illegal im- 
migrants into the United States and even by 
weapons traffickers. 

“Whether they are designed to smuggle drugs, 
people, weapons or other contraband, these tun- 
nels pose a threat to our nation's security" said Un- 
zueta. 

“ICE is committed to working with our law en- 
forcement partners to dismantle the tunnels and 
the criminal organizations behind them," he said. 

The US-Mexican border—that stretches from 
San Diego on the West coast to the Gulf of Mexico, 
across California, Arizona, New Mexico and 
‘Texas—is notoriously porous and the focus of US 
security concerns and a backlash by US conserva- 
tives who say the US government is not doing 
enough to bar illegals. 


Israel tried to kill 
Bin Laden in '96, 
says newspaper 


JERUSALEM—Israel’s Mossad spy service 
and a foreign counterpart enlisted a confi- 
dante of Osama bin Laden to kill the al-Qaida 
leader in 1996 but the plan fell apart over a 
political dispute, a newspaper said on Thurs- 
day. 

Mossad picked up Bin Laden's trail 
while helping US and Egyptian agents 
probe an attempt by Islamist militants on 
the life of Egypt's President Hosni 
Mubarak as he visited Ethiopia, Israeli 
daily Yedioth Aharonoth said citing secu- 
rity sources. 

‘According to the report, Mossad recruit- 
ей a woman close to Bin Laden with the help 
of the intelligence service in her country. 
Neither the woman's name nor nationality 
were given. 

Yedioth said the woman was meant to kill 
Bin Laden, but the mission was aborted as а 
result of a breakdown of ties between Israel 
and her country linked to Israeli-Palestinian 
tensions. 

Contacted by Reuters, Danny Yatom, who 
was head of Mossad at the time, declined 
comment on the report. 

US officials believe Bin Laden is now hiding 
in the region of the rugged border demarcat- 
ing Afghanistan and Pakistan. Reuters 


Pollution cutting 
China’s sunny days, 
researcher finds

BANGKOK, THAILAND—CHINAS SKIES 
have darkened over the past 50 years, possi- 
bly due to haze resulting from a nine-fold 
increase in fossil fuel emissions, according 
to researchers from the US Department of 
Energy. 

‘The researchers, writing in this month's 
edition of Geophysical Research Letters, 
found that the amount of solar radiation mea- 
sured at more than 500 stations nationwide 
fell from 1954 to 2001 despite a decrease in 
cloud cover 

"Normally, more frequent cloud-free days 
should be sunnier and brighter but this 
doesn't happen in our study,” said Yun Qian 
of the energy department's Pacific North- 
west National Laboratory in Washington 
state. 

"The pollution (that) resulted from human 
activity may have created a haze which ab- 
sorbs and deflects the sun’s rays,” Qian, the 
study’ lead author, said in an e-mail inter- 
view Friday. 

Air pollution is widespread in China. An- 
tiquated factories billow smoke, many resi- 
dents still use coal to heat their centuries- 
old houses, and a sharp increase in car own- 
ership has bathed the motorways in exhaust 
fumes. 

‘The amount of sunlight hitting the ground 
has fallen by 3.1 watts per square meter in 
each of the last five decades amid а nine-fold 
increase in fossil fuel emissions, the study 
said. 

Herbert G. Fabian, who studies urban pol- 
lution and transportation issues for the Asian 
Development Bank, said the study's conclu- 
sion makes sense" but that more information 
is necded. 

“There really is (an) air pollution problem 
and a haze problem in China because (of) 
dust storms and pollution,” he said. "But we 
can't say conclusively that the reduction in 
sunlight is due to haze." 

‘The study also said that haze appears to 
have masked the impact of global warming by 
reflecting sunlight back into space and cool- 
ing the Earth's surface. 

“The haze may have masked the effects 
of global warming across large parts of 
China, particularly in the central and east- 
em regions, where daily high tempera- 
tures have actually been decreasing,” 
Qian said. "This may seem like good news, 
but any success China has in curbing emis- 
sions will accelerate the effects of global 
warming in those areas when the cooling 
mask is lifted.” AP

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Agent Orange makers ordered to pay veterans 


‘SEOUL—A SOUTH KOREAN COURT ON THURS- 
day ordered two US manufacturers of Agent Or- 
ange to pay $65 million in compensation in а 
landmark victory for Vietnam War veterans ex- 
posed to the toxic defoliant. 

Dow Chemical and Monsanto were ordered 
to compensate around 6,800 South Korean vet- 
erans in what officials said was the first victory 
for veterans taking on US chemical companies 
inthe courts. 

"The plaintiffs will get compensation varying 
from six million won ($6,200) to 46 million won 
each,” Seoul High Court senior judge Choi 
Byung-deok told AFP Total compensation 
would reach 63 billion won ($65 million), the 
judge added. 

"Three separate damage suits were filed against 
the two US firms on behalf of some 20,615 South 
Korean war veterans and their families. Two were 
upheld while one case was dismissed. 

South Korea sent some 300,000 troops to 
fight alongside the United States and southern 
Vietnamese forces during the 1965-1973 war. 

The court ruled that the firms produced 
stronger dioxins than necessary due to design 
flaws. 


"The defoliants manufactured by the accused 
contained dioxins in excess of the permitted 
standard due to product design flaws,” the rul- 
ing said. 

Jt said the dioxins triggered 11 medical condi- 
tions, including lymphoma, lung cancer, dia- 
betes, prostate cancer and various skin diseases. 

‘The court said there “is an epidemiological 
correlation between the defoliant and the dis- 
eases” that the war veterans were suffering. 

In the case thrown out by the court, plaintiffs 
failed to establish a link between medical prob- 
lems and the toxins, the ruling said. 

Last year, a US court dismissed a lawsuit filed 
on behalf of millions of Vietnamese which ac- 
cused US chemical firms including Monsanto 
and Dow of crimes against humanity. 

‘An appeal has been lodged against the dis- 
missal. 

Vietnam War veterans from Australia and 
New Zealand have also campaigned for com- 
pensation for illnesses related to exposure to 
Agent Orange. The Canberra government has 
recognized the Australian claims while New 
Zealand veterans filed a lawsuit for compensa- 
tion last year. 
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"The South Korean veterans filed their case 
with a lower court in 1999. The case was thrown 
out in 2001 and the plaintiffs appealed to the 
High Court the same year. 

The chemical companies, represented by a lo- 
cal law firm, offered to settle out of court two 
years ago but negotiations broke down. 

In the United States, chemical companies 
paid $180 million into a fund for US veterans in 
1984, in an out of court settlement with no ай- 
mission of liability. 

Since then US veterans have been seeking ad- 
ditional compensation to that settlement, and in 
June 2003 the Supreme Court ruled they could 
‘continue to pursue claims against the manufac- 
turers despite the earlier settlement. 

Between 1961 and 1971, the US Army 
dropped more than 100,000 tons of toxic chemi- 
cals on Vietnam, according to the Vietnam Asso- 
ciation for Victims of Agent Orange. The group 
says between 2.1 and 4.8 million Vietnamese 
were exposed. 

Named after the colored stripes on its con- 
tainers, Agent Orange was used to destroy the 
vegetation used effectively by Vietnamese com- 
munist forces for cover and food. AFP

HAT CONSTITUTES A CONSENSUS? PRESS SEC- 
Ws Ignacio Bunye told reporters, after the 
Council of State meeting last Tuesday, that “the ra- 
tio of those who talked was 4:1” in favor of going ahead 
with the elections scheduled in May 2007. Former Presi- 
dent Fidel Ramos put the ratio at a much higher 99:1, say- 
ing, “I think all of us, say, 99 percent, agreed to push ahead 
with the 2007 elections." And the gener- 
al public thought that this wrote finis to 
the ill-advised proposal to cancel the 
elections put forward by the Arroyo-appointed Consulta- 
tive Commission on Charter Change. 

But Bunye, Ramos and almost everybody else thought 
wrong. On Wednesday, Executive Secretary Eduardo Er- 
mita said the President's spokesman and the former pres- 
ident were just voicing their thoughts on the matter. 
“There was no consensus, because (the issue) was not 
thrown to the floor,” Ermita said. To prove the point, 
Malacafiang released the communiqué issued after the 
meeting, which didn’t mention the holding of elections as 
Among the points that were agreed upon. 

So now the prospect of holding office for three more 
years without going through the rigors, expense and sus- 

pense of an election is there for local officials and con- 
gressmen to dream about and drive them to work for 
Charter change. 

While Malacafiang has consistently refused to state 
clearly its position on the issue, despite the demands, 
deadlines and threats of Ramos, Ermita's clarification has 
let the cat out of the bag. But was there ever any doubt 
‘who was most interested in selling the idea? 

President Macapagal-Arroyo is obviously banking on 
the cancellation of the elections as one way of stopping 

, calls for her to cut her term so that the nation can put the 

{question of the legitimacy of her presidency behind. It 
will also consolidate political support for her administra- 

+ tion, as grateful local officials and lawmakers, her politi- 
cal base, will be its immediate beneficiaries. 

But it is not the prerogative of the President, much 
less of the Consultative Commission, to extend the 
terms of public officials to buy their support for consti- 
tutional change. (Just as it is not for the commission al- 
so to offer Vice President Noli de Castro the vice presi- 
dency in the context of a parliamentary system so that 
he will not complain that his terms is being cut.) Offer- 
ing carrots to politicians to change the Constitution is 
about as low as one can go. Elective offices are not for 
the politicians to give, and especially not to themselves 
in the case of lawmakers. That power resides in the 
electorate. 

And now that the administration wants to keep holding 
out the hope of no elections to its supporters, it will be 
there to spoil every attempt to seriously examine and de- 
bate the provisions of the Constitution that really need to 
be changed. Until now, the debates on the ConCom'’s rec- 
ommendations have focused on “No-El.” With the admin- 
istration opting to keep the controversial issue alive, it is 
doubtful if the discussions will move on to more substan- 
tial issues, like the shift to a parliamentary and federal 
system of government. 

Much remains to be done before Charter change can 
become a reality, even without the distraction of the No- 
El debate. If those pushing for Charter change are truly 
convinced that a change in the form of government is ab- 
solutely necessary to reform society and lick poverty, they 
will have to rise above their own selfish interests to set 
the process of change in motion. For the congressmen, 
this means resisting the temptation of prolonging their 
stay in office for free. For the senators, it means looking 
beyond their presidential ambitions as well as rising 
above their pique. For Malacafiang, it means going be- 
yond the President's current troubles and serving as a 
lightning rod for real constitutional change. 

‘Above all, perhaps, the two branches of the govern- 
ment need to impress upon the people the imperative and 
the urgency of constitutional change. To do that, they 
must earn the trust of the people. Conjuring the No-El 
scenario certainly does not achieve that. 
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THIS 15 MY ANSWER TO THE ARTICLE 
written by Ismael G. Khan Jr., information offi 
cer ofthe Supreme Court, and published in this 
paper last Wednesday. I compliment him for 
his loyalty to the institution but, regrettably, 
not to open-mindedness and accuracy.

The decisions may have 
indirectly favored her, but they were not in- 
tended for her direct advantage. 

‘They cannot be compared to the case of Bril- 
lantes vs. Yorac, 192 SCRA 358, declaring Pres- 
ident Aquinos designation of a temporary 
chair of the Commission on Elections an un- 
constitutional intrusion into the internal af- 
fairs of that independent body. The 13 justices 
who participated in the case voted unanimous- 
ly against her although they had all been ap- 
pointed by her In the case of Marcos vs. 
Manglapus, 177 SCRA 668, she won by only 
one vote against the seven dissenters, also ap- 
pointed by her, who held that her personal re- 
jection of the petition of the Marcoses to return 
to this country violated the Bill of Rights. In 
Laurel v. Garcia, 187 SCRA 797, nine of her ap- 
pointees also trounced and embarrassed her. 

As for needless verbosity, I simply repeat 
what I wrote in my column of Aug. 27, 2005, 
оп the second impeachment resolution against 
then Chief Justice Hilario Davide, as follows 

"This interpretation was reached ín the 74- 
page ponencia after discussion of collateral is- 
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sues like separation of powers, judicial review, 
locus standi distinguished from party-in-inter- 
est, justiciability and other topics already suffi- 
ciently.examined in previous cases.

"Did they think that the ponencia was inade- 
quate and should be supplemented with their 
own wisdom? Or were they simply bored for 
doing nothing because they have decided all 
the cases raffied to them and had no more 
work to do except enrich Philippine jurispru- 
dence?” 

The concurring justices could have submit- 
ted their separate views during the delibera- 
tion for inclusion in the main ponencia. Chief 
Justice Fred Ruiz Castro wrote a concurring 
pinion in the case of Sanidad vs. Commission 
оп Elections, 73 SCRA 333, maybe because he 
felt that the majority ponencia was insufficient 
or, more likely, to please Marcos. I did file a 
concurrence on religious freedom in the 
Ebralinag Case, 219 SCRA 256, but it was not 
lengthy” unless you consider two pages too 
long 

My friend seeks to impress us with the pre-

Are we in a ‘coup trap’? 


TO THOSE IN THE MILITARY who think that 
they have or are the answer to the Filipino peo- 
ples prayers for a better life; to those “ac- 
tivists” who do not worry that these military el- 
ements are threatening to overthrow the gov- 
‘ernment, but even seem to encourage or wel- 
‘come such noises and moves; to those politi 
cians or businessmen who are financing their 
activities: please take a reality check. 

The first thing to consider is that the Filipino 
people, whom you seem to be so anxious to 
help and defend, are not at all looking forward 
to that kind of help and defense. This is not an 
assertion based on anecdotal evidence or per- 
sonal experience. Surveys from both Pulse Asia 
and the Social Weather Stations show this con 
clusively: the great majority of Filipinos don't 
want to be under any form of military 
rule—they are fully aware of the flaws of a 
democracy, but they would rather stick with it, 
thank you. 

In their preference for democracy, Filipinos 
find themselves in good company, as with Win- 
ston Churchill, who almost 60 years ago made 
this statement: “We accept in the fullest sense 
of the word the settled and persistent will of. 
the people. All this idea of a group of supermen 
and super-planners, such as we see before us, 
‘playing the angel, as the French call it, and 
making the masses of the people do what they 
think is good for them, without any check or 
correction, is a violation of democracy. Many 
forms of government have been tried, and will 
be tried in this world of sin and woe. No one 
pretends that democracy is perfect or all-wise. 
Indeed, it has been said that democracy is the 
worst form of government except all those oth- 
er forms that have been tried from time to 
time; but there is the broad feeling in our coun- 
try that the people should rule, continuously 
rule, and that public opinion, expressed by all 
constitutional means, should shape, guide, 
and control the actions of ministers who are 
their servants and not their masters,” 

Secondly, you, pro-coup groups, must try

to get away from the time warp you seem to 
have gotten into. Hello? While you are toy- 
ing actively with the idea of mounting a coup 
that will give you the power you want (in the 
guise of saving the Filipino people, natural- 
Iy), please note that the rest of the whole 
world is moving away from the “culture of 
the coup." 

And, as in the first consideration, the world 
does have a reason for distancing itself from 
coups. An excellent source of information on 
this issue is Benjamin M. Friedman's “The 
Moral Consequences of Economic Growth,” 
which he makes a strong case for economic 
growth creating an environment favorable го 
democracy, tolerance and solidarity (and thus 
should be encouraged worldwide), while stag- 
nation does the reverse. In the course of laying 
ош his case, he brings out a wealth of data that 
should be very instructive to all of us. 

Start with the finding that experience 
around the world shows that poor economic 
performance (e.g. falling per capita incomes) 
provides a fertile environment for coups; the 
study showing that the probability of a coun- 
trys undergoing a coup depends on both the 
level and recent growth of its average income. 
Or, to put it another way, he cites a study show- 
ing that each doubling of per capita income ге- 
duces the probability of a country's experienc- 
ing а successful military coup by 40 percent to 
70 percent (depending on the region of the 
world—in Asia it seems to be 50 percent). 

‘African countries that experienced coups 
saw their per capita incomes decline by 2.6 
percent in the years when the coup occurred, 


while the decline was only 0.8 percent in coun- 
tries undergoing legitimate major changes; the 
rise was by 1.9 percent in years when there 
were no major changes. In Asia, where coups 
are more unusual because incomes rarely fall, 
the average per capita income growth in coup 
countries is one percent, which is far superior 
tothe African situation, but verylow compared 
to the average Asian per capita income 
growth. 

So what's the problem if poor economic per- 
formance goads potential saviors to come out 
of their barracks and take over? Maybe they 
can do better, afterall. 

Unfortunately, that does not seem to have 
been the historical experience. What is more 
likely to happen is that the country gets into a 
"coup trap"—which goes something like this: 
falling incomes invite coups, which generate 
political instability, which in turn generates 
poor economic performance and falling in- 
comes, which invite coups. 

‘Amore graphic (and cynical) analysis—not 
in Friedman—could be that the incoming coup 
leaders, i.e., the new government, might en- 
gage in predation to vanquish their opponents, 
which creates incentives for asset holders to 
support rival groups. These groups must en- 
gage in predation in order to force the incum- 
bent government from power and, later, for 
them to stay in power, then the economy takes. 
the hit. Uneasy lies the head that wrests а 
crown. 

‘The effects of a “coup trap"? Just look at 
Ghana, experienced its first military 
coup in 1966, to overthrow the corrupt Kwame 
Nkrumah. In the next 15 years, it had five suc- 
cessive military governments. Income per capi- 
ta in Ghana has risen by only 0.4 percent per 
year since 1975. Just look at Fiji, whose succes- 
sion of coups has resulted in lower human de- 
velopment vis-à-vis other Pacific nations. So 
much for saving the people. 

But then—could it be that we are already in 
a coup trap, Philippine style? God forbid.

Former Prime Minister Kjell Magne Bondevik of 
Norway, who managed to squeeze in a Manila visit 
for only 17 hours owing to his tight schedule, de- 
scribed CDI as the “third alternative,” the “centrist 
political force” between capitalism and socialism. 
Norway continues to support the Philippines’ ef- 
forts to draw up a peace agreement with dissi- 
dents, and today that country is at the forefront of 
efforts to bring the Sri Lankan government and 
Tamil Tiger rebels to the negotiating table. 
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Оп the other hand, Pakistan's Mushahid Hus- 
sain Sayed, secretary general of Pakistan's Mus- 
lim League, lauded the “hopeful signs” in the 
horizon. Among them, he noted, are the pace 
talks between the Philippine government and the 
Moro Islamic Liberation Front with the help of 
the Organization of Islamic Conference, the “re- 
cent free and democratic elections in Palestine” 
and Turkey's entry into the European Union, 
which shows that the EU is “no longer just a 
Christian club." 

Jose Ma. Aznar's meaty discourse yesterday 
centered on the ODIs efforts in various conti- 
nents to strengthen democratic institutions 
based on ideology and time-honored values, 
such as the “fundamental difference between 
man and woman” and democracy and human 
rights. He also made special mention of CDI's 
efforts to create a beachhead in Africa, “a con- 
tinent we cannot ignore,” and the challenges it 
faces in Latin America, such as against 
regimes with “totalitarian designs.” Aznar, 52, 
noted that, to the despair of terrorists, democ- 
racy is beginning to take root in countries like 
Iraq. But he also warned of problems “in this 

of the world" (Asia), such as the growing 

juence of China ("it must be drawn to our 

system at our own terms”) and the prolifera- 
tion of weapons of mass destruction.

"ACCORDING TO THE CHRONOLOGY OF "WALK 
{тһе Line,” the bio-pic of Johnny Cash starring 
joaquin Phoenix and Reese Witherspoon as 
ash’s wife June Carter, "Folsom Prison Blues" 
"was written during Cash's stint with the Air Force 
in Germany. A key scene shows Cash being audi- 
itioned by legendary record producer Sam Phillips 
з (who is also credited with discovering Elvis) and 
“underwhelming” the producer with their perfor- 
mance of a Gospel classic. “If you were hit by а 
truck and you had just one song to sing,” Phillips 
urges Cash, "what song would it be?" That song 
was "Folsom Prison Blues,” borrowing its title 
rom a prison movie that Cash watched in an Air 
"Force base, but echoing the composer's own feel- 
ings of being caged in by his military superiors. 

Fittingly, the movie opens in Folsom Prison, 
where Cash held a "comeback concert” after 
years of battling addiction to amphetamines and 

-struggling with his own rocky personal life. The 
live recording of that concert, “In Folsom Prison,” 
became Cash's biggest-selling album, and one of 
the best-selling albums of all time, successfully 
reestablishing Cash as an icon of American rock 
and country music. 

Indeed, the flashbacks from that prison con- 
сеп, back to Cash's hard-scrabble childhood in 
Arkansas and up to that point, make up the heart. 
of the film. It is a heart-rending chronicle, one 
filled with drama, pathos and, of course, music.

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"THE EARLY fifties were the height of the 
smooth post-war sound, Doris Day and easy is 
tening,” director James Mangold says. “Musak 
was invented the year John released his first 
singles; even country music of the early fifties 
was highly produced, the edges smoothed for 
greater ‘appeal One ofthe things I wanted the 
music in the film to convey was the startling 
roughness, the good humor, the cockiness, the 
urgency, heat and бте that shook people when 
these boys first played to crowds.” 

‘Among the “boys” joining Cash on the gruel- 
ing road tours they took in the rough back 
country roads were Jerry Lee Lewis, Carl 
Perkins, a young and handsome Elvis Presley, 
as well as June Carter, who hailed from a 
revered country music family and had been а 
performer since she was a child. 

The movie is filled with their songs, genre- 
busting numbers that heralded the birth of 
rock-and-roll, and their antics. The first “rock 
stars” ever, they set models of behavior for 
their disciples who came after, including drug- 
taking and trashing hotel rooms. 

STILL, the heart of the movie, the filmmakers say, 
isthe love story between Johnny and June, which 
develops over a decade of furtive friendship and 

rofessional partnership that slowly and painful- 
ly moves on to romance and marriage. * 

Joaquin Phoenix and Reese Witherspoon truly 
deserve their Golden Globes for the movie, since 
they not so much portray Johnny Cash and June 
Carter as embody them. Looking at archive pictures 
of the singing duo, one is astonished not just by how 
Phoenix and Witherspoon resemble them, but how 


they exude the same attitude of coiled tension on 
Cash's part, and knowing awareness on Carter's. 

It is telling that the movie ends with Carter's 
acceptance of Cash's onstage proposal, even 
though the pair continued to perform together 
for over 35 years. In fact, before his death in 
2003, a few months after his wife's passing, Cash 
recorded “The Essential Johnny Cash" and re- 
ceived a posthumous Grammy for it. By that time, 
inducted into both the Rock-and-Roll Hall of 
Fame and the Country Music Hall of Fame (the 
only one besides Elvis to make it to both pan- 
theons), Johnny Cash had made the transition 
from rock rebel to “The Man in Black,” a symbol 
as much as a model for young musicians 
YOU don't have to be a big Johnny Cash or June 
Carter fan, or even appreciate American country 
music to enjoy “Walk the Line.” Like "Ray" before 
it, which tells the story of Ray Charles, another pi- 

у а). 


Oneering, genre-busting songwritet/performer, 
“Walk the Line” tells the story of one man and his 
times, and how his music reflects both the per- 
‘sonal turmoil raging within, as well as the social 
shifts taking place all around him. 

The film's title is taken from a song, one of 
Cash's classics, that was inspired, so the 
scriptwriter hints, for June at а time of great 
ambivalence about their budding relation- 
ship. It's as romantic as anyone can get:

Germans in the Philippines 


“THE GERMAN CLUB IS SET TO CELEBRATE ITS 

“centennial this February with a grand ball, but 
‘despite a relationship spanning decades and per- 
~haps-even centuries, the fact doesn't impact much 
оп Filipino consciousness. This despite the fact 
that Germany may still occupy third rung in 
„Philippine economic relations and has consistent- 
7ly aided the country with grants since the normal- 
ization of ties in 1954. 

Glancing over the amount of aid received by ће 
Philippines from Germany, one is again struck by 
"the help other countries extend to us. There is the. 

‘government-to-government aid that supported in- 
fer-island shipping, reforestation, erosion control, 
“etc, that makes you wonder why landslides contin- 
die as well as iron and steel projects like the one in 
Tligan, but we know what happened to that one. 
And then there's the German federal government's 
grants to private institutions like Misereor, support 
"from the German Catholic Church which donates 
to projects of the University of San Carlos in Cebu 
ог constructs hospitals like St, Paul's in Leyte and 
Our Lady of Lourdes in Sta. Mesa, Manila, and St. 
John Bosco Technical School in Tarlac. There are 
Foundations like the Friedrich Ebert Foundation 
and the Konrad Adenauer Foundation. And here 
| we are, still the second-to-the-last on the economic 
“ totem poll of Asia. Filipinos being in general not 
reflective enough, we are not about to ask why. 

But going back to the German Club's centenni- 
al, it isn't particularly well known that among 
"Ferdinand Magellan's crew were three Germans, 
“the first to ever set foot on Philippine soil: Hans 
"Varque on the Concepcion, Jorge Aleman (trans- 
slates as George the German), and a certain Hans 
identified simply as “a German" on the Victoria. 
Only Varque survived, becoming perhaps the first 
‘German to circumnavigate the globe. 

"The first 200 years of Spanish rule saw the entry 
of any number of German religious, including the 
Jesuit Georg Josef Kamel, famous for having the 
Hower Camilla named after him. By the 19th cen- 
tury, there were all sorts of scientists like Johannes 


SENSE AND 
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‘Andreas Zobel who established Botica Zobel on 
Calle Real in Intramuros in 1834 and whose de- 
scendants are still around mostly in Makati. Dr. E 
Blumentrit, Rizal's friend, probably wrote more 
scientific books (numbering 33) on the country in 
both German and Spanish than many local scien- 
tists, including a mythological dictionary and a list 
of native tribes and their spoken language. 

For those who are on to historical trivia, the 
now vanished landmark Pines Hotel in Baguio 
(replaced by an SM mall, what else?) was first 
built by a German linguist, Oto Scheerer. Not 
surprisingly, its architecture was reminiscent of 
Bavaria and Switzerland. Scheerer is known for 
having legally created the Mountain Province, 
written a book on the Nabaloi dialect and another 
on the cultural similarities between the natives of 
Northern Luzon and the aborigines of Formosa. 
Together with TH. Pardo de Tavera, һе estab, 
lished the Department of Oriental Languages at 
the University of the Philippines and has а re- 
search institute їп linguistics named after him. 

"The first decade of the 20th century saw the 
entry of the Belgian sisters who established St. 
Scholastica’s College, whose music department 
antedates the UP Conservatory of Music, the Soci- 
ery of the Divine Word missionaries (SVD) and 
the nuns of the Holy Ghost, now known as the 
Holy Spirit, although the old name seems much 
more picturesque. 

In 1906, the Deutsdier Club was established at 
209 Gen. Solano St. in Manila to service the grow- 
ing German community. Prom then on, it main- 


tained a rather peripatetic existence. With mem- 
bership expanding, a new clubhouse was con- 
structed in 1911 at 191 San Marcelino. Unfortu- 
nately, in 1917 with the entry of the United States 
into World War I, the club was closed, the property 
confiscated and sold. Many Germans were deport- 
ed, others interned and German firms and proper- 
ty taken over by the Alien Property Custodian. 

By 1921, there were again enough Germans in 
Manila to warrant reopening of the club, this time 
at 1067 Arlegui in Quiapo. Two years late, it was 
transferred to 1032 Isaac Peral, a more spacious 
and comfortable building. Finally, in 1924 con- 
struction of a new club house began, with the 
purchase of a 4,000 sq. m. lot on San Luis Street, 
а stone's throw from Casino Español. This was to 
bethe most шей ofits properties the scene of 
опе of the three massacres that occurred in the 
Malate/Ermita area during the liberation of 
Manila. The other two were at De la Salle and the 
Rizal Memorial Stadium. 

‘Since Germany was an ally of Japan, many 
civilians took refuge in the club, believing it safe 
from the Japanese. On Feb. 10, 1945, it is be- 
lieved 2,000 civilians were at the premises. Gaso- 
line was poured by Japanese Marines into the 
basement of the club that had been converted in- 
to an air-raid shelter. Those who tried to escape 
were shot. Only five people survived the mas- 
sacre. The location of the club on San Luis has 
since remained empty. 

‘The club resumed operations in 1954, and for 
the next 25 years continued its nomadic existence. 
From the upper floor of Heinz Woelke's New Eu- 
rope restaurant on Isaac Peral (now UN Avenue), 
to the Elk’s Club on Roxas Boulevard, to Summit 
Restaurant on Mabini, to Patio Flamenco again оп 
Roxas Boulevard, then to the third floor of the New 
‘Swiss Inn near the Paco Cemetery in 1969. 

n 1979, the club bought space at Eurovilla in. 
Makati, its present location, where members are 
probably hoping that they may have finally found 
amore permanent home. 


What's the language of 
our students' dreams? 


LAM FROM BICOL AND THE product of a bilingual educ 
tion. However, I would like to believe that I came out of it un- 
scathed, without a “linguistic identity crisis.” At 28, 1 know 
that my mind, heart and "tongue" are in their right place: 

This is probably because I was born to a family of vor 
cious readers who exposed me to a wide array of literature, 
from Bicolano songs and folklore to Filipino show-biz rags 
and Shakespeare. 1 
never wanted for 
books while 1 was 
growing up in Iriga. 
Reading made it pos- 
sible for me to ac- 
quire an affinity for 
language and revel 
in the beauty, 
rhythms and nu- 
ances of words. 

However, neither 
my family nor my 
teachers taught me 
to think that one language was better than another. I grew up 
believing that each language has its own genius and 1 am 
proud that I сап speak, understand, read and write in Iri 
айо, Bicolano, Filipino and English, with equal proficiency. 
So it bothers me that some lawmakers (who are presumably 
‘more linguistically schizophrenic than Тат) are pushing for 
English to be the sole medium of instruction in our schools. 

It is not hard to see why they are doing this, considering 
how much the call-center business has expanded and the 
royo administration's intention to turn every single Filipino 
graduate into exportable labor. It is unfortunate that legisla- 
tion is being being used to make Filipinos fit into the global 
economy. 

The proponents of this bill cite the dismal performance of 
ош students in recent national standardized tests and inter- 
national education surveys to show how our English profi- 
ciency has sunk. But have they asked why millions of our ele- 
mentary and high school students are performing poorly in 
standardized tests written in English? Is it really a question. 
of what they know or is it because they have difficulties with 
the language in which the questions are written? Perhaps the 
reason many of our students are not doing well in standard- 
ized tests in English is their lack of skills in that language and 
not а lack of education. We should be more alarmed if such 
tests are couched in Filipino and they still do not make the 
mark. 

And perhaps our students’ proficiency in English has de- 
lined not because of the incompetence of their teachers or 
the lack of encouragement to learn it in their homes, The real 
reason for this downtrend could be that our students do not 
have a sense of ownership of the language. English is not the 
language they speak at home, in the street, at work or with 
friends, and so they fail to see that they have as much right to 
it as any other student somewhere in the world and that it is 
theirs for the taking. English remains irrelevant to their lives, 
and forcing them to lear it will not make them do so until 
they themselves decide that they need it and they want to 
leam itso they can use it for their own reasons and purposes. 

Before they dictate the language of our schools, our law- 
makers should first consider the realities of our students lives. 
and not merely accept as fact the views of certain sectors that 
English is good and we must master it or the world wauld 
leave us behind. Language planning must be ultimately for 
empowerment. Paolo Freire says educational empowerment 
for students comes when, aided by schools, their own con- 
sciousness comes into fruition enabling them to negotiate 
their learning, collaborate with their educators, and engage in 
critical thinking to transform the realities of their lives. 

English as а medium of instruction, like any other lan- 
guage used in the Philippines, possesses this liberating po- 
tential. And this potential can be unlocked if the govern- 
ment, business and other interest groups overhaul their 
mindset that looks at English merely as a source of economic 
power. Instead, English should be looked at as language of 
empowerment that will facilitate an awakening among our 
students when they use it to look critically at their place in 
the greater political, economic and social order, Then they 
сап choose whether to use and own the language or not. The 
linguist Н.б. Widdowson once said: “You are proficient in а 
language to the extent that you possess it, make it your own, 
bend it to your will, assert yourself through it rather than 
simply submit to the dictates of its form.” 

Before submitting to the dictates of capitalis interests, our 
lawmakers should first guarantee that education remains a 
“social contract” and promote not one language over another 
but social justice above all. The celebrated American multicul- 
tural educator, Sonia Nieto, reminds everyone that education 
тїшї give every student an equal chance to dream, This can be 
done by ensuring that the teaching and learning processes 
and the language in which they happen actually promote 
equality through wider access to schooling, providing genuine 
access to knowledge, celebrating diversity and individualism 
and protecting personal freedoms. The medium of instruction 
must in the end aid our students in the process of becoming 
persons, not just disposable human capital. 

A comprehensive language policy in the Philip, ез must 
embrace the truth that more than 100 languages are spoken 
in millions of Filipino homes. Educational practices and poli- 
cies that accommodate this reality may work better for our 
students if we affirm the strengths and not the "deficiencies" 
our students bring from their home languages to their 
schools. Literacy learning has been proven to be easiest 
when instruction in the student's mother tongue is provided 
first, especially during the first three grades with option to 
continue for two more grade levels if necessary. 

Such a highly individualized bilingual program will neces- 
sitate heavy funding from the government, What is needed 
then to respond correctly to our students’ language needs is a 
national budget that is more biased toward education and 
not a law that has the potential to rob our students, parents 
and communities of the right to learn in the language of their 
choice by prescribing one language as the source of knowl- 
edge. 

When it comes to educational policies and practices, the 
government, educational institutions and political leaders 
must listen to the students. In deciding the medium of in- 
struction in our schools, lawmakers should make sure that 
our students’ voices are heard. These voices must speak not 
only for urban Filipinos but also those in the regions and ru- 
ral indigenous groups. Parents and educators should be con- 
sulted, too. And their views must be incorporated into the 
decision-making process. 

Before we decide what language of instruction will work best 
in the Philippines, perhaps we should ask the question: What is 
the language of the Filipino student’ dream? From the answer 
to that question, the government, schools and communities can 
‘work to create genuine opportunities for our students to dream. 
by using the language in which they dream.

Dead dugong found near Rapu-Rapu mine site

APREGNANT DUGONG WAS FOUND DEAD IN 
Rapu-Rapu, Albay Wednesday, raising specula- 
tions that the endangered marine mammal 
could have died due to the contamination of the 
waters off the island, site of two recent mine 
spills from an Australian mining operation. 

‘The dugong, measuring about seven feet 
and weighing around 100 kilograms, was 
found by fishermen and brought to Sitio 
Gogon in Barangay Poblacion, one of the 
three barangays of the mining site of the Aus- 
tralian Lafayette Mining Inc. (LMI). 

Lawyer Julito Sarmiento, corporate secre- 
tary and director of LMI, said the dugong 
could have died from body injuries from a still 
unknown source. 

Sarmiento said there were indications it 
маз bludgeoned. 

Tn a statement, the LMI said it was unlikely 
that the dugong was caught off Rapu-Rapu be- 
cause the island is not known to have dugongs. 

"The mine spill in Rapu-Rapu last October 
could not have been the cause of the dugong’s 
death—assuming without granting the 
dugong lived around the island—because if 
that were the case, smaller fish would have 
died too,” it said. 

Fr Felino Bugauisan, assistant parish priest 
and spokesperson of the Rapu-Rapu-based Sagip 
Isla, said residents found the dead dugong be- 
tween 5 and 6 a.m. on Wednesday, causing com- 
‘mation in the normally sleepy town. 

“This is the first time we found a dead 
dugong on our island," Bugauisan said in a 
phone interview. 

‘The Department of Environment and Natural 
Resources said initial repons revealed that the 
dugong was caught by a fisherman and brought 
to the island, but it was not clear whether the 
dugong was captured dead or alive. 

Lafayette's P1.4-billion project caused two 
mine spills in Rapu-Rapu in October last year, 
spilling cyanide into nearby crecks that go out 
to the Pacific Ocean, a migratory path of ma- 
rine mammals and other cetaceans. 

The dugong, sometimes known as a sea cow, 
isan endangered mammal in the Philippines. 

‘The Protected Areas and Wildlife Bureau 
said it would send a team of veterinarians to 
conduct an autopsy of the dugong to deter- 
mine the cause of its death, but Bugauisan 
said the dugong was buried Thursday. 

He brought samples of the dugong's blood, 
flesh and intestine to the Ateneo de Manila 
University yesterday for tests. 

The dugong's fetus was taken by Dave Du- 
тап, a councilor from Sorsogon involved in

possible study.

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Why Cebu City is a big Chinatown

$ THE CHINESE LUNAR NEW YEAR WAXES 
more fully, Cebu City begins to sway to the 
rhythm of the Lion Dance. 

But a visitor will wonder where 
its Chinatown is. Searching the 
surface, he will not find one, frus- 
trating even the most perceptive 
traveler who sees all signs of Chi- 
nese presence yet finds no heart of- 
a Chinatown. 

Cebu, in truth, has had two Chi- 
natowns. This is history, for the di- 
rect trade between southern Chi- 
nese ports and the island of Cebu 
existed since at least a century be- 
fore the Spanish conquista. 

Tr was the increased opportuni- 
ties on the island's trade and com- 
merce that brought Chinese set- 
ters to its shores, especially at the 
onset ofthe Galleon Trade in which 
Cebu was involved from 1594 to 
1604. The Galleon Trade fully real- 
ized the Chinaman’s role as a mid- 
dleman, a role whose potential for 
profit proved irresistible. 


nese enclave well into the 20th 
century But many times, their ex- 
pulsion from the Philippines was 
ordered. 

Chinese complicity in the British 
Occupation of Manila (1762-64) 
‘made matters worse. The retaking 
of Manila by the Spaniards led to а 
longdrawn Chinese diaspora. Its 
aftermath, culture — historian 
Michael Cullinane observes of late 
18th-century Cebu, resulted in the 
Parian becoming an almost exclu- 
sively Chinese mestizo community, 
nearly devoid of Chinese.” 

"The Chinese mestizos soon lost 
fluency of Chinese, а fact some his- 
torians blame on the acculturation 
by their non-Chinese mothers. At 
the end of Spanish rule, they were 
а "hispanized" group, cultural hy- 
brids that denied and repressed 
their Chinese legacy. 

By legal fiction, Spanish law rec- 
ognized them as distinct from the 
Chinese and they were accorded 
unique rights and privileges within 
the context of colonial bureaucra- 
cy. What “Chinese-ness” they might 
have lost did not, however, include 
the fair for commerce. 

n the 19th century, they were 
clearly the most dominant force so- 
ally and economically, and their 
activities spread throughout the 
province and the region. 

‘The Parian produced Cebu's first 
identifiable elite, according to Cul- 
linane. These were the elite whose 
names still resound today: Osme- 
fia, Velez, Cui and Veloso, among 
others. 

When former Cebu governor 
Emilio “Lito” Osmeña said that 
“the whole of Cebu is a China- 
town" and that “there is no family 
in Cebu who does not have Chi- 
тезе blood,” he might well mean 
those ofthe Old Parian. 


The Lutaos 

The opening of the Cebu port to 
international trade in 1860 has- 
tened the economic growth of the 
city. Foreigners came in increasing 
numbers, attracted by the prospect 
of brisk business. Foremost among 
them were the Chinese, but unlike 
the old days, they were no longer 
confined to the Parian for the mes- 
tizos held sway there by that time. 


TheParian 

The early Chinamen were called 
“sangleyes” by the Spaniards. Com- 
posed of 200 traders and artisans, 
they were herded to their own 
ghetto as Cebu ("a Ciudad de 
Santissimo Nombre de Jesus") 
took more solid shape as a Spanish. 
city in 1594. 

The ghetto was called the “Pari- 
an” and built just outside the Span- 
ish ciudad like the one of Manila 

By 1596, the citizens of Parian, 
led by their principales, were bap- 
tized as Catholics, thus creating the 
Chino cristianos. By virtue of their 
new faith, they were more free 
than the “infidel” (unconverted 
Chinese) and could marry the па-

n 1900, the American colonists 
drew plans to improve its port. By 
1917, Cebu surpassed its long-time 
rival Iloilo as premier city of the 
South. 

As the city grew, its Chinese pop- 
ulation also burgeoned, spilling- 
over beyond the port area and en- 
croaching into traditionally non- 
Chinese neighborhoods. They 
were to be found in all the major 
markets from Taboan to T. Padilla, 
or in tannery operations in the bar- 
rio of Mabolo.

THE POLICE ARRESTED TWO 
scions of wealthy families caught 
allegedly selling hundreds of “ec- 
stasy” tablets during an entrap- 
ment operation in Pasig City 
‘Thursday afternoon. 

Seized from the pair were 
some 400 “ecstasy” tablets, val- 


чей at P750 each, from Francis 
Morales Braza, 20, of BF Homes, 
Mariposa Village, Parafaque 
City; and Marco Alberto Jacinto 
de la Rama, 24, of Valle Verde Il, 
Pasig City. 

"Ecstasy" also known as “fly- 
ing saucer,” “love doves,” and 
“artist drug,” is a synthetic am- 
phetamine mostly used by people 


aged between 20 and 40 and dis- 
tributed in high-end bars, disco 
pubs and posh condominiums. 
The drug is believed to be illegal- 
ly brought in from the United 
States, Canada, Australia and Eu- 
rope. 

Thursday's haul was one of the 
biggest “ecstasy” seizures in re- 
cent years, according to Director 


Marcelo Ele, chief of the Anti-Ille- 
gal Drugs Special Operations 
"Task Force. The first to be arrest- 
ed was Braza, who allegedly sold 
300 tablets to a policeman posing 
as a buyer at the Champagne Edi- 
tion Condominium on St. Jose 
Maria Escriva Drive in Pasig City. 
De la Rama was caught nearby, 
police official added. 


Ele said De la Rama was “the 
person who supplied” Braza the 
tablets. The suspect tried to es- 
cape but was subdued by task 
force agents, the police said, 
adding that the Mitsubishi Pajero 
De la Rama allegedly used yield- 
ed 100 ecstasy tablets. 

‘The police believe the suspects 
belong to a well-inanced drugs 


syndicate in Metro Manila. At 
least three other alleged mem- + 
bers of the drug ring had been 
identified, but authorities refused. 
to reveal their names, 

Ele said the members belong to 
“affluent” families in exclusive 
subdivisions of the metro. A Euro- 
pean national was believed to be 
the source of the drugs, he said.

MELBOURNE, _ AUSTRALIA—TOP- 
seeded Roger Federer advanced to 
the Australian Open final with a 6-3, 
5-7, 6-0, 6-2 victory Friday over No. 
21 Nicolas Kiefer. 

Federer was sharp—and occasionally 
briliant—in beating Kiefer for the sev- 
nth consecutive time. The Swiss star 
now will face heavy underdog Marcos 
Baghdatis on Sunday as he seeks his 
seventh Grand Slam tite. 

Serving notice early that Kiefer 
would get no easy points, Federer broke 
for the only time he needed in the first 
set to go up, 3-1, at one point sprinting 
їп from the baseline for a drop shot and 
flicking a backhand around the net post 
and down the line for a clean winner.

ONE OF THE MANY ENCOURAGING OFF- 
shoots of the 2005 Cinemalaya filmfest is the 
boost it’s given to the careers of some new or 
“overlooked” actors. 

For instance, grand prize winner, “Pepot 
Artista,” discovered gifted child actor Elijah 
Castillo, who was cast by Doy del Mundo їп 
the movie's plum title role. 

"Ang Pagdadalaga ni Maximo Oliveros” 
similarly had a major young discovery in its 
own title-role player, Nathan Lopez. 


Honest cop 

In addition, it cast the talented but seldom 
used actor, JR Valentin in the key role of the. 
honest сор whom Maximo adores. 

“Room Boy” fielded the exciting team-up of 
Meryl Soriano and Polo Ravales as its two main 
Jeads. Both Meryl and Polo have been around 
for years, but the unconventional and challeng- 
ing roles they were given enabled them to make 
a stronger impact than they ever had before. 

And, in "Big Time,” which is currently 
showing in some mainstream theaters, we're 
treated to the exceptional performances 
turned in by the gifted likes of Jamie Wilson, 
Winston Elizalde and Joanne Miller. 

Quite a number of the Cinemalaya films 
have been so successful that other producers 
have tapped some of their actors for follow-up 
projects. This has enriched the local movie in- 
dustry' acting pool, which has tended to be 
shallow and predictable. 


Challenging characters 

Its important to note, however, that a key 
reason why the Cinemalaya actors did so well 
was the fact that they were given complex situa- 
tions and challenging characters to work on. 

‘They may have come through in the alter- 
native festival's movies, but if the mainstream. 
industry gives them the usual undemanding 
and predictable roles, they can't really do 
much with them. 

So, the boost they've gotten from their Cin- 
'emalaya exposure could be for naught. —Un- 
less they act in other digital features, or in the 
new batch of 10 movies being lined up for 
Cinemalaya 2006. 

‘The new or “remembered” finds should al- 
so shore up their advantage by acting on- 
stage. Like Cinemalaya, some theater produc- 
tions are innovative, daring and complex, and. 
assign lead roles to non-stars. 

In stage plays, Cinemalaya's discoveries 
can further hone their thespic skills, as the 
likes of Jamie Wilson and Elijah Castillo have 
been doing, without compromising them in 
the generally undemanding parts that main 
stream movies and TV have to offer. 


New breed 

Iwould also be great if film and theater buffs 
would go out of their way to patronize produc- 
tions that feature Cinemalaya's new breed of ac- 
tors, and thus help make them popular. 

"This would in tum encourage ga-ga fans to 
adopt new and higher standards for stellar per- 
formances, and thus help raise the level of film 
appreciation in our neck of the cinematic woods.

These targets did not take into 
account the additional revenues from the 
VAT Reform Law because of the uncer- 
tainty ofits implementation last year. 


‘The VAT Reform Law was delayed for 


four months because of petitions by 
critics before the Supreme Court. It was 
estimated to have generated about P4 
billion in additional revenues between 
November and December last year. 

The BIR and the Customs have 
blamed loopholes in the old VAT law for 
their failure to hit their VAT collection 
goals. 

The BIR's VAT collection, however, 
was higher than the 2004 figure of 
P80.22 billion.

Shell leads consortium in oil search off Palawan

THE OPERATOR OF THE MULTIBIL- 
on-dollar Malampaya natural gas 
project has teamed up with the gov- 
ernment and two private firms to look 
for oil and gas in an area near its cur- 
rent production field. 

їп a joint satement, Shell Philip- 
pines Exploration BV said it signed 
with the Department of Energy, 
Kuwait Foreign Petroleum Exploration 
Co. (Philippines), and South China 
Resources Inc. а deal on Service Con- 
tract No. 60, which covers a "relatively 
unexplored” area of 1.01 million 
hectares offshore north of Palawan. 


Interest in SC 60 is distributed as 
follows: Spex, 55 percent; Kufpec 
Philippines, 30 percent, and SCR, 15 
percent. 

Kufpec is a subsidiary of state- 
owned Kuwait Petroleum Corp. while 
SCR is a local firm listed on the Philip- 
pine Stock Exchange and involved 
mainly in oil exploration. 

An SC isa license issued by the en- 
ergy department allowing explorers 
and developers to scour oil and gas 
prospects within the country and con- 
tinue to the production stage in case 
petroleum reserves were found. 

‘The partners said the SC 60 pro- 
ject, which used to be covered by 


Geophysical Survey and Exploration 
Contract No. 99, involves “one of the 
promising sites” for petroleum explo- 
ration identified by the Philippine 
Petroleum Resource Assessment Pro- 
ject Study. 

The study, conducted by the Nor- 
wegian Agency for Development Co- 
operation (Norad) and the DOE, pro- 
vided updated data on the petroleum 
basins in the country and identified 
the level of prospectivity of each 
area. 

Under SC 60, the consortium com- 
mitted to spend at least $24 million or 
about P1.27 billion during the seven- 
year exploration period.

INVESTMENT FIRM PRIMEBRIDGE 
Holdings Inc. of retail magnate Henry 
Sy has listed 9.1 million global shares 
of its banking affiliate Banco de Oro 
Universal Bank on the London Stock 
Exchange (LSE) on Thursday, the 
company yesterday said in its disclo- 
зше. 

Primebridge is a subsidiary of Sy's 
flagship company SM Investments 
Corp. (SMIC). 

The Global Depositary Receipts 
(GDRs)—a form of fund-raising in- 
strument traded on the overseas mar- 
ket—represent shares of Banco de 
Oro Universal Bank and are equiva- 
ent to 16.8 percent of the bank's total 
outstanding shares. 

Banco de Огоз GDRs are said to be 
the only Philippine issue listed on the 
London bourse. Sources said the GDR 
fetched a price of $13.70 apiece 
when it was listed on Thursday. The 
price was higher than its initial offer 
of $12.70. 

The GDR offer attracted strong in 
terest from international investors, 
with 41 percent of demand coming 
from the United States, 32 percent

from investors in Europe, and the rest 
coming from Asia. 

The funds to be raised from the 
GDR offer will be set aside for BDO's 
expansion and future acquisitions. 

Priced at $12.70 on Jan. 19, the 
GDRs have since increased in price by 
approximately 4 percent. 

“The success of this GDR offering 
reaffirms international investors 


confidence in the BDO team, and the 
strategy that they are undertaking,” 
said Jose Sio, SMIC chief finance offi- 
cer, 

Primebridge, which has a 22-per- 
cent stake in BDO, raised $100 mil- 
lion from the sale of the GDRs to for- 
eign investors. Each GDR represents 
20 shares of Banco de Oro. 

The deal was managed by Mac- 
quarie Bank Limited. 

‘The SM Group's move to raise more 
than P6.1 billion from foreign investors 
is in preparation for its controversial 
acquisition of Equitable PCI Bank, ac- 
cording to Inquirer sources. 

Banco de Oro president Nestor Tan 
had said that the funds would be used 
to boost the group's holdings in the 
country's third largest bank. ` 

“[The] proceeds [from the sale of 
global depositary receipts] will be 
used for various SM Investment pr- 
jects, including the purchase of more 
EPCIB shares, should it become avail 
able,” Tan said. 

‘Tan's statement may be an indicà- 
tion that the SM Group is preparing 
for an aggressive merger battle with 
existing shareholders of EPCIB arid 
other potential buyers of the bank.

T EVERAL OF THE 
Ld world’s dominant reli-

came from has also intrigued Dr. Spencer 
Wells, an American geneticist and a Na- 
Stional Geographic Society explorer-in- 
residence. 
* He said new DNA studies suggest that 
Тай humans descended from a single 
african ancestor who lived some 60,000 
years ago and he expects a definitive an- 
Sewer to the question by 2010. 

Last May, Wells was put in charge of 
‘the $40-million Genographic Project, а 
Т privately funded five-year collaborative 
‘effort of the National Geographic Soci- 
егу, IBM and the Waitt Family Founda- 

tion. It aims to collect 100,000 gene sam- 
“ples from indigenous people as well as 
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Geneticist searches for ‘Adan 
P= 


from the public around the world in the 
hope that they would reveal some sort of 
pattern that could trace humanity's lin- 
eage back to Adam. 

The team primarily employs the Y- 
chromosome (the male sex chromo- 
some), which Wells likens to a family 
name since itis passed down from father 
toson. 

In a phone patch interview, Wells said. 
they already know which markers on the 
Y-chromosome to focus on. 

“By getting samples of the Ychromo- 
some, we will be following DNA trails 
that go into the past,” he said. 


Unchanged through generations 

The Y-chromosome, which only males 
possess, is passed from father to son 
without recombining with the female 
parens chromosome. The Ychromo. 
some, explained Wells, remains basically 
unchanged through generations, except 
for random mutations. 

Random mutations in DNA, which 
happen naturally and are usually harm- 
less, are called markers that geneticists 
can use to go back in time and trace to 


the point at which it first occurred. 

This way, Wells’ team is able to deter- 
mine when and where a new lineage be- 
gan. 


Collection centers 

A total of 10 DNA collection centers 
around the world will obtain samples 
from indigenous peoples. Wells said the 
genetic markers in the blood of these 
groups have remained relatively un- 
changed for generations. 

For the public, there will be kits for 
sale (at $99), which contain cheek swabs 
that will be used to scrape the inside of 
the mouth for a DNA sample. The swabs 
are then mailed to a central laboratory 
for analysis 

After four to six weeks, the results of 
the analysis—accessible only to the par- 
ticipant—will appear on the website 
www.nationalgeographic.com/geno- 
graphic behind a password provided in 
the kit. 

Wells said the genetic tests his team 
would perform on the specimens have 
been designed to research early human 
origins and movements and will not be. 
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used for any other purpose. Proceeds 
from the sale of the kits will be chan- 
neled back into the project to support ad- 
ditional research and to fund education- 
al and cultural preservation efforts bene-

1. Know important dates and 
numbers, Memorize or write on 
a notepad the following infor- 
mation: age of gestation, ex-

emergency. 

2. Know your medical history. 
Include in your notepad salient 
points of your medical history, 
including allergies to food or

Cheryl G. Pavericio, who teach- 
es first-year and elective fourth- 
year math at Marcial O. Anola 
Memorial School in Albay, talks 
about the importance of concrete 
examples:

‘due to the lingering political tension and exter- 
nal factors like the erratic crude oil prices, ac- 
cording to economist Bernardo Villegas. 

Still, Villegas said he believed that the peso 
would average at about 54 to $1 this year as fam- 
ilies of overseas Filipino workers unload their 
dollars once the exchange rate depreciates. 

"The OFWs who hold on to their dollars be- 
cause they do not want to exchange at P52 
will also prevent the peso from hitting 56," 
said the senior vice president of the University 
of Asia and the Pacific in a speech Thursday 
before members of the Makati Business Club. 

The peso yesterday closed at P52.385 from 
P52.44 on Thursday. 

Villegas estimated that of the more than 
$11 billion that Filipinos abroad sent last 
year, about 30 percent were still being kept by 
their families here, waiting for a more “favor- 
able” exchange rate. 

The UA&P economist, who is also а mem- 
ber of the MBC board of trustees, said that 
whatever happens on the political front this 
year, the economy would still manage to grow 
by about 5 percent, or slightly higher than the 


estimated 4.7-percent expansion in 2005. 

The growth, he said, would come from in- 
creased spending of the private sector and the 
government as well as improvements in the 
agriculture sector due to a more favorable 
weather. 

Among the high-growth industries this 
year are manpower exports, tourism, busi- 
mess process outsourcing, electronics and 
semiconductors, high-value furniture as well 
as garments and fashion good, food and 
agribusiness, wellness and beauty services, 
retirement villages, mining and education. 

Villegas said the engines of consumption 
were growing and could fuel some growth in 
the econorhy despite the political upheavals. 

“Whatever happens in politics will have an 
impact on the long term. But for this year, itis 
not going to affect us much," Villegas said. 

Tn fact, he said inflation should drop to 
about 6 percent this year from 7.6 percent in 
2005. World oil prices will eventually stabi- 
lize at a range of $55-$60 a barrel 

Villegas said the benchmark treasury bill 
rate should average at about 5.7 percent in 
2006 against 6.2 percent last year. But he said 
һе was concerned that the Philippines could 
never achieve its full economic potential un- 
less there was political stability.

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Green architecture and postdisaster reconstruction 


NATURAL HAZARDS SUCH AS EARTH- 
quakes, floods, landslides and even vol- 
canic eruptions have one thing in com- 
mon. They cause significant damage to 
society in terms of loss of life and proper- 
ty, not to mention environmental losses. 
The recent tsunami in the Indian Ocean, 
the earthquake in Indonesia and the hur- 
ricane in New Orleans are but a few ex- 
amples that attest to this fact. 

The devastation brought about by these 
natural hazards has caused extensive re- 
construction. Understanding the nature 
and extent posed by a disaster is vital in 
determining the kind of inputs needed for 
the postdisaster reconstruction. 

What is postdisaster reconstruction? 

It is a form of development that aims to 
raise the standard of living higher than 
what existed before the disaster. This in- 
volves not only building shelters but also 
restoring the social, cultural and economic 
structures to ensure the sustainability of 
the community. 


Relief mentality 

In many calamity sites worldwide, some 
organizations and government agencies 
involved in reconstruction have developed 
"what is called the “relief mentality" In 
their desire to uplift the conditions in the 
affected area they rush reconstruction ef- 
forts while completely disregarding the 
sentiments and needs of the affected pop- 
ulace. 

They build rows and rows of identical 
houses with designs that have little to do 
with the way people lived before the disas- 
ter. Instead of pedestrian-scaled walkways 
and courtyards, endless walkways are 
built. Materials from distant places are 
used and none of the local craftsmen are 
employed or consulted to build the shel- 
ters. In some cases the materials are too 
expensive to build without subsidy or fi- 
nancial assistance. 

‘Another problem is the massive reloca- 
tion of the inhabitants affected. So-called 
“experts” declare that the area is not safe 
for habitation. They also declare that the

inhabitants should live far from the disas- 
ter area. 

n other cases, temporary shelters are 
badly and hastily built to provide immedi- 
ate relief to the inhabitants, This means 
cheap structures made of inferior building 
materials that do not last very long or are 
difficult and expensive to maintain. Even- 
tually the shelters fall apart and the quality 
of life in the area breaks down. Finally, the 
people abandon their newly built houses, 
which cost so much just to return to their 
old damaged ones. 

This concept of temporary shelters is 
now being rejected by some sectors since 
they notice that "temporary" shelters have. 
a way of becoming permanent structures. 

‘To avoid many of these problems, re-

cent events have brought about the devel- 
opment of green and sustainable guide- 
lines for a successful postdisaster recon- 
struction. Some of these are the following: 

* Local expertise. Before using import- 
ed skills and materials, effort must be 
made to check the availability of locally 
available expertise and building material 
within the community. This will ensure 
that an indigenous and therefore a familiar 
form of architecture will be built. This will 
also reinforce the technical capability of 
the local workers for reconstruction, 

* Community involvement. There 
should be a system that will allow the in- 
habitants to get involved in shaping their 
community based on their needs with the 
assistance of technical and material sup- 
port. This сап be done through a recon- 
struction committee at the village level. It 
has been shown that taking the people's 
needs into consideration and getting them 
involved in the process have brought 
about successful reconstruction. 

* Uniform policies. By establishing 
uniform policies and standards, an equi- 
table distribution of financial and material 
resources should be provided for all the in- 
habitants regardless of their social, reli- 
gious and political inclinations. This can 
reduce possible conflicts on one hand and 
encourage more cooperation for the good 
of the reconstruction efforts, on the other 
hand. 

* Relocation. Many reconstruction pro- 
jects require massive relocation of entire 
villages. This system seldom works. Mas- 
sive relocation has often meant dislocation 
and disorientation by many of the affected 
population. What is preferred instead is se- 
lective relocation of parts of the communi- 
ty away from danger zones but remaining 
in the same general area. If relocation is 
found to be really necessary, it is important 
that the affected population be consulted 
and provided with feasible resettlement 
choices. 


Design, construction practices 
‘The development phase of the recon-

struction provides the perfect opportunity 
to assess and study how modifications can 
be made on existing designs of buildings, 
especially of homes, so that they are earth- 
quake-resistant or typhoon-resistant, eco- 
nomical and culturally adapted to the lo- 
cality The study can also include availabil- 
ity of local materials and craftsmen and 
workers who could be involved in the re- 
construction. 

For earthquake-prone areas, concrete 
dwellings should have solid foundations, 
strong walls connected to each other and 
lightweight roofing materials. Cylindrical- 
ly shaped dwellings are also strong struc- 
tures against earthquakes. 

= Linkages. It is also during this phase 
that important linkages are established 
that can help in the reconstruction efforts, 
whether they are government agencies, or 
mongovemment organization (NGO) 
groups. 

= Transition period. The normal urge 
to rush and bring instant relief has brought 
about costly mistakes in the past. What is 
importants for people to settle into homes 
that are secure and resistant to future dis- 
asters.

What they really need 

А very significant finding regarding the 
needs of the affected population is that 
they do not need houses as much as the 
restoration of the economic infrastructure. 
They are more concemed with restoring 
their source of livelihood rather than assis- 
tance in the construction of new houses. 
Once they are economically strong they 
can be more active participants in the re- 
construction process. 

"The ongoing reconstruction efforts in 
New Orleans after Hurricane Katrina (with 
property damage estimated at $75 billion) 
provide a most challenging undertaking 
even for a country as rich and powerful as 
‘America. The planning process has already 
begun and with its vast resources, America 
will transform New Orleans into a better 
place to live and work. 

How well can we cope with a similar 
disaster? Perhaps this is a good time for 
ош country to develop an efficient and up- 
dated disaster-preparedness plan. After all 
weare visited yearly by more than a dozen 
typhoons.

Boxing history, 
as illustrated by 


THE EUPHORIA OVER MANNY PACQUIAO'S 
sensational victory over Mexican Erik Morales 
has spawned renewed interest in the sport of 
boxing. Here, from Wikipedia, the Free Encyclo- 
pedia on the Internet, isa crash course on boxing 
history, spiced up with some images from the 
classic rivalry between the two boxing greats. 

Boxing, nicknamed the “sweet science” and “the 
sport of kings" is also called pugilism or prizefghting, 
isa sport where two participants of similar weight at- 
tack each other with their fists in а series of two to 
three-minute intervals called "rounds". In both ama- 
teur and professional divisions, the combatants 
(called boxers or fighters) avoid their opponents 
punches whilst tying to land punches of their own. 
Points are awarded for clean, solid blows to the legal 
area on the front of the opponents body above the 
waistline, with hits to the head and torso especially 
valuable. The fighter with the most points after the 
scheduled number of rounds is dectared the winner. 
Victory may also be achieved if the opponent is 
knocked down and unable get up before the referee 
counts to ten (a knockout, or KO) or ifthe opponent is 
deemed too injured to continue (a Technical Knock- 
out, or TKO).

Keeping their fingers free. fighters then 
Teather straps (cad himamtes) on their hands, 
wrists, and sometimes lower arms, o protect them 
from injury. 

їп Ancient Rome, fighters were usually criminals 

and slaves, They hoped to become champions and 
gain their freedom. However, free men also fought. 
Eventually, fist fighting became so popular that ever 
aristocrats started fighting, bu that was banned by 
the ruler Augustus In 500 A.D, the sport was banned 
by Theodoric the Great. 


London Prize Ring rules (1839) 

Records of boxing activity disappeared after the 
fall ofthe Roman Empire. The sport would later resur- 
face in England during the early 18th century in the 
form of bare-knuckle prizefighting. The first docu- 
‘mented account of a bare-knuckle fight in England 
appeared in 1681 inthe “London Protestant Mercury" 
“and the first English bare-knuckle champion was 
James Figg in 1719. This is also the time when the 
“word "boxing" first came to be used. 

Early bare-knuckle fighting was crude with no 
written rules. There were no weight divisions, round 
limits and no referee. Modem rules banning gouging, 
grappling, biting, headbutting, fsh-hooking and 
blows below the belt were absent. 

"The fist boxing rules were introduced by heavy- 
weight champion Jack Broughton in 1743 to protect 
fighters in the ring where deaths sometimes occurred. 
Under these rules, if man went down and could not 
continue after a count of 30 seconds, the fight was 
over, Hitting a downed fighter and grasping below ће 
waist were prohibited. Broughton also invented “muf- 
fers" (padded gloves), which were used in training 
and exhibitions. 

In 1839, the London Prize Ring rules were intro- 
duced which superceded Jack Broughton’ rules. Lat- 
errevisedin 1853, they stipulated the following 

* Fights occur in a 24foot square ring surrounded 
by ropes. 

* Га fighter was knocked down, he must rise with- 
in 30 seconds of his own power to be allowed to con- 
tinue, 

* Biting, headbutting and hitting below the belt 
‘were declared fouls. 


Marquess of Queensberry rules (1867) 

їп 1867, the Marquess of Queensberry rules were 
drafted by John Chambers for amateur champi- 
conships held at Lilie Bridge in London for 
Lightweight, Middleweights and Heavyweights. The 
rules were published under the patronage of the Mar- 
ques of Queensberry, whose name has always been 
associated with them, 

"There were 12 rules in ай, and they specified that 
fights should be "a fair stand-up boxing match” in a 
2A-foorsquare ring. Rounds were three minutes long 
with one minute rest intervals between rounds. Each 
fighter was given а tensecond count if he was 
‘knocked down and wrestling was banned. 

‘The introduction of gloves of "fair-size" also 
changed the nature of the bouts. An average pair of 
boring gloves resemble a bloated pair of mittens and 
are laced up around the wrists. Gloves protected the 
hands of both fighters but their considerable size and 
weight made knock-out victories more difficult to 
achieve. Resultantly, bouts became longer and more 
strategie with greater importance attached to defen- 
sive maneuvers such as slipping, bobbing, countering 
and angling. 

The frst world heavyweight champion under the 

1 Queensberry Rules was "Gentleman Jim" Corben, 
| who defeated John L Sullivan in 1892 at the Pelican 
Athletic Club in New Orleans. 

With the gradual acceptance of formalized rules, 
two distinct branches of boxing emerged; Profession 
al and Amateur: The boxing rules enforced by govern 
ing bodies worldwide today at the local, national and 
international level are all derived in some way from 

+ the Marquis of Queensberry Rules.

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Amateur boxing 
In amateur boxing (the version of the sport found 
at the Olympic Games and Commonwealth Games) 
the primary emphasis is on landing scoring punches 
rather than concern with doing physical damage to 
‘one’s opponent. Competitors wear protective head 
ear and box for three to five rounds of two or three 
minutes each. Gloves in amateur boxing have a white 
strip across the knuckle. A punch is considered a scor- 
ing punch only when the boxers connect with the 
white portion of the gloves. Each punch that lands on. 
the head or torso is awarded a point. A referee moni 
tors the fight to ensure that competitors use only legal 
worn over the torso represents the lower

Amateur boxing history 

"The Queensberry Amateur Championships contin- 
ed from 1867 to 1885, and so, unlike their profes- 
sional counterparts, amateur boxers did not deviate 
from using gloves once the Queensberry Rules had 
been published. In Britain, the Amateur Boxing Asso- 
ciation (ABA) was formed in 1880 when 12 clubs af- 
‘lite. It held йз first championships the following 
year. Four weight classes were contested, Feather- 
weight (9 stone), Lightweight (10 stone), Mid- 
dleweight (11 stone, 4 pounds) and Heavyweight (no 
limit). (A stone is equal to 14 pounds). By 1902, 
American boxers were contesting the ttes in the ABA 
Championships, which, therefore, took on an interna- 
tional complexion. By 1924, the ABA had 105 clubs in 
affiliation. 

Boxing first appeared at the Olympic Games in 
1904 and, арап from the Games of 1912, has always 
been part of them. From 1972 through 2004, Cuba 
and the United States have won the most gold medals, 
29 for Cuba and 21 for the Sates. Intemationally, am- 
жеш boxing spread steadily throughout ће first half 
of the 20th century, but when the first international 
Бойу, ће Federation Internationale de Boxe Amateur 
Gmtermational Amateur Boxing Federation) wes 
formed in Parisin 1920, there were only five member 
nations. In 1946, however, when the International 
Amateur Boxing Association (Aiba) was formed in 
London, 24 nations from five continents were repre- 
sented, and the Aiba has continued to be the official 
‘world federation of amateur boring ever since. The 
first World Amateur Boxing Championships were 
staged in 1974 

їп the late 19th and early 20th century, amateur 
boxing was encouraged in schools, universities and in. 
the armed forces, but the champions usually came 
from among the urban poor. 

‘Women's boxing first appeared in the Olympic 
Games at a demonstration bout in 1904. For most of 
the 20th century however, it was banned in most na- 
tions. ls revival was pioneered by the Swedish Ama- 
teur Boxing Association, which sanctioned events for 
women in 1988. The British Amateur Boring Associa- 
tion sanctioned its first boxing competition for wom 
en in 1997. The first event was to be between two 13- 

ear-olds, but one of the borers withdrew because of 
hostile media attention. Four weeks lates, an event 
‘was held berween two 16-year-olds 

"The Aiba accepted new rules for Women's Boxing 
at the end of the 20th century and approved the first 
European Cup for Women in 1999 and the first World 
Championship for women in 2001. Women’s boxing 
will bean exhibition sport at the 2008 Olympics, but it 
wont become an official Olympic sport at the 2012 
Olympics 

Fights at the amateur boxing level were scored by

A 
technical knockout would also be awarded Га fighter 
lands a punch that opens a cut on the opponent, and 
the opponent is later deemed not fit to continue by a 
doctor because of the cut. fa boxer simply quits fight- 
ing, or if his comer stops the fight, then the winning 
boxer is also awarded a technical knockout victory. 

fa knockout or disqualificarion does not occur, the 
fight must go to the scorecards. Professional fights 
have three judges each, and each of the judges must 
usethe 10 point must system: Under this sytem, each 
time a boxer wins а round in the judges eyes, the 
judge gives that boxer 10 points, and the other 9 or 
les: Ifthe judge deems the round to be а tie, he or she 
тау score it 10-10, When the fight reaches its sched- 
‘led distance, all scores are added, round by round, to 
determine who won on each judges cards. When all 
three judges have the same boxer asthe winner this is 
ап unanimous decision. When two judges have one 
boxer winning the fight and the other one has it a tie, 
this is called а majority decision. When two judges 
have one boxer winning the fight and the other judge 
hha the other boxer winning, біз Б called а split deci- 
sion.

In Britain, the bout is only scored by the referee, 
except when a tile is at stake, in which case it is 
scored by three judges. 

1га fight can not go on because ofan injury caused 
to one ofthe competitors by a headbutt, there are dif- 
ferent rule: If the fight bas not reached the end of 
round thre, (in some places, round four) the fight is 
declared a technical draw or а no contes. If it has 
reached beyond the end of round three (or four), then 
the scorecards are read and whoever is ahead, wins by 
technical decision 


Evolution of professional boxing 

In 1891, the National Sporting Club (NSC), a pri 
vate dub in London, began o promote professional 
glove fights at йз own premises, and created 9 of its 
‘own rales to augment the Queensberry Rules. These 
rules specified more accurately the role of the offi- 
cials, and produced a system of scoring that enabled 
the referee to decide the result of a fight. The British 
Boxing Board of Control (BBBC) was first formed in 
1919 with close links to the NSC, and was reformed 
in 1929 after the NSC dosed. 

{In 1909, the first of 22 belts were presented by the 
filth Earl of Lonsdale to the winner of a British tide 
fight held a the NSC. In 1929, the BBBC continued to 
award Lonsdale Beks to any British boxer who won 
three title fights in the 
same weight division. 
"The “title fight” has al- 
ways been the focal point 
in professional boxing, In 
the 19th and early 20th 
centuries, however, there 
were tite fights at each 
weight. Promoters who 
could stage profitable ti- 
Че fights became influen- 
tial in the sport, as did 
boxers’ managers. The 
bes promoters and man- 
agers have been insiru- 
‘mental in bringing box- 
ing to new audiences and 
provoking media and 
public interest. The most 
famous of all three-way 
partnership (ighter- 
manager-promoter) was 
that of Jack Dempsey 
(Heavyweight Champi- 
om, 1919-1926), his 
manager Jack Keams, 
and the promoter Tex 
Rickard. ‘Together they 
grossed $8.4 million in 
only five fights between 
1921 and 1927 and ush- 


cred in a "golden age" of popularity for profesional 
boxing in the 1920s. They were also responsible for 
the first live radio broadcast of a title ight (Dempsey 
x Georges Carpentier, in 1921). In Britain, Jack 
Solomons’ success as a fight promoter helped reestab- 
lish professional boxing after World War II and made 
Britain a popular place for tile fights in the 1950s and 
1960s. 

In the first part of the 20th century the United 
‘States became the centre for professional boxing. It 
was generally accepted that the "world champions" 
were those listed by the Police Gazette. After 1920, 
the National Boxing Association (NBA) began to sanc- 
tion “tide fights’. Also during that time, Ring Maga- 
zine was founded and it listed champions and award- 
ей championship bels. The NBA was renamed in 
1962 and became the World Boxing Assocation 
СУВА). The following year, а rival body, the World 
Boxing Council (WBC), was formed. In 1983, another 
world body, the international Boxing Federation (IBF) 
was formed. By the end of the 20th century a boxer 
had to be recognized by the three separate bodies to 
be the “Undisputed World Champion”. Regional sanc- 
tioning bodies such as the North American Boxing 
Federation, the North American Boxing Council and 
the United States Boxing Association also awarded 
championships. Ring Magazine also continued listing 
the World Champion of each weight division, and its 
rankings continue being of the most appreciated by 
fans. 

Although women fought professionally in many 
countries, in Britain the BBBC refused o issue licenses 
to women until 1998. By the end of the century how- 
ever, they had issued five such licenses. The first sanc: 
tioned bout between women was in November 1998 
at Streatham in London, between Jane Couch and Si- 
mona Lukic. 


Equipment 

Boxing techniques utilize very forceful strikes with 
the band. There are many bones in the hand, and 
suiking surfaces without proper technique can cause 
serious hand injuries, Today, most trainers do no al- 
low borers to train and spar without handwraps and 
gloves. Handwraps are used to secure the bonesin the 
Fand, and the gloves are used to protec the hands 
from blunt injury, allowing boxers to throw punches 
with more force than if they did not wilize them. 

Headgear, used їп amateur boxing, provects 
against cuts, scrapes, and swelling, but does not pro- 
tect very well against concussions. Headgear does not 
sulfcently protect the brain from the jarring that oc- 
curs when the head is truck with great force, Also, 
most boxers aim for the chin on opponents, and the 
chin is usually not padded. Thus, a powerpunch can 
боа lot of damage to a boxer, and even ajab that con- 
mecs to the chin con cause damage, regardless of 
wherheror not headgear is being utilized. 


Length of bouts 

For decades, from the 1920s o the 1980s, world 
championship matches in professional boxing were 
scheduled for 15 rounds, but that changed after a Nov. 
13, 1982 WBA Lightweight title bout ended with the 
death of boxer Duk Koo Kim in а fight against Ray 
Mancini in the 14th round of a nationally televised 
championship fight on CBS. 

Exactly three months after the fatal fight, the WBC 
reduced the number of their championship fights to 
12 rounds. The WBA even stripped a fighter of his 
championship in 1983 because the fight had been а 
1S-round bout, shortly afer the rule was changed 10 
12 rounds. By 1988, to the displeasure of many box 
ing purists, all fights had been reduced to a maximum 
of 12 rounds only partially for safety, and partially for 
television, as а 12-round bout could take one hour to 
broadcast, while a 15-round bout could require 90 
minutes to broadens. 


Stanceand movement 

"The modern boxing stance sa reflection of the cur 
reni system of rules employed by professional boxing 
It differs in many ways from the typical boxing stance 
of the 19th and early 20th centuries. I's been state 
that Americans adopted a more upright vertical 
armed guard (as opposed to more horizontally hel 
knuckles facing the ground guard as seen when look 
ing at early. 20th century boxers such as Jack John 
son) due to the Americans’ confrontations with the 
Filipino natives as a result of the Philippines Spanish 
‘American war. When engaged in hand to hand com 
bat, the Filipinos would slash the wrists of the Amer: 
сап soldiers, the Americans adapted by changing th: 
guarded stance and thus just one example of a boxin 
technicality evolving. 


Tho Boxer's Stance 

The following stance applies for а right-handed 
boxer. The boxer stands with the legs shoulder-wadt 
арап with the right foot a halstep behind the le 
foot.

Modern boxers are taught to “push off” with their 
feet in order to move effectively. Forward motion in 
volves lifting the lead leg and pushing with the rear 
leg. Rearward motion involves lifting d 
pushing with he lead leg. During lateral motion the 
Jeg in the direction of the movement moves first while 
the opposite leg provides the force needed to move. 
the body. 


Punches 

There are four basic punches in boxing: the Jab, 
Cross, Hook and Uppercut. Ifa boxer is right-handed, 
his teft hand is the lead hand, his right hand is the rear 
hand and vice versa. The following techniques apply 
toa right handed boxer. A right-handed boxers hand. 
edness is commonly described as orthodox. A left- 
handed boxer is called an unorthodox boxer or a 
Southpaw 

Jab - A quick, straight punch thrown with the lead 
hand from the guard position. The jab is accompanied 
by a small, clockwise rotation of the torso and hips, 
while the fist rotates 180 degrees, becoming horizon- 
tal upon impact. As the punch reaches full extension, 
the lead shoulder is brought up to guard the chin. The 
Tear hand remains next to the face to guard the jaw. 
After making contact withthe target, the lead hand is 
retracted quickly to resume a guard position in front 
of the face. The jab is the most important punch in а 
boxer’ arsenal because it provides а fair amount of its 
‘own cover and it leaves the least amount of space for a 
counterpunch from the opponent. It has the longest 
reach ofany punch and does not require commitment 
or large weight transfers. Due to its relatively weak 
power, the jab is often used as a tool to gauge dis 
tances, probe an opponent’s defenses, and set up 
heavier, more powerful punches. A halfstep may be 
added, moving the entire body into the punch, for ad- 
ditional power. 

Cross - A powerful straight punch thrown with the 
rear hand, From the guard position, the rear hand is 
thrown from the chin, crossing the body and traveling 
towards the target in а straight line. The rear shoulder 
ds thrust forward and finishes just touching the out 
side of the chin. At the same time, the lead hand is re- 
tracted and tucked against the face to protect the in- 
side of the chin. For additional power, the torso and 
ips are rotated anti-clockwise as the cross В thrown. 
Weight is also transferred from the rear foot to the 
lead foot, resulting in the rear heel tuming outwards 
as it acts as a fulerum for the transfer of weight. Body 
rotation and the sudden weight transfer is what gives 
the cross its power. Like the jab, a halfstep forward 
may be added, After the cross is thrown, the hand is 
retracted quickly and the guard position resumed. It 
can be used to counterpunch a jab, aiming for the op- 
ponents head (or a counter to a cross aimed at the 
Бойу) or to set up a hook. The cross can also follow а 
jab, creating the classic "one-two combo." The cross is 
also called a “straight” or right.” 

Hook- A semi-circular punch thrown with the lead 
hand to the side of the opponents head. From the 
guard position, the elbow is drawn back with a hort 
zontal fist (knuckles pointing forward) and the elbow 
bent. The rear hand is tucked firmly against the jaw to 
protect the chin. The torso and hips are rotated clock- 
wise, propelling the fist through a tight, clockwise аге 
across the front of the body and connecting with the 
target. At the same time, the lead foot pivots clock- 
wise, tuming the left heel outwards. Upon contact, 
the hooks circular path ends abruptly and the lead 
hand is pulled quickly back into the guard postion. A 
hook may also target the lower body (the classic Mexi- 

liver) and this technique is sometimes 

то distinguish it from the conventional 
hook to the head. The hook may also be thrown with 
the rear hand 

Uppercut- A vertical, rising punch thrown with the 
rear hand. From the guard position, the torso shifts 
slightly tothe right, the rear hand drops below the lev- 
el of the opponents chest and the knees are bent

Defense 

Slip - Slipping rotates the body slightly so that an 
incoming punch passes harmlessly next to the head. 
As the opponents punch arrives, the boxer sharply ro- 
tates the hips and shoulders. This tums the chin side- 
ways and allows the punch to "slip" pas. 

Bob and Weave - Bobbing moves the head laterally 
and beneath an incoming punch. As the opponents 
punch arrives, the boxer bends the legs quickly and si- 
multaneously shifts the body either slightly right or 
left Once the punch has been evaded, the boxer 
“weaves” back to an upright position, emerging on ei- 
ther the outside ог inside of the opponent’ still-ex- 
tended arm. To move outside the opponents extend- 
ей amm is called “bobbing to the outside”. To move in- 
side the opponents extended arm is called “bobbing 
tothe inside”. 

Parry- Partying uses the boxer’s hands as defensive 
tools to deflect incoming attacks. As the opponents 
punch arrives, the boxer delivers a sharp, lateral; 
‘open-handed blow to the opponents wrist or forearm, 
redirecting the punch. 

"The Cover-Up - Covering up is the last line of de- 
пе against an incoming strike to an unprotected 
face or body: Generally speaking, the hands are held 
high to protect the head and chin and the forearms 
are tucked against the torso to impede body shots. 
When protecting the body, the boxer rotates the hips 
and lets incoming punches "roll" off the guard. When 
protecting the head, the boxer presses both fists 
against the front of the face with the forearms parallel 
and facing outwards

In this situation, the boxer attempts to hold or tie up" 
the opponents hands so he is unable to throw round 
house punches or uppercuts. To perform a clinch, the 
borer loops both hands around the outside of the op- 
ponent's shoulders, scooping back under ће forearms 
to grasp the opponents arms tightly against his own 
body. In this position, the opponents arms are pinned 
and cannot be used to attack. Clinching is a temporary 
‘match state and is quickly dissipated by the referee.

have the American Neurological Association and the 
American Academy of Neurology 

Many who disagree with the AMA point out that 
boxing isfar from being the most dangerous of sports.

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Woman AFP lawyer surveilled after mutineer Faeldon escaped

"THE CAPTURE OF MARINE 
Capt. Nicanor Faeldon 
played out like a scene from 
a classic spy novel. 


‘Agents of the Intelligence Service of 
the Armed Forces caught up with Fael- 
don, one of the leaders of the July 2003 
Oakwood mutiny, Friday night in Mal- 
abon City. He did not resist arrest. 

The fugitive officer was with his girl- 
friend, Capt. Candelaria Rivas, who is 
part of the Judge Advocate General's Of- 
fice team prosecuting the court-martial 
of the “Magdalo” mutineers. 

Hours after the arrest of the couple, 
military agents raided Rivas’ rented stu- 
dio apartment in Malabon, which au- 
thorities believed to be Faeldon's hide- 
put. 

The AFP downplayed Rivas’ role in the 
capture of Faeldon, who escaped from 
military custody on Dec. 14, 2005 and 
who eluded a nationwide search for 44 
days, even managing to sneak in and out 
of military and police camps. 

The AFP merely announced in a state- 

ment that “Captain Faeldon was arrested 
with Captain Rivas,” and that the arrest 
was “the result of information provided 
by military personnel and civilians.” 
,;, But according to military sources in 
(iie know, Rivas unknowingly led Isafp 
operatives to Faeldon when the couple 
‘met up on Friday night. 

The same sources said Rivas was 
placed under surveillance after Faeldon's 
escape because Isafp had viewed their 
relationship with suspicion, 

Faeldon, however, last night denied 
through his lawyer any romantic rela- 
tionship with Rivas. 

His escape, along with that of four oth-

Their "555-5" target simply 
means: To invest $5 billion to bring in 5 
million tourists that would generate $5 
billion in revenues and 5 million jobs in 5 
years. 

Marketing whiz Samie Lim said the 
country's billionaires were buying new 
planes and ships, erecting new malls and 
hotels, and building word-class resorts 
and casinos, confident that tourism 
would be the next big thing in the Philip- 
pine economy. 

“We're happy that the taipans have 
bought into our S-A strategy—arrival, 
access, accommodations, attractions and 
activities —by spending money in these 
specific areas needed to bring in the 
tourists," said Lim, the vice president of 
the Philippine Chamber of Commerce 
and Industry (PCCD). 

Taipan Lucio Tan is leading the pack 
with the $814 million refleeting pro- 
gram of Philippine Airlines and is 
spending a few billion pesos more to 
mark his entry into the shopping mall 
business (his Allied Bank has fore- 
closed on the Ever Gotesco proper- 
ties). 

Retail king Henry Sy's gigantic P7 
billion Mall of Asia off Manila Bay is 
being positioned as a major tourist 
destination not only for its 
world-class shopping facilities but al- 
so for its terminal that will have fer- 
ries carrying tourists to sites along the 
coast line.

CONCEPCION, ILOILO—PRESI- 
dent Macapagal-Arroyo yester- 
day said she would use her stand- 
by power to increase the value- 
added tax (VAT) rate from 10 to 
12 percent on Feb. 1, but only if 
the conditions set by law were 
met. 

“The law does not give me any 
leeway, Ifthe three conditions are 
‘complied with, then it’s automat- 
ic,” the President, who was here 
оп an overnight visit, told re- 
porters. 

The expanded VAT law, or RA 
9337, which took effect on Nov. 
1, 2005, allows the President to 
raise the VAT rate to 12 percent 
оп the recommendation of the fi- 
nance secretary, who would de- 
termine if the conditions had 
been met. It also increases the 
corporate tax rate from 32 per- 


willing to attend the hearings. 

“There are feelers through

But Magsaysay, whose commit-

Filipino maid who was sentenced to death by a 
Kuwait court last year for killing her employer 

Philippine Ambassador to Kuwait Ricardo En- 
daya told Vice President Noli de Castro on the 
latter's radio program yesterday that the amount 
‘was 10 times the blood money offered last year 
to the victims family, which rejected it. 

"We are getting one more lawyer to pursue 
the appeal. We will vigorously pursue the 
blood money if that is acceptable to the vic- 
tim’s family" Endaya told De Castro. 

Endaya did not answer when De Castro 
asked where the money would come from. 
But the diplomat said it was in line with Presi- 
dent Macapagal-Arroyo's directive to the em- 
bassy to exhaust all means to save Ranario. 

He described the Kuwaiti victim as a rich 

„тап who was engaged in real estate and who 
had relatives in the emir's palace. 

Ranario, 33, of Surigao del Sur, was sen- 
tenced to death by hanging by a Kuwaiti court 
in September 2005 for stabbing her employer 
to death in January 2005. 

‘The DFA did not provide details of the inci- 
dent, but reports said Ranario killed her em- 
ployer over “insults” heaped on “her people.” 

Ranario's predicament was made public 
only after her father, Rosario, complained to 
the media that Filipino diplomats had failed 
to help his daughter. 

A separate appeal before the court is being 
pursued by Ranarios two Kuwaiti defense 
lawyers hired by the embassy. 

Endaya said Ranario, who is being held in- 
communicado, admitted the crime on the wit- 
ness stand during her trial. 

He said he last saw Ranario on Jan. 11 dur- 
ing oral arguments in the Kuwaiti Court of 
Appeals where her lawyers asked for a post- 
ponement of the proceedings to prepare its 
defense. The next hearing is on Feb. 11 

Endaya said the appeal lawyers would 
question the lack of a qualified Tagalog- 
speaking Arabic interpreter during the trial 
and raise the defense that she was not in good 
mental health when she admitted the crime. 

‘The lawyers will also challenge the mental 
assessment done on Ranario by a medical 
team led by the head of the University of 
Kuwait psychiatry department. 

‘According to Endaya, the Kuwaiti team did 
not wait for Ranario's medical records from 
the Philippines before, rendering its opinion 
оп her mental fitness, 

De Castro said arrangements were being 
made for him to go to Kuwait to see Ranario.

New EU members 
no threat to OFWs, 
says Sto. Tomas 


LABOR SECRETARY PATRICIA STO. TOMAS 
yesterday allayed fears that the European 
Unions taking on more member countries 
would threaten the Philippine market for 
overseas workers in Europe. 

Sto. Tomas said the European migrant 
workers market is skills-driven so there was 
no danger of unemployed citizens of Bulgar- 
ia, Romania, Croatia, Macedonia or Turkey 
flooding the 25 other EU countries and taking 
upall the jobs chere. 

She said that despite the EU's latest and 
largest expansion in May 2004, the labor de- 
partments overseas employment figures 
showed that the deployment of skilled, docu- 
mented land-based overseas Filipino workers 
їп Europe rose to 55,116 in 2004, from only 
3,683 in 1984. 

A preliminary report of the Philippine 
Overseas Employment Administration also 
showed that another 39,191 OFWs were de- 
ployed on the European continent in the first 
eight months of 2005. 

‘The European Union is composed of 25 
countries that collectively form one of the 
world’s most dynamic economies. Romania 
and Bulgaria are set to join the grouping in 
2007, while Croatia, Macedonia and ‘Turkey 
have been approved as candidate states 

Danilo Cruz, the labor undersecretary for 
employment promotion and manpower devel- 
opment, said the historical trend showed long- 
term growth in OFW deployments to Europe. 

Cruz recalled that in 1984, no European 
country was in the top 10 global destinations 
of OFWs. Today, two of the top 10 are Euro- 
pean countries—Britain and Italy. 

Ireland also figures in the top 20 while 
Spain's and Cyprus's intake of OFWs is in- 
creasing. Other EU countries have also 
opened their doors to Filipino workers.

Rivas to be charged 

AFP spokesperson Col. Tristan Kison an- 
nounced yesterday at a news conference in 
Comp Aguinaldo that Rivas would be charged 
before military and civilian courts for keeping 
Faeldon’s whereabouts from her superiors. 

Kison said military lawyers were preparing 
charges of violation of Article of War 96 (con- 
duct unbecoming an officer and a gentleman) 
and Article of War 97 (conduct prejudicial to 
good order and military discipline), as well as 
violation of the Code of Ethics for Public Offi- 
cials and the Code of Ethics for the Legal Pro- 
fession. 

“Under the Revised Penal Code, she could 
also be charged as an accessory to the crime of 
coup d' etat, but our lawyers are looking into 
this, They are now preparing the appropriate 
charges," Kison said. 


Atthe mall 

Per the АЕР official version, Faeldon was 
arrested while traveling ina red Toyota Corol- 
1а sedan (with plate number PPT 346) along 
General Pascual Street near the MacArthur 
Highway in Tugatog, Malabon, at around 
8:30 p.m. on Friday. 

“From the initial investigation, Captain 
Faeldon picked up Captain Rivas in a grocery 
{store] in Quezon City” said Kison, denying 
speculation that Faeldon had met with Rivas 
in Camp Aguinaldo, where the Jago is based. 

But according to military insiders, Faeldon 
met Rivas at the fourth-floor parking lot of the 
SM North Edsa mall, after which they pro- 
ceeded to Malabon in Faeldon's car. 

‘They were reportedly intercepted by mem- 
bers of Military Intelligence Group 24 along 
General Pascual Street at 8:10 p.m. 

Kison said a number of fake drivers licens- 
ез and fake ID cards for Faeldon were found in 
thecar. 

Capt. Val Asadon, a Jago officer assigned to 
Isafp, told reporters that no firearm was 
found on Faeldon. 

Kison also said that based on documents 
found with him, Faeldon had tried to "visit" 
the AFP Central Command headquarters in 
Cebu City but only got as far as the Marriott 
Hotel near Camp Lapu-Lapu. 


Not an ‘asset’ 

Kison carefully worded his reply to ques- 
ions on Faeldon and Rivas’ relationship: "I 
cannot speculate, but I will just give you the 
facts—that when Captain Faeldon was arrest- 
ed, Captain Rivas was with him. 

"What I heard is that they came to know 
each other only after the Oakwood mutiny.” 

Kison said that Isafp did not use Rivas as ап 
"asset" to track down Faeldon, and that the 
latter would still have been arrested even if he 
had not met with Rivas on Friday. 

“We have other sources,” Kison insisted. 

Earlier, AFP officials said they had been 
having difficulty finding the fugitive officer. 

“We haven't gotten any leads even in signal 
intelligence, even in human intelligence,” Lt. 
Gen. Samuel Bagasin, a former AFP deputy 
chief of staff, said on Dec. 28. 

Asked if Rivas helped Faeldon escape last 
December, Kison said: "Our teams are investi- 
gating this. They are looking at all these possi- 
bilities. That is a possibility.” 


Raid on studio 

Supt, Reynaldo Lozada, Malabon deputy 
chief of police, said Rivas’ one-bedroom stu- 
dio, Faeldon's suspected hideout, was raided 
by Isafp agents several hours after the fugi- 
tive's arrest. 

“Our assistance was asked by Isafp for an 
operation on a house which is believed to be 
the safe house of Captain Faeldon," Lozada 
said in a report filed at the Northern Police 
District, 

Rivas’ studio is on the second floor of a 
two-story house on Prosperidad Street comer 
Praleya in Tugatog, the report said. 

‘The house is located in a quiet neighbor- 
hood that may be reached through three 
streets leading to the main roads, it said. 

Rivas maid, Melinda Valderama, said the 
raiders took a computer, diskettes and pa- 
pers. 

Lozada's report said it was Valderama who 
allowed the Isafp agents, uniformed police 
and barangay officials to enter the house. 

"This was Valderama's account to the INQUIR- 
ш: 

“The agents were not carrying а search war- 
rant but they took video footage of the studio 
and waited for Rivas to arrive. 

The maid was questioned by the agents on

Rivas’ visitors, including Faeldon. 

"They asked me if I knew the man with a 
full beard and mustache,” she said in Filipino. 

She told the agents that she had not seen 
Faeldon except on TY, and that other than Ri- 
vas’ male relatives, "no man had slept in the 
studio.” 

She also told them that she had been hired 
by Rivas three years ago, but that the latter 
had been staying at the studio for a longer 
time. 


Bedroom door 

Manny Borja, а barangay official of Tu- 
gatog, said the raid lasted for more than an 
hour because they had to wait for Rivas to ar- 
rive. 

He said the Isafp agents did not want to de- , 
stroy the door to Rivas’ room. 

Borja said he heard one of the agents tell 
someone on the phone to bring Rivas so she 
could open her bedroom door. 

He said the raiding team arrived at the stu- 
dio at 11:45 p.m. on Friday, and Rivas was 
brought there by military escorts at about 1 
am. Saturday. 

‘The operation was concluded at past 2 
am., he said. 

Borja also said only four agents entered the 
house. The rest—about 20 operatives on 
board three vans—were stationed around the 
area, 

Kison showed the media brief footage of a 
handcuffed Faeldon at the Isafp compound 
taken at noon yesterday.

Rivas to be charged 

AFP spokesperson Col. Tristan Kison an- 
nounced yesterday at a news conference in 
‘Camp Aguinaldo that Rivas would be charged 
before military and civilian courts for keeping 
Faeldon's whereabouts from her superiors. 

Kison said military lawyers were preparing 
charges of violation of Article of War 96 (con- 
duct unbecoming an officer and a gentleman) 
and Article of War 97 (conduct prejudicial to 
good order and military discipline), as well as 
violation of the Code of Ethics for Public Offi- 
cials and the Code of Ethics for the Legal Pro- 
fession. 

“Under the Revised Penal Code, she could 
also be charged as an accessory to the crime of 
coup d' etat, but our lawyers are looking into 
this, They are now preparing the appropriate 
charges," Kison said. 


Atthe mall 

Per the AFP's official version, Faeldon was 
arrested while traveling in a red Toyota Corol- 
la sedan (with plate number PPT 346) along 
General Pascual Street near the MacArthur 
Highway in Tugatog, Malabon, at around 
8:30 p.m. on Friday. 

"From the initial investigation, Captain 
Faeldon picked up Captain Rivas in a grocery 
[store] in Quezon City" said Kison, denying 
speculation that Faeldon had met with Rivas 
in Camp Aguinaldo, where the Jago is based. 

But according to military insiders, Faeldon 
met Rivas at the fourth-floor parking lot of the 
SM North Edsa mall, after which they pro- 
ceeded to Malabon in Faeldon’s car. 

‘They were reportedly intercepted by mem- 
bers of Military Intelligence Group 24 along 
General Pascual Street at 8:10 p.m. 

Kison said a number of fake driver's licens- 
ез and fake ID cards for Faeldon were found in 
the car 

Capt. Val Asadon, a Jago officer assigned го 
Isafp, told reporters that no firearm was 
found on Faeldon. 

Kison also said that based on documents 
found with him, Faeldon had tried to “visit” 
the AFP Central Command headquarters in 
Cebu City but only got as far as the Marriott 
Hotel near Camp Lapu-Lapu. 


Not an ‘asset’ 

Kison carefully worded his reply to ques- 
tions on Faeldon and Rivas relationship: “I 
‘cannot speculate, but I will just give you the 
facts—that when Captain Faeldon was arrest- 
ed, Captain Rivas was with him. 

"What 1 heard is that they came to know 
each other only after the Oakwood mutiny.” 

Kison said that Isafp did not use Rivas as an 
"asset" to track down Faeldon, and that the 
latter would still have been arrested even ifhe 
had not met with Rivas on Friday. 

“We have other sources," Kison insisted. 

Earlier, AFP officials said they had been

Raid on studio

Taipan John Gokongwei is pouring in 
$670 million to refleet Cebu Pacific, in tan- 
dem with the expansion of his hotel empire. 
(Holiday Inn and Crowne Plaza). 

Metrobank's George Ty has quietly moved 
in with an initial P500 million investment in 
the heart of Philippine tourism, Cebu. 

Through the family's property arm, Fed- 
eral Land Inc., Ty will reopen the shuttered 
Cebu Plaza Hotel in partnership with the 
Marco Polo hotel chain. Federal Land is 
keeping its options open as it might consid- 
er building more hotels to meet the acute 
shortage of rooms to accommodate the 
surge in tourist arrivals.

‘maintain peace and security, major concern 
of tourists.

The World Tourism Council reported that a 
total of 800 million people travel every year, 
spending $1.7 trillion in fares, accommoda- 
tions, food and shopping.

tourists mark in 25 years, during which 
time neighbors like Malaysia (15 million) 
and Vietnam (3 million) surpassed the 
country. 

“Even the small Phuket island in Thailand 
has more tourists (2.5 million) than us,” Lim 
said. 

Philippine tourism is fast gathering mo- 
mentum with the Department of Tourism ex- 
респ arrivals to hit 2.6 million in 2005. 


Aggressive Northerners 

"We commend the government for its role 
in bringing in more tourists here, especially 
from Korea and China. The private sectors 
role isto ensure that they stay here longer and 
come back with more of their relatives and 
friends," Lim said. 

Aside from spending P700 million for 
tourism promotion, Lim said the govern- 
ment also spent P35 billion in the last two 
years to build new airports and seaports 
and modernize existing facilities to make 
tourist spots more accessible to foreign vis- 
itors. 

Lim said that while Cebu was way ahead 
of any region in terms of tourism develop- 
ment, Northern Luzon was the most ag- 
gressive in turning itself into a tourist mec- 
ca under the leadership of the governors of 
the llocos provinces, Pangasinan and La 
Union.

“There are now more fights to Laoag than 
Cebu, with big groups of casino players, most- 
ly from China, flying in," Lim said. 

But of all the tourist gateways, Lim said 
Subic-Clark still had the most potential be- 
cause of its huge land bank and strategic loca- 
tion. 

Ultimately, Lim said, tourism would make 
up 15 percent of the country's gross domestic 
product. 

“We may not be competitive in other indus- 
tries but God gave our country natural beauty 
and we should use it properly to our advan- 
tage,” he said.

In an interview with the Inouiner after 
the show, Gonzalez lamented that “the те:

Reexamine role 

“When there are demonstrations and ral- 
lies, every Tom, Dick and Harry comes for- 
‘ward—with organizations complete with 
acronyms— but saying nothing at all ...

He asked media organizations to 
re-examine their role, warning that they 
were being used for destabilization "not 
by design,” but for their alleged pen- 
chant to project what the opposition is 
doing. 

“By giving importance to the opposition, 
they are unwittingly helping the cause of 
destabilization, especially if they make the 
anti-GMA forces appear a bigger threat 
than they really are," he said.

Strong quake triggers panic in Indonesia 


AMBON, INDONESIA—A MAJOR EARTH- 
quake measuring 7.7 on the Richter scale 
rocked eastern Indonesia early Saturday, 


‘racking walls and triggering panic, the US - 


Geological Survey and local residents said. 

‘The quake struck at 1:58 am in the Banda 
Sea, around 195 km south of Ambon city at a 
depth of 340 km, the US Geological Survey 
said in on its website. 

"There were no immediate reports of major 
damage or casualties. 

Several buildings in Ambon, including the 
main shopping center, the Ambon Plaza, sus- 
tained cracks to the walls, but there was no ma- 
jor damage. 

"ft was so strong that people who were 
soundly sleeping were awakened,” Ambon resi- 


dent Sulaiman Tuasikal. 

Detikcom news portal said the quake also 
cracked the walls of houses and government 
buildings in Masohi in Central Maluku, which is 
closest to the quake epicenter. 

‘Hundreds of Masohi residents had fled to 
higher ground and refused to return to their 
homes, fearing a tsunami, it said. 

The Padf Tsunami Warning Center in 
Hawaii, which monitors seismic events and 
their tidal wave-generating potential, put out a 
bulletin following the quake, but said no tsuna- 
mi was anticipated 

“A destructive tsunami is not expected from 
the earthquake," Stuart Weinstein, the center's 
assistant director, told AFP.

Not least, we would have appreciated it if Cruz or any

THE INQUIRER HEADLINE COULDNT HAVE 
put it better: One nation in jubilation. The 
whole country was celebrating the victory of

He had once again 
earned the respect of the boxing world with his 
walloping triumph over the favored Erik 
Morales who had earlier beaten him in a con- 

_tfoversial decision. : 

And all Filipinos shared their coüntryman's 
success—men and women and children, Chris- 
tians and Muslims alike, the poor as enthusias- 
tic as the rich, private citizens no less exhila- 
rant than the public officials with different po- 
litical loyalties, rebels forgetting their hostili 
ties with the government, even grandparents 
‘watching with their grandchildren—all prayed 
that Manny Pacquiao would win, and thanked 
Heaven that he did. 

‘Commenting on the general sentiment af- 
ter the bout, Manny mused that "Sana mag- 
kaintindihan na po tayong lahat.” ("May we 
all finally end our differences.") Whether 
spontaneous or dictated, these words of this 
unpretentious man, whose expertise is in 
fisticuffs and not in politics and statecraft, 
deserve the respectful attention of the whole 
nation.

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Death in the ‘Third Dimension’ (2) 


JUST TO REFRESH OUR MEMORIES, UP TO THE 
‘early years of the 20th century, warfare was basical- 
ly fought along two dimensions—land and sea. In 
his bestseller “Flyboys,” the author, James Bradley, 


_ talks of a "Third Dimension”—the ай, the introduc. 


tion of which revolutionized the whole concept of 
armed conflict. It is a dimension that provides some 


* ofthe greatest thrills of a lifetime, but it is also tem- 


pered by the understanding that the slightest mis- 
calculation could result in disaster. 

Yesterday, the Air Force family buried a young 
hero who sacrificed his life so that others may be 
spared from death. The traditional “missing man” 
formation—part of Air Force rituals—is a final 
salute to airmen who fall in line of duty and, in 
‘many ways, exemplifies the close ties of kinship 


* which binds together a brotherhood of men and 


Women, dating back to the days when the Wright 
brothers first took to the air more than a century 
ago. 

"The report on the death of Capt. Aniano M. Am- 
atong Jt, 31, brought back memories of the 
past--perhaps, a reminder of how kind fate has 
been to this old soldier. Fifty years ago, as a newly- 
minted second lieutenant fresh from a stint as a 
platoon leader in the 4th Battalion Combat Team 
(ВСТ) of the Philippine Army, I flew solo for the 
first time in a wonderful airplane, the РТ-13, an 
open cockpit biplane. Let me say this about flying 


1 in one ofthese old dinosaurs which have now been. 


relegated to air museums in the United States— 
nothing beats the feel of the wind rushing against 
your face as you soar into the heavens with the 
World beneath your wings. And nothing you will 
ever experience can compare with that first solo 
flight as you break from the bonds of Mother Earth 
with only yourself to ensure a safe return. 

"The instructor pilot who released me for solo 
flight was Captain—now retired Colonel—Johnny 
Estoesta, a hotshot Mustang fighter pilot from Basa 
Air Base. He was assigned to Fernando Air Base 
along with other fighter pilots for a cooling-off peri- 
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ой after a spate of accidents involving fighter air- 
craft, It was also another fighter pilot, the late Lt. 
Marcelo “Lito” Barbero who released me for solo in 
the advanced trainer, the T6, famous for its ground 
looping tendency—an embarrassing situation 
‘which brought out the fire truck at Femando Air 
‘Base and resulted in a reprimand for the student pi- 
lot. I remember them along with all my other flight 
instructors with affection and gratitude for provid- 
ing me with the fundamentals of irmanship, aware 
that everything else rests with the great Co-pilot 
above who makes the final decision about our lives. 

Capt. “Junie” Amatong was an Army brat, the 
son of retired Army Colonel Aniano Amatong St. 
But he was anything but a "brat." Like many kids of 
military parents, he moved around a lot. Born in 
Cebu City he finished secondary education in 
Pasig, then went to college in Zamboanga City be- 
fore entering the Philippine Military Academy and 
graduating with the class of 1996. The second in a 
large brood of eight brothers and a sister, he was a 
kind, hardworking role model for his younger sib- 
lings. In the Sword yearbook of the class, Junie 
‘wrote: “I would like to thank my father and moth- 
er who were very supportive and understanding. 
‘They gave me the will to pursue my dreams and 
ambition. 1 would also like to thank my brothers 
and my sister who were always there to help." 

In his short Air Force career, Amatong won four 
Gold Cross medals, the third-highest combat award 
of the AFR for his participation in combat missions, 
mostly in Mindanao. On his last flight with Capt. 


James Acosta, their OV-10 Bronco developed en- 
gine trouble on the way to Clark Air Base for Joint 
Air Attack Training (IAAT) with US forces, After or- 
dering his co-pilot to eject, Amatong steered the air- 
craft away from populated areas. By then, it was too 
Jate for him as the plane went down among fish- 
ponds in Paombong, Bulacan. A partially opened 
parachute was part of the wreckage. 

‘The OV-10 Bronco was first flown in August 
1967 and was used by the US Air Force for for- 
"ward air control and light attack missions. Sever- 
al versions were later developed as a multi-role, 
counterinsurgency aircraft for different na- 
tions—the OV-10C for Thailand, the OV-10E for 
Venezuela and the OV-10F for Indonesia. Last 
year, Thailand turned over to the Philippine Air 
Force eight OV-10Cs. They form part of the air as- 
sets of the 15th Strike Wing based at Sangley 
Point, Cavite under Brig. Gen. Oscar de Guzman, 
Class of 1974. It was helicopters from this unit 
under then Col. Antonio Sotelo that turned the 
tide 20 years ago in the Edsa Revolution. 

Last Friday, in necrological services honoring 
him, Capt. Aniano Amatong Jr. was posthumous- 
ly awarded the Distinguished Aviation Cross, the 
AFP's top award for airmanship and heroism of 
the highest order. The award was presented by 
the commanding general of the Philippine Air 
Force, Lt. Gen. Jose Reyes. Amatong is survived 
by his wife, Arlene Balbanero Amatong, daughter 
of the late Brig. Gen. Pedro Balbanero, Class of 
1957, and a son, Ian Kyle. 

Three weeks ago, old friends from Jakarta days 
gathered for the wedding of Kartini Alampay and 
Richie Ladrido, children of Jing and Girlie Alam- 
pay, and Eugenio and Estela Ladrido. Kartini, only 
daughter of Jing and Girlie, is named after one of 
Indonesia's leading female figures in its struggle. 
for independence and development, a reflection of 
the many years spent by the Alampay family in 
that great and beautiful land.

DOMENICA Idwa, 26, is a teacher and girls’ ad- 
visor in a refugee school in northern Uganda. 
She is also one of the thousands of refugees 
from the Sudan who, despite the end of formal 
hostilities in their homeland, are still hesitant 
about crossing the border and starting lives 
anew there. 

“The men are saying they are going to im- 

‘African culture’ when we go back to 
says Domenica. "But that culture has 
gone with its time. 

“We are not going to leave our human rights 
in Uganda,” she says firmly. “We are going to 
stand strong. We are not going to let ourselves 
down and we are going to encourage the wom- 
en who stayed in South Sudan to come up." 

Inan article in the magazine Refugees, pub- 
lished by the United Nations High Commis- 
sioner for Refugees, Kitty McKinsey writes of 
the many difficulties that returning refugees 
face in South Sudan, 

“Women, particularly those who sought 
refuge in Uganda and Kenya, have had oppor- 
tunities for education and community leader- 
ship during their exile that they never would 
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have had in Sudan's traditional culture,” 
writes McKinsey. 

But clashes between traditionalists in the 
homeland and new arrivals, who have been ex- 
posed to new knowledge or new ways while 

ing away on exile for over a decade, are not 
the only concerns of the refugees waiting to 
cross over. 

For many, their biggest fear is the land 

mines that are scattered all over Southern Su- 
dan, and the firearms that have proliferated 
and have turned the area into an arena of vio- 
Тепсе. 
AFTER 11 years in exile in Uganda, Victoria Sti- 
ma, 32, says she would love to take her two sons 
and two daughters home. But, she still harbors 
fears of what a homecoming would bring. "I 
heard from people that Sudan is already okay, but 
there are land mines," she says. “If go to collect 
firewood, I could step on a land mine and die. Its 
difficult for me to go there from outside. 1 don't 
know where the land mines are." 

Domenica herself voices concerns about the 
land mines. “Health care, water and education 
might be put in place in South Sudan,” she tells 
McKinsey, “but the most essential thing is if there. 
are no land mines. This causes us fear going to cut 
building materials or cultivating land. De-mining 
is really the most important thing.” 

Indeed, McKinsey notes that “unexploded ord- 
nance, unmapped land mines and small caliber 
weapons—the legacy of wars that have torment- 
td Sudan for 27 ofthe last 40 years are among 
the chief obstacles preventing some 550,000 
refugees and 4 million people displaced within 
Sudan from returning to the south of the country, 


even after the...peace accord.” 

The painful legacy of Sudan's wars has hit 
ome for the family of Patrick Gonda, who was а 
teenager who loved swimming and playing foot- 
ball when he returned to Sudan with Nis parents 
and siblings. A few months after their return, 
however, Patrick and a friend found a shiny 120 
mm anti-aircraft artillery shell not far from their 
home. "As they carried the unfamiliar object 
home,” writes McKinsey, "it slipped from their 
hands and exploded with a thunderous blast that 
was heard for miles around, and shredded large 
trees some distance from the bomb crater.” 
SURROUNDED by women sitting silently on 
mats on the ground, mourning the loss of 
Patrick, his father Ben pleads for outsiders “to 
do more to make sure other families don’t 
have to go through his agony.” 

“People should go to the schools and tell 
them what bombs are,” he says passionately. 
“They should tell the newcomers because they 
have no way of knowing about these bombs." 

Such an effort is urgent and necessary. In 
South Sudan these days, notes McKinsey, 
young people dismantle unexploded bombs to 
use the metal components as rings and 
bracelets. Others sell the bombs to local black- 
smiths as scrap metal. 

Filipino children and even adults dying or 
losing limbs to mines and unexploded bombs, 
some of them of World War Il vintage, regular- 
ly figure in local news. Indeed, so common 
have these incidents become that they're no 
longer headline material, though notable 
enough to make it even on early evening news- 
casts. 

But there are no exact figures on how many 
land mines and other explosives are buried ог 
have been dumped, especially in Mindanao 
where decades of conflict have turned the 
fields into literally “killing” fields. 

Indeed, what an irony that explosives and. 
mines used in "wars of liberation" ostensibly 
for the good of the masses end up maiming 
and killing the same people in whose name 
wars are fought. 


Pacquiao: the trade in images 


THE WORD "PAKYAW" APPEARS IN MANY OF 
our dialects. It means “wholesale,” though its 
rarely used as a family name. The family of Man- 
пу, our boxing champion, spells it Pacquiao,” the 
Latin/Italian form that the 16th century voyager 
Pigafetta rendered the word he first heard in our 
islands. The word could have originated from the 
early Chinese traders. 

As trade on our shores began to flourish, some 
people became known as wholesalers. These 
traders bought entire lots from a source and sold 
them to retailers. In time, the word acquired sec- 
ondary meanings. Pakyaw also refers to а con- 
tract to do a whole project for a fixed price within 
a specified period. Manny's forbears may have 
been among the first handymen who combined 
personal skill with a dash of entrepreneurship. 
Certainly, his performance at Las Vegas last week 
‘would have delighted his ancestors. It was а clean 
job, done with precision, and completed before 
the specified time. It made every Filipino proud. 

The same word, however, kept ringing in my 
mind last Friday evening as I watched the coun- 
пуз biggest politician, Gloria Macapagal-Arroyo, 
sing and dance on stage with a crop of achievers 
that included Manny Pacquiao, Miss Internation- 
al Precious Lara Quigaman, medalists from the 
recent SEA Games, and exemplars of hon- 
esty—Grade 6 pupil Cristina Bugayong and Po- 
lice Senior Insp. Dominador Arevalo. It was as ifa 
lever merchant had put on display a harvest of 
talent, achievement and virtue. 

There is, of course, nothing wrong with the 
head of state personally congratulating citizens 
who bring honor to the nation. It is to be expected 
even more in a society that has gone through re- 
Jentless demoralization. Ms Arroyo did what was 
right by phoning Pacquiao and Quigaman mi 
utes after they were declared winners. On their 
return, she welcomed them into Malacafiang and 
personally feted them. These are appropriate offi- 
cial celebrations of individual prowess. 

Ошу a thin line, however, separates celebration 
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from exploitation. Ms Arroyo, the political en- 
trepreneur, has made it a habit to wrap herself їп 
the medals and crowns of the individuals she ap- 
plauds. What she lacks she seeks to acquire by as- 
sociation. She basks in the brilliance of Manny Pac- 
quiao's decisive victory, as if that would dispel the 
darkness that surrounds her presidency. She draws 
from the clarity of young Cristina Bugayong's basic 
honesty as if, by some magic of association, that 
‘would erase all doubts about her own integrity. 

‘The more her legitimacy is challenged, the more 
she resorts to riding on other people's positive im- 
ages. No other president of this country, in my rec- 
ollection, has, for example, been more publicly 
“prayed over” by all kinds of religious leaders than 
Ms Arroyo. 1 am told that most of these are solicit- 
ed benedictions, received fulsomely by her for the 
benefit of the cameras. It is disgusting. In this man- 
ner are many innocent events used as messages in 
political communication. 

We cannot fault Manny Pacquiao or Precious 
Lara Quigaman for the way Malacafiang exploits 
them. They can always refuse to mouth lines that. 
sound faintly political, but they are not responsi- 
ble for the manner in which the state celebrates 
their achievements. Perhaps, even the bishops 
don’t have much of a choice when faced with a re- 
quest to bless someone who seeks grace. 

But other people do. Two friends I respect and 
admire—former UP president Jose М Abueva and 
former Supreme Court Chief Justice Hilario б. 
Davide Jr.—had a choice, but both opted to lend 
their names and reputations to a politician who 
has done the greatest damage to the nation's in- 


sticutions and who continues to govern on the ba- 
sis of a questionable mandate. Dr. Abueva did so 
by accepting an appointment as chairman of the. 
Consultative Commission to draft amendments 
to the Constitution. And Justice Davide did so by 
accepting an assignment as Presidential Adviser 
for Electoral Reforms. 

T have tried to understand Dr. Abueva's decision 
as something that, perhaps, transcends the politi- 
cal issues of any given moment. His intentions are 
no doubt pure. He has been an advocate of federal- 
ism, and he may have seen in his appointment the 
perfect opportunity to place the federal idea on the 
national agenda. But in so doing, he has found 
himself shepherding a project that is clearly in- 
tended to solve the short-term political problems 
of the incumbent president. I cringe each time Isee 
Dr. Abueva beside Ms Arroyo in a photo. This is not 
how I imagine a distinguished academic career to 
end: asa prop to a moribund presidency. 

1 feel the same way about Chief Justice Da- 
vide's acceptance of his new role as presidential 
adviser. It breaks my heart. Of the many non-in- 
stirutional offices invented by past administra- 
tions, that of the presidential adviser is the most 
dubious. At best, it is a usurpation of existing in- 
stitutional functions. At worst, it serves as a 
mechanism for political payback, a half-way sta- 
tion for favored individuals on their way to better 
destinations. Davide has taken on a job worth do- 
ing but impossible to do while Ms Arroyo is pre 
dent. Can something be more difficult to imagine 
than electoral reforms under a President who has 
single-handedly wrecked what remains of the 
Commission on Elections? He must know that Ms 
Arroyo wants him not so much for what he can 
do, but for what he represents in the minds of 
those who admire him.

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MUCH HAS BEEN SAID ABOUT MANNY PACQUIAO. HIS 
children have been interviewed at а rate more frequent than 
Thalia of teleserye fame was during her publicity tour; and 
his hapless mother has been repeatedly interrogated on the 
secrets of successful parenthood: “Suportahan ninyo anak 
ninyo kung saan sila masaya, kung hindi, baka hindi kayo 
maging milyonaryo.” 

It has come to a point that hearing of Manny yet again on 
primetime news 
(singing his boxof- 
fice hit, along with 
the grinning, lyrics- 
lutching President) 
or the mention of 
him now results in 
resigned moans 
from everyone but 
the most diehard 
fan. There are dozens of commentaries, specials, articles and 
reports that raise Pacquiao from the level of Ninoy Aquino's 
pedestal to one that’s slightly above the Pope's. 

Fair warning: this is going to be one of them. 

Early last Sunday, 1 sat through all 12 rounds of an under- 
card bout and what must have been five dozen million-peso 
commercials, patiently waiting for the much-touted Pac- 
quiao-Morales rematch. I was already at the point where I 
‘was half-convinced of the superiority of Darlington socks 
(and the power of Alaxan) when I heard excited screams 
erupting from the apartment unit in the building across 
mine. My housemate and I bounced up from the couch and 
raced to the windows. I nearly fell off the window craning 
my neck, but all we saw were faint shadows through the cur- 
tains—and a satellite dish. 

We spent the next 20 minutes telling each other that no, 
what we were watching couldn't possibly be a delayed tele- 
cast, the networks couldn't be that cruel; but our neighbors 
(end what sounded like the whole of the UP cheering squad) 
were squealing Morales’ and Pacquiao's names with heartfelt 
fervor to the tune of the noise rising from more than 14,000 
fans in the Las Vegas arena. 

Needless to say, I spent the next two hours banging my 
head on the linoleum, plotting half a dozen ways of how to 
get ourselves invited next door (ranging from sugary smiles 
and batted eyelashes to “Excuse me, do you think our cat got 
into your apartment?”).

So I picked up the “Snow White" Be- 
tamax tape, and for the first and last time in my life, hit the 
target where I aimed. The memory of my brothers bloody 
тозе attests to the fact that cartoons do induce violence in 
children. 

That being said, sweaty, half-naked men trying to pound 
each other into a pulp have never held that much of an inter- 
est for me (unless the half-naked man happens to be Johnny 
Depp in swimwear). 

“Two minutes into the first round, 1 was bouncing around 
оп my bare feet, punching the air and wincing with each hit 
that landed on Pacquiao. By the second round, I was out for 
blood. 1 wanted Morales crushed, maimed and broken. 1 
wanted to see that gorgeous Mexican face connect to the 
business end of a boxing glove. 1 wanted him on the ground 
begging for mercy. 

Tt didn't help that I couldn't figure out what was going on. 
1 mean, sure, if one of them fell to his knees, Г know who 
was winning. But if they just kept pounding away, how was a 
girl supposed to know who pounded better? Since I didn't 
‘want to be left out, and I figured the people in the Thomas 
and Mack Center knew what they were doing, when they 
cheered, I cheered. When they gasped, 1 gasped. When they 
booed the referee, by God, I booed with the best of them. 1 
thought it was a pretty good system. I only accidentally 
cheered for Morales once. 

We received several text messages, all of which we ended 
up reading out loud in spite of resolutions to wait out the 
game to the bloody end. Another pal, who was camped out 
‘on the couch and chomping on chicken, called out a message 
from someone who claimed to be watching the game. 
“Morales won,” he read. I felt my face begin to crumple. “It’s 
on CNN already. Congratulations to the champion Morales,” 
he paused, "New president of Bolivia.” 

By round seven, I had declared myself an expert at the 
sport. "Morales is getting weaker,” 1 said with the authority 
of someone who has never seen a boxing match in her life be- 
fore.

‘We may be the second most dismaying country in Asia, 
and we may be in а position to claim to have the craziest pol- 
ities this side of the world, but for that single point in history 
that moment when a red boxing glove sent a strong man on 
his knees, we were the proudest. If ever the one they call the 
greatest fighter in Philippine history deigns to glance 
through this column, I want one thing known. 

My kid is going to be a boxer. (And I'm going to be a mil- 
lionaire.)

S LARGE AS THE DIRECT 
costs—current and future—are, 
the macro-economic consequences 
may even be several times larger. There are 
at least three major sources of macro-eco- 
nomic consequences: (a) the increase in 
the přice of oil; (b) the increase in defense 
expenditures; and (c) the increased insecu- 
rity that has followed from the way the war 
has been pursued. 
їп ascertaining the magnitude of these. 
miacro-economic effects, there is a standard 
problem: the counterfactual, what would 
the world have looked like, but for the war 
in rag. 


Security 

The bombings in Madrid and London 
have only exacerbated a growing sense of 
insecurity, Would matters have been even 
worse had there been no war? 

‘One of the stated objectives of the war 
was to enhance the sense of security (to 
make sure that the war on terrorism was 
fought there.) It is conceivable that the 
Middle East would have been even more 
unstable than it is today. But especially on 
the basis of what we know today—Iraq did 
not have weapons of mass destruction, and 
itdid not have the capacity to develop them 
quickly—this seems unlikely, Contrary to 
the assertions before the war by the admin- 
istration, Iraq (with its highly secular 
regime) was not working with al-Qaida, 
and was hot a training ground for insurgen- 
су. Unfortunately, the disorder that has fol- 
lowed the war has provided a place where 
such training is going on today. 

‘The costs of this insecurity are potential- 
уйше. 

(8) Individuals are risk averse, and there 
is thus a direct quantifiable cost associated 
‘with the increase in risk. 

(b) The response to Security threats has 
ееп to create significant barriers to the free 
Пом of people, goods and services. The ad- 
ministration champions ће virtues of free 
trade and the benefits from lowering trade 
barriers, even when those barriers are already 
low. But increased border security (including 
airport security, the reporting and registration 
requirements ofthe bioterrorism act, etc. are 
trade barriers; not only are there direct costs 
associated with administering these security 
measures, there can be significant macro-eco- 
nomic effects ofthe reduced flow of goods and 
services. A special category of costs is associat- 
ей with the significantly reduced flow of stu- 
dents to the US, especially in areas of science 
and technology, where we have become very 
dependent on these "imports" 

(c) Increased risk is bad for business; it low- 
ers investment, and over the long run thus has 
supply side as well as demand side effects. 

Calculating these costs—and particular, 
the incremental costs associated with the 
Пад war (beyond the costs which would 
otherwise be associated with the war on 
terrorism)—is sufficiently dificult and 
problematic that we do not provide any es- 
timates here. But it means that the num- 
bers reported below almost surely underes- 
timate the total macro-economic effects.

Some of the remarks of those in the 
‘administration seem to suggest that it may 
have even been a factor driving the country 
to war. Larry Lindsey, President George W 
Bush's economic advise is reported to have 
said, “the best way to keep oil prices in check 

a short, successful war on iraq” 

"The higher price of oil brings costs and 
benefits. Profits of the oil companies have 
increased enormously. It is the one group 
(besides certain defense contractors) that 
has clearly benefited from the war. Here, 
ме are concemed with the costs to the 
overall economy of these high oil prices. 

First, however, we have to ascertain to 
what extent has the increased price (from 
$25 barrel before the war to around $50 to- 
day—ignoring the spike associated with Kat- 
rina when prices rose to $60) been a result of 
the war itself. Again, the question is, what is 
the counterfactual? What would the price 
have been had there been no war? To what 
extent is the rise in price due to the war, and 
to what extent is it due to other factors? 

‘Futures markets provide some insight. Be- 
foje the war, they were forecasting that oil 
prices remain in the range that they had been, 
$20 t0 $30. Futures markets take into account 
growth in demands іп China and elsewhere аз 
‘well аз changes in supply. They do so on the 
basis of business as usual," that is, on the basis 
that nothing out of the ordinary happens. The 
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war in Iraq was the most notable event, and it 
is hard to identify any other which can be giv- 
en as much credit for significant change in de- 
mand or supply (apart from Katrina). Some 
might blame the high demand for oil from 
China. But China has had two decades of ro- 
bust growth, and its growth in 2004 was 
stronger than many market analysts had antic 
ipated earlier; but global growth in 2005 (of 
around 4 percent) is clearly not particularly 
unusual. Markets are supposed to anticipate 
and respond to changes in demand by increas- 
ing supply. Errors in one year are quickly cor- 
rected in the next. 

‘What is striking is that present prices are 
significantly higher than what most analysts 
believe is the long-run price, and futures mar- 
ets expect that such prices will persist for at 
least another two years. That is, costs of ex- 
traction in Iraq (apart бот the security con- 
cems), Saudi Arabia, and elsewhere in the 
Middle East are much lower than $40, and at 
$40 there are many alternative sources (shale, 
tar sands) with a large supply elasticity The 
question is, why has there not been this nor- 
‘mal supply response. We suggest that the war 
in Iraq provide the critical explanation. 


Plummeting production 

Had there been no war, and had price in- 
creased, the international community could 
have allowed Iraq to expand production, and 
this would have brought down the price. Bur 
itis more likely that production elsewhere, in- 
duding and especially elsewhere in the Mid- 
dle East, would have increased. The instabili- 
ty in the Middle East, which has been brought 
about by the Iraq war has increased the risk of 
investing in that region; but because costs of 
extraction are so much lower than elsewhere, 
it has not provided a commensurate supply 
response elsewhere. If stability is restored, 
then prices will fall, and these investments 
elsewhere would turn a los. 

їп addition, there is the fact that ой pro- 
duction in iraq has plummeted since the 
war. The insurgency has sabotaged refining. 
capacity and truck drivers have refused to 
transport oil from the north, due to the 
threat of insurgents. 

"Though we believe, accordingly, that the 
best estimate of the cost of rag on ой prices 
isa very large proportion of the $25 a bar- 
rel or more increase in the price of oil (and 
looking forward, we can extrapolate this. 
cost for the next rwo years), we provide а 
conservative calculation based on the as- 
sumption that only two percent of that 
amount—$5—is due to iraq. In our moder- 
ate estimate, we assume $10 is due to гас. 

Given US imports of roughly 4.75 to 5.0 
billion barrels a year, a S5-perd 
crease translates into an extra expenditure 
‘of approximately $25 billion ($10 would be 
$50 billion). Americans are, in a sense, 
poorer by that amount. 

‘Assuming that a $5-price Increase persists 
for five years, this generates a conservative 
estimate of $125 billion. For our moderate es- 
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$18 trillion when direct expenditures 
($750 billion), including higher oil prices, are added.

Global income and price effects 

“The value of national income is affected by 
the prices of other goods the country imports 
or exports, and these too can indirectly be af- 
fected by the increase in the price of ol. If, for 
instance, a global increase in the price of oil 
leads to a decrease in the price of other com- 
modities (because of а global slowdown), 
then America is thereby better off. 

"There may be some commodities that the 
United States exports in which it has market 
power In that case, we take firms as setting 
the price of exports to maximize profits. An ой 
price shock lowers income of buyers of Amer- 
ican products, shifting the demand curve over 
to the left. The income effect (at least for a 
small perturbation) i just the change їп prof- 
its at the old price. f markets are fairly com- 
petitive, the effect is small, but especially in 
areas of the new economy where markups 
are large, the losses in income can be signifi- 
cant. We have not, however, directly tried to 
‘estimate the magnitude of these effects. 

Most macro-economic analyses, however, 
assume that there are more than just these 
(neoclassical or) supply side effects. This is 
especially important when the economy is 
operating below full employment. We noted 
that with the increase in oil prices, Ameri- 
‘cans are poorer; they have that much less to 
spend on other goods—including goods 
made in the United States. 


Counterfactuals 

The net effect depends on the macro- 
economic state of the world and how policy 
makers respond. If the economy is already 
їп a world in which there is excess supply 
(demand constrained), then we need to fo- 
cus on how monetary and fiscal authorities 
respond to stimulate demand. Ifthe есопо- 
my were in a state of excess demand, then 
the dampening of demand would lower i 
flationary pressure, but would leave output 
largely unaffected. Unfortunately, the post 
Iraq war world is one in which there has 
been excess supply (demand constrained 
output) in all of the major economies. 

‘Monetary policy response is determined 
by two оеп factors. The ой price in- 
crease generates some inflationary pressures, 
and especially among central banks focusing 
‘on inflation, this leads to higher interest rates, 
exacerbating the slowdown of the economy. 
On the other hand, if central banks focus on 
aggregate demand and unemployment, it is 
‘conceivable that monetary policy could offset 
the adverse effects of ofl price increases. If 
they fully offset the effect, then the only effect 
‘would be the transfer effect described earlier. 

Fiscal policy typically does not adjust 
quickly enough to stabilize the economy (and 
the effect of built-in automatic stabilizers is 


through high oil prices. Stiglitz and Bilmes estimate that $5 to $10 of the cost of a bar- 
rel of crude is due to Iraq. 

They argue that military spending on Iraq would have contributed more to econom- 
ic growth in the US if the outlays had gone instead to more productive investments like 
education, research and infrastructure. 

By spending an amount less than the direct expenditures on the war, the US also 
could have fulfilled its commitment to provide 0.7 percent of its GDP to help develop- 
ing countries. Stiglitz and Bilmes say that the amount “could have made an enormous 
difference, for the better, to the well-being of billions today living in poverty. We could 
have had a Marshall Plan for the Middle East, or the developing countries, that might 
actually have succeeded in winning the hearts and minds of those in the Middle East.”

reflected in the multipliers discussed below). 
Again, there are two effects. For countries 
‘with fixed expenditures, then the increase in 
the oil price means that there is less to be 
spent on domestic goods, and that exerts а 
downward effect on the economy. On the oth- 
er hand, for countries running active counter- 
cyclical fiscal polices, the slowdown in the 
economy could be offset by such policies. 

With Europe's Central Bank focusing on 
inflation, фе higher inflation resulting 
from higher energy prices most likely con- 
tributed to higher interest rates than they 
otherwise would have been, and thus а fur- 
ther weakening of the economy. 


Japan 

In Japan, with interest rates close to zero 
in any case and fiscal policy stretched to its 
limits, probably lite policy response can 
beattibuted to the oil price increase. 

‘The United States is the mos problematic. 
It appears that fiscal policy has not been 
desc related to the shor run cylcal state 
ofthe economy (The worsening of the fiscal 
Position of the United States may have con- 
tributed othe resolve by some moderate Re- 
publican not to cut taxes or expand expen 
Tares as much as they otherwise would have 
done In this sense, the ой price increase has 
probably had a negative effect on cyclical fis- 
cal policy, i.e. the multipliers are larger than. 
they would be if scal authorities took a"neu- 
tral" stance.) So too for monetary policy: the 
increased inflationary pressure from the high 
oil prices would, if anything, led to a tighten- 
ingof monetary policy in response to the high 
cil price, leading to a larger multiplier 

We have not carried out a full global gen- 
eral equilibrium analysis, but rely instead on 
results of standard macro-economic models. 
These suggest an “oil multiplier" of around 
1.5 (achieved over two years). Thus, assum- 
ing that the economy remains below its po- 
tential over the period of analysis, and fo- 
Tusing on the total impact (not the timing), 
four conservative estimate & increased t0 
$167 bilion, and our more reasonable esti- 
mate to $450 billion. These models, too, 
have no feedback rom exports. 

Some studies, however, obtain much 
larger results. The 1! models yield re- 
sults with longer lags, but with full effects 
that are almost four times as large. 

‘One of the standard studies, that of Hamil- 
ton, estimates that in the pas а 10-percen 
increase in the price of oil has been associated 


with a 1.4-percent decrease in GDP A $5 in- 
crease in the price of ой thus implies a lower- 
ing of GDP by 2.8 percent, or approximately 
($300 billion) per year that ой prices remain. 
at that level. А five-year price rise would gen- 
erate costs of $1.5 trillion. Hamilton's analy- 
sis is consistent with an oil price multiplier 
that is much larger than the earlier studies. 


Stock market, housing 

Higher ой prices and higher interest rates 
to which the oil prices give rise also have ef- 
fects on asset values. To the extent that these 
effects are greater than just the current year 
effects on profits, they suggest a persistence 
of the consequences that our previous analy- 
sis did not fully take into account, and the ex- 
istence of large non-linearities. This is evident , 
inthe industries that are particularly sensitive 
то ой prices, like the airline industry, where 
many firms face the prospect of bankruptcy. 

"The surge in corporate profits in the last 
couple of years has not been accompanied 
by an increase in stock prices of the magni- 
tude that would have been expected. 
Robert Wescott estimates that the value of 
the stock market is some $4 trillion less 
than would have been predicted on the ba- 
sis of past performance. Assuming that the 
major factor contributing to that is the in- 
crease in oil prices, and that 20 percent of 
that increase in ой prices is due to Iraq leads 
тоа cost of some $800 billion. This is sever- 
al times the increase in the direct energy 
costs over ће next few years. 

Uncertainty about future oil prices also 
has a dampening effect on investment. 
Firms do not know what technology is ap- 
proptiate for the economic environment 
that will prevail, and respond to that uncer- 
tainty by postponing investment. This has 
both an effect on aggregate demand and 
aggregate supply in the short run, 


Concluding remarks 

The most important things in life—like 
life itself—are priceless. But that doesn't 
mean that topics like defense, involving the 
preservation of our way of life and the pro- 
fection of life itself, should not be subject to 
cool, hard analysis of the kind for which 
economics has long earned a reputation. 

Tf Congress had been informed of the 
range of costs, perhaps if it had been told 
that the costs might exceed a half trillion, 
ог a tillion dollars, perhaps, in the end, it 
‘would have made the same decision. But 
perhaps it would have been a bit more cau- 
tious in making that decision, looked a lit 
Че harder at the evidence, thought differ- 
ently about how best to conduct the war. 

‘Americans could, and should have asked, 
“Are there ways of spending that money that 
would have enhanced our long гип well-be- 
ing—and perhaps even our security. more? 
‘Take the conservative estimate ofa milion dol- 
Jars. Half that sum would have put social secu- 
rity on a firm grounding for the next 75 years. 
Ifwe spent even a small fraction of the remain 
дег on education and research, iis likely our 
‘economy would be in a far stronger position. If 
some of the money spent on research were de- 
voted to alternative energy technologies, or to 
providing further incentives for conservation, 
We would be less dependent on ой, and there- 
by more secure; and the lower prices of oil that 
would result would have obvious implications 
for the financing of some of the current threats 
to America's security 

‘While we may not know what causes ter 
rorism, clearly the desperation and despair 
that comes from the poverty that is rife in 
о much of the Third World has the poten- 
tial of providing a fertile feeding ground. 
For sums less than the direct expenditures 
оп the war, we could have fulfilled our 
commitment to provide 0.7 percent of our 
GDP to help developing countries—money 
that could have made an enormous differ- 
ence, for the better, to the well-being of bi- 
lions today living in poverty. We could have 
had a Marshall Plan for the Middle Fast, or 
the developing countries, that might actu- 
ally have succeeded in winning the hearts 
and minds of those in the Middle Fast. 

What is dear is that the administration's 

original estimates were strikingly low. Would 
the American people have had а different atti- 
tude toward going to war had they known the 
total cost? Would they have thought that there 
might be better ways of advancing the cause of 
democracy or even protecting. themselves 
against an attack, that would cost but a fiac- 
tion of these amounts? In the end, we may 
have decided that a trillion dollars spent on 
the war in Iraq was better than all of these al- 
tematives. But at least it would have been а 
more infomied decision than the one that was 
made. And recognizing the risks, we might 
have conducted the war in a manner different 
from the way we did.

DINGALAN, AURORA—AS TRO- 
pical Depression “Agaton’”s rains 
fell on this town on Monday, Nil- 
da and Gerry Jimenez sat alert 
near their stone stove, waiting for 
coffee to boil. 

Past the door, their daughter-in-law, clutch- 
ing her year-old baby, stood on alert for signs of 
landslides that the couple was watching out for: 

Five meters to the right of their house, which 
was half-buried by mud, were tons of boulders 
waiting to be washed out in Barangay Paltic. 

From a distance loomed Mt. Mingan, from 
where Typhoon "Winnie"s rains unleashed 
the mud, stones and logs on Nov. 23, 2004. 

Down far south, water at the coast of the 
Pacific Ocean was milky brown. Gerry said 
this meant it was discolored by the eroded 
‘mountain soil. 

Like Gerry, other fishermen did not sail out 
and kept guard over their families. 

“We planned to leave when the rains get 
worse," Gerry, 45, said. 

“Kakaba-kaba pa rin (There's still fear)," 
Nilda said, She said she always had a bag of 
clothes and blankets ready in case the situa- 
tion forced them to leave.

Government geologists in March last year 
deemed the foothill village uninhabitable due 
to the risks of landslides and flash floods. 

Gerry said there was little option for them. 
Ошу those whose houses were washed out or 
buried were in the priority list of the local 
government's relocation program. This policy 
shut them out of the assistance. 

Gerry said his family could not move to the 
resettlement sites because jobs were not easi- 
ly available there. In between fishing, Nilda 
and Gerry also gathered tree trunks to turn in- 
to charcoal. 

The couple built a hut in Barangay 
Caragsakan, one of the highest peaks in the 
town, and that is where they go when heavy 
rains pour. 

For their safety, they rely on reading na- 
шге signs. Among those that they watch out 
for are continuous heavy rains, a blastlike 
sound indicating that soil has collapsed, and 
thick, soil-laden water flowing in the town’s 
rivers and streams. 

Mayor Jaime Ylarde called the Paltic resi- 
dents “hard-headed,” but said he understood 
why they chose to return. 

Lack of resources, Ylarde said, limits the lo- 
cal government's response. 

"The national government has tried to re- 
duce the threats in Paltic. The Department of 
Public Works and Highways has funneled P15 
million in congressional funds for dredging 
and flood control at the Langawan and Paltic 
rivers and Subsub creek.

for chancellor of the Mindanao State University-lligan 
Institute of Technology (MSU-IIT) in Iligan City when they 
were presented to the school constituency on Wednesday. 


‘Two weeks ago, about 300 of them. 
wore red clothes to symbolize their de- 
mand for the reappointment of the cur- 
rent chancellor, Prof. Marcelo Salazar 
суеп as the MSU Systems! Board of Re- 
gents (MSU-BOR) started its search for 
the next chief executive of the institute. 

There have been talks that certain 
people, using their political connec- 
tions, are craving to become Salazar's 
successor, and the situation could 
erupt into big trouble if mishandled. 

"This is at the heart of our struggle 
to retain Chancellor Salazar,” Dr. 
Rhodora Englis, presidént of the fac- 
ulty union, said. 

Salazar has been occupying the post 
їп a holdover capacity since his five- 
year term expired on June 21, 2005. 


Track record 

As early as March last yeas the faculty 
union has strongly endorsed his reten- 
tion, citing his good track record in man- 
aging the institute. Tt cited the MSU 
Code of Governance, which stipulated 
that a chancellor ofan autonomous cam- 
pus “shall serve for a term of five years 
‘without prejudice to reappointment.” 

On May 9, 2005, Salazar wrote Dr. 
Carlito Puno, then chair of the Com- 
mission on Higher Education (CHEd) 
and chair of the MSU-BOR, submit- 


ting himself for reappointment. 

He stressed his “desire to finish on- 
going projects to maintain [the] lead- 
ership of the institute in science and 
technology education in the Visayas 
and Mindanao. and to embark on 
more resource-generating research 
and development undertakings.” 

His reappointment, Salazar said, 
must be premised on the continuing 
support of the IIT community and ап 
above-average evaluation of his per- 
formance by the MSU president. 

In the institute's history, a prece- 
dent was set when Dr. Camar Umpa 
was retained as chancellor in the mid- 
1990s and later became MSU Sys- 
tems president. 


Emotional 

The chancellorship has been an 
emotional issue for many faculty 
members. 

Englis recalled their experience іп 
the late 1980s when they opposed a 
BOR decision to install "an outsider” as 
chief executive. "We might have been 
‘caught flat-footed like before,” Englis 
said as she disclosed the union's prepa- 
rations as early as February last year, 

Englis said the members were 
alarmed by the prospect of the IIT be- 
ing led by someone who could have 
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been appointed because of political 
backing and not merit. 

"Having spent the best years of our 
life here,” they want a say on who 
should be their leader, she said. 

Dean Melvin Roscom of student af- 
fairs, who has been with the institute. 
for 37 years, said the chancellorship 
“must be given to people who dedi- 
cated themselves tothelIT.” ў 

їс “might fall into the hands ‘of 
those whose interests may not be the 
IIT's interest,” he said. 

Roscom said "we have transcended 
the stage when we have our personal 
agendas” as basis for their current 
stand on the chancellorship issue.

From the ranks 

Salazar rose from the ranks, which 
could explain why his reappointment 
as chancellor is widely supported. A 
graduate of mechanical engineering, 
cum laude, of the the MSU in Marawi 
City in the early 1970s, he obtained a 
master’s degree in management from 
the Asian Institute of Management. 

The first "insider" chancellor, 
Salazar is credited: for the achieve- 
ments of the IIT as a center of excel- 
lence in four basic science disci- 
plines—the only school outside 
Metro Manila with such stature, ac- 
cording to the faculty union. 

The IIT is also a center for develop- 
mentinsix engineering disciplines, From 
a technical institue in the late 19605, itis 
now among the top engineering schools. 
in the country, with a 90-percent passing 
average in the board exams.

From high school dropout 
to world-class inventor

"The stench of unburned fuel was gone," he 
recalled after testing the device on his own. 
jeep. He also noticed a welcome side effect: 
he was saving on gasoline. 

Planas got his fist award for his invention 
the following year after gathering enough tes- 
timonials to present it before President Ferdi- 
nand Marcos. 

But because gasoline cost only a few cen- 
tavos during the Martial Law years, it did not 
get enough attention. 

1а the next three decades, he managed to 
sell only 500 units of his device. But Planas 
said he was not discouraged. 

He claimed to have turned 
down numerous million-dollar of- 
fers for his invention from compa- 
nies abroad. 

"1 told them no amount of mori? 
ey would change my mind. Our 
country would lose much more if I 
sell the device,” Planas said. 

His luck started to change in 2003, when 
gasoline prices started to go up. 


Best device invented 

His invention was chosen as the Outstand- 
ing Invention in 2003, an award which was 
presented by President Macapagal-Arroyo. 

With the help of businessman Jerry Acuzar 
who agreed to be his partner, Planas said he 
built a building for the manufacture of his de- 
vice, which he renamed as the Khaos Super 
‘Turbo Charger after the Greek goddess of air. 

‘Since then, he has sold thousands of his in- 
vention, which costs P6,500 each. 

But his happiness is not complete yet. 
‘There is the sad reality that there are still hun- 
dreds of Filipino inventors, whose intelli- 
gence and dreams have been ignored, if not 
wasted, by the lack of government support. 

“The government should support our in- 
ventors,” Planas said. 


FOR A MAN WHO NEVER FINISHED HIGH 
school, 68-year-old Pablo Planas has come а 
long way. 

“I enrolled in high school. But I stopped af- 
ter two months. I never enjoyed going to 
school,” he told the INQUIRER. 

His fingers, most of which are adorned 
with precious stones, and the awards he has 
received here and abroad, speak of what sim- 
ple logic and a keen sense of smell have 
brought to this man. 

Planas is the inventor of the Khaos Super 
Turbo Charger, a gas-saving device for cars 
which promises 15 to 50 percent 
savings in gasoline and а 35 per- 
cent increase in engine power. 

i Though some local motorists 
groups have called his invention а 

“fraud,” he is undaunted. 

"The (increase in gasoline 

1 prices) was the best thing that ever happened 

© toour device. We started getting many orders, 

2 even from foreign countries," Planas said. 

The young Planas worked as a jeepney 
driver in San Juan until he managed to buy 

"' his own passenger jeeps in his early 20s.

Born out of irritation 

His invention was to be born just years lat- 
er, out of a simple irritation: the smoke emit- 
ted by his passenger jeep was offensive to his 
nostrils. 

Using his basic knowledge of automotive 
and years of enduring the stench, Planas theo- 
rized that the foul odor could have come from 
unburned fuel. 

Not enough air was going into the engine, 

{ leaving some fuel unburned, turning the un- 
* burned fuel into pollutants, emitting the an- 
noying odor, he explained. 

In 1973, Planas came up with a device to 
allow the right amount of air into the engine

YOUNGSTERS IN TROUBLE WITH 
the law do not often get another 
chance but at the Molave Youth Home, 
they get a second, even a third chance. 

Molave is a special detention cen- 
ter in Quezon City for minors. 

When 16-year-old Chester entered 
the youth center in 1997 on robbery 
charges, he thought his life was over. 
‘Months later, he realized it was actu- 
ally just beginning. 

AI he needed was a little guidance 
and attention—something he found 
in abundance а Molave. 

Like the sturdy tree it was named 
after, the jail facility enabled Chester 
to turn his life around. When he was 
released on recognizance after four 
months, he spent the next year study- 
ing computer technology and doing 
odd jobs on the side. 

‘Today, he works as a computer 
technician for an Internet company. 
He is also happily married, with two 
children. 

Chester, however, has not forgot- 
ten those who had set him on the 
right path. Every now and then, he 
visits Molave, but this time as a volun- 
teer—to tell the inmates that they, 
too, can turn their lives around. 


Shelter for youthful offenders 

Established in 1973, Molave is a fa- 
cility that provides temporary cus- 
tody and care to offenders aged be- 
tween 9 and 17, while they undergo 
trial for crimes ranging from petty 
theft to murder. 

Last year, the facility was named 
one of the 10 recipients of the Gawad 
Galing Pook awards for its pioneering 
‘work in the rehabilitation of youth of- 
fenders, as well аз their reintegration 
tosociety. ~ ~- — 

Though technically a jail secured 


by the Bureau of Jail Management 
and Penology, Molave is recognized 
by the Quezon City government more 
as a social service institution than a 
criminal detention facility. 

For this reason, Molave is under 
the administration of the city’s Social 
Services Development Department 
(SSDD). 


Inmates not prisoners 

“At Molave, we don't want the in- 
mates to feel that they are prisoners, 
but children on their way to rehabili- 
tation,” Mayor Feliciano Belmonte Jr. 
said. 

At present, Molave houses 163 
youth offenders, of whom 10 are 
girl according to Maribel Cayco, the 
citys chief of residential and rehabili 
tation division. 

Most ofthe inmates belong to low- 
income and broken families. 

Crimes against property, such as 
theft and robbery, top the list of their 
offenses. 

Located at the second floor of the. 
SSDD building just behind City Hall, 
the youth home has six dormitories 
with double-deck beds, a mess hall 
and kitchen, and a newly-constructed 
sunning facility with a basketball 
court, among other amenities. 

The youngsters start each day ear- 
ly, waking up at 5 am. followed by 
breakfast 

Then at 7 a.m., under the supervi- 
sion of the social workers, they con- 
duct a therapeutic session to talk 
about each others good and bad 
deeds the day before.

Visitation ends at 5 pum, upon 
which the youngsters begin dinner 
preparations. After eating, they as- 
semble in the living room to watch 
television.

NOW A SHADOW OF HIS OLD DEAD- 
ly self, light flyweight boxer Leopoldo 
Serantes, who won a bronze medal in 
the 1988 Seoul Olympics, is knocking at 
the door of the Philippine Sports Com- 
mission again to help him and his family 
survive the hard times. 

Serantes, whose bronze medal in 
Seoul snapped a 24-year medal drought. 
for the Philippines in the Olympics, is 
presently confined at the Victoriano Lu- 
та General Hospital suffering from lung 
abscess and pulmonary disease. 

“Only the good graces of Amateur 
Boxing Association of the Philippines 
Manny Lopez and his father former 
chair of the Philippine Sports Commis- 
sion Mel are helping us survive,” Divina, 
Serantes wife, said in an exclusive inter- 
view recently at the ABAP office inside 
the PSC building in Vito Cruz, Manila. 

The Inguner, however, leamed that 
the PSC has already given financial ав- 
sistance to Serantes several times the 
last two years. 

"We wish him (Serantes) well on his 
road to recovery. Let me stress that the 


PSC has already given his family finan- 
cial help. This, however, doesnt mean 
that we will stop helping Serantes. The 
PSCis willing to help,” PSC executive di- 
rector Guillermo Troy told the INQUIRER. 

Troy added that Bacolod Rep. Monico 
Puentevalla had also endorsed Serantes’ 
plea for help. 

The 43-year-old Serantes remains a 
member of the Philippine Army but Div- 
ina, with whom he has seven children, 
said his salary eaten up by various loans, 
isn't enough to tide them over. 

Following an asthma attack which 
nearly cost his life last November at their 
residence in Paliparan, Cavite City, Ser- 
antes was rushed to the hospital where 
he remains confined under the care of 
Captain Noel Gaurano of the AFP Medi- 
cal Center. 

Serantes bronze was the first boxing 
medal for the country since the silver of 
‘Anthony Villanueva in 1964 in Tokyo. 
The feat also ushered in the era of RP 
light fyweights in the Olympics 

Roel Velasco also won another bronze. 
in the same division in the 1992 
Barcelona Olympics before Mansueto 
"Onyok" duplicated Villanueva's feat in 
the 1996 Atlanta Olympics,

IFIT AINT BROKE, WHY FIXIT? 

In essence, this was the reaction of Rep. 
Monico Puentevella, erstwhile Philippine 
Sports Commissioner and now vice president 
of the Philippine Olympic Committee, to the 
Executive Order putting the PSC under the 
wings of the Department of Health. 

By Monday, Puentevella promised to bring 
the matter up to President Macapagal-Arroyo 
for consideration and, in behalf of the House 
of Representatives, put the controversial EO 
441 under review. 

“This executive order will have to be re- 
viewed,” said Puentevella, lamenting the 
string of woes faced by the agency. 

If Malacafiang is really bent on putting the 
PSC under a department, Puentevella said it 
should be under the Department of Educa- 
tion, which supervised RP sports for many 
years before Republic Act 6847 creating the 
sports commission was enacted in 1990. 

"Congress will make a request to PGMA 
Monday to reconsider this order and preferably 
place the PSC under the DepEd due to the im- 
portance of grassroots program, which is the 
Palarong Pambansa,” said the Bacolod solon. 

‘Already, the EO has sparked outrage not 
only from the PSC board, but also from the 
national sports associations which rued the 
confusion it would create. 

‘The EO, they said, came at a time when ev- 
erything was doing well for Philippine sports 
right after the country won the 23rd South- 
east Asian Games. 

PSC chair Butch Ramirez last Friday said he 
is willing to step down if the EO pushes 
through and the DOH takes over the PSC. 

“PSC has been doing well,” said Puentevel-

renamed Sundance Film Festival in 1991) 
Snow covered the mountains that we trav- 
eled through. Now this is winter, we thought 
with glee—not the sunny weather we left be- 
hind at the Burbank airport. As we waited in 
line for our condo key at a lodging firm's of- 
fice, actor Gael Garcia Bernal ("Y Tu Mama 
"Tambien" and "The Motorcycle Diaries," both 
acclaimed) walked in, also to pick up his key. 
“This is my third time here,” said the actor, 
who was wearing glasses and sporting long 
hair and a full beard. His film, "The Science of 
Sleep," was being premiered in Sundance. 


Great equalizer 

Gael invited us to the after-party, sheepish- 
ly revealing with a smile, "The guest list has 
grown to 800.” We thought of a Pinay friend 
їп Singapore, а Mrs. Gael Garcia Bernal inher 
fantasy, who would have hyperventilated had 
she been around. 

We dropped our luggage at the snow-blan- 
keted condo and hied off to the opening-night 
screening of “Friends with Money.” This was 
the Jennifer Aniston film that Auraeus Soli- 
to, director of the first-ever Sundance compe- 
tition entry from the Philippines, "Ang Pag- 
dadalaga ni (The Blossoming of) Maximo 
Oliveros,” missed because his flight to Salt 
Lake City from Okinawa got delayed. Na-miss 
niya tuloy si Jen, he rued when we met him 
later. If you can imagine Jennifer as a maid, 
then this film about four LA women—Jen- 
nifer, Joan Cusack, Frances McDormand 
and Catherine Keener all turned in good per- 
formances—then “Friends with Money” is for 
you. 

We hopped on a bus to the opening night 
party, complete with live bands, at the Park 
Meadows Country Club. A word about the 
buses Sundance is a great equalizer— since. 
parking spaces are scarce, almost everyone 
takes the bus (free year-round, not just during 
the fest) to the screenings and events. And be- 
cause of the freezing weather, there are no 
tuxedos and slinky gowns in sight, even at the 
parties. So most festival-goers, rich and poor, 
famous or not, are usually attired in jeans, 
Fashionistas set themselves apart with their 
hats, jackets, coats and trendy footwear. 


“Maximo” plus 2 

Friday morning, we caught the last half of 
the press and industry screening of Maximo" 
and asked folks coming out of Yarrow Hotel 
Theater 2 for their reaction (as we reported in.

PARK CITY—FOR AN EVENT ABOUT 
movies, the Sundance Film Festival has fea- 
tured a parade of musicians, from Neil Young. 
to the Beastie Boys, to offer new insight into 
singers and songs that span decades. 

‘The festival has blended traditional docu- 
mentaries such as director Lian Lunson's 
“Leonard Cohen: I'm Your Man,” in which she 
profiles the 1960s poet-singer, with an uncon- 
‘ventional film about the Beastie Boys. The 

Beasties gave 50 concert goers video cameras to 

pe one of their Madison Square Garden 
shows. 


"Heart of Gold” 

Former Police drummer Stewart Copeland 
charts his band's rise to stardom in the 1970s 
and 1980s using film he shot in “Everyone 
Stares: The Police Inside Out,” and director 
Jonathan Demme peers into ап iconic 
singer/songwriter’s soul by creating а “dream 
experience" in “Мей Young: Heart of Gold." 

Young writes and records deeply personal 
songs like “Old Man,” and he calls the film, 
which features work from his recent "Prairie 
Wind" album, a deeply personal undertaking. 

“Tt conjures up the history of my family and 
the music,” Young told Reuters in а joint inter- 
view with Demme. 

The pair said the movie was not a documen- 
tary, nor a concert film. It breaks new ground 
because each number, including hits from “Har- 
vest" and “Harvest Moon” albums, was elabo- 
rately staged at the legendary Ryman Auditori- 
um in Nashville, Tennessee. 

Asin a theatrical production, each song has a 
new setting, 

Lights come up, and Young might tell a story 
then the song would illustrate that story. 

"Seeing Neil Young expressing these lyrics 
and seeing the emotions that register on his face 
in his style of presentation is a sublime extra for 
understanding his music," Demme said. 


Audience wowed 

Sundance, held annually in this mountain 
town east of Salt Lake City is the top gathering 
for US independent film, and movies screening 
here will be among the most widely anticipated 
art house films of 2006. 

Lunson’s profile of iconic singer/songwriter 
Leonard Cohen has wowed audiences, too. For 
“Tm Your Man," the director interviewed the 
reclusive poet, as well as rock icons like Bono 
and Edge of U2 to talk about his impact on their 
music. Then, performers like Rufus Wainwright 
and Nick Cave sing his songs to show how Co- 
hen's life is reflected in his work. 

"His lyrics and poetry are so poignant and so 
beautifully deep that if young kids could listen 
to this and could be transformed by it thard be 
great," Lunson told Reuters. 

Copeland's "Everyone Stares" offers audi- 
ences a look at The Police before anybody had 
ever heard of him, bassist Sting, or guitarist 
‘Andy Summer and hits like "Can't Stand Losing 
You” were unknown. 

In those early years, Copeland filmed life be- 
hind the scenes and often the band on stage. 
What emerges is a portrait of normal guys 
transforming into rock stars until fanfare and 
isolation from real life became too hard to han- 


In 1984, The Police broke up, but contrary to 
the pop culture headlines, Copeland said they 
were always friends and remain that way today.

‘Then it was off to Stein Eriksen, a lux- 
urious lodge located mid-mountain at 
Park City’s Deer Valley Resort. Matt Di 

Ion asked us if there was a warmer desti- 
nation than the Antarctica expedition 
that was among the certificates inside his 
goodie bag as a Golden Globe presenter. 
When I said there was that other certifi- 
cate to Canada (although it was also toa 
cold region), he exclaimed, laughing, 


“Come Early Morning." 


“Warmer! Warmer!” We thought with 
amusement, well, you can probably give 
those trips to us. 

The following day, while in line for 
Gael's “The Science of Sleep,” we saw 
print and TV critic Roger Ebert falling in 
line, too, but his credentials badge al- 
lowed him to be whisked to the front of 
the queue. He told us that he had been 
attending the fest since 1981, when it 
was still a low key affair. His Sundance 
secret? “I never go to the parties. I save 
my energy that way,” the silver-haired re- 
viewer answered. 

By the way, food (eating while watch- 
ing makes it possible to see more 
movies—we were behind Roger the next 
day as he ordered a slice of pizza and 
oot beer) and laptops (blogging is one 
of this festis innovations) are allowed in- 
side the screening venues. 

“Science...” is an enjoyable sci-fi com- 
edy-drama, thanks in large part to Gael's 
acting talent and charisma. We queued 
again for the next film, Edward Norton's 
“The Ilusionist.” After waiting in line 
with about 200 folks for almost two 
hours, guess what? We were told that 
there were no more seats.

With so 
many people descending on this small 
town (its population is about 7,000 but 
during the festival, it swells to an esti- 
mated 30,000), we heard not a single 
heated argument during our stay.

With no other screening options, we 
revisited Main Street and explored the 
other end of this busy road.

Actor Jason Isaacs 
told us in a London interview that when 
he went to Sundance for the first time 
last year, he was bashful about carrying 
bags of freebie clothes and accessories.

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On that day we interviewed him, Ja- 
son revealed that what he was wearing 
from head to toe, including his under- 
‘wear, were courtesy of the freebie booths 
at Sundance. He quipped that next time 
he goes to Sundance, he will bring extra 
bags for those freebies.

Ignoring Ebert’s advice, we proceeded 
to a Japanese restaurant for ће after- 
party of Matt Dillon's “Factotum” (we 
missed the screening but we heard that 
the actor was compelling in this adapta- 
tion of Charles Bukowski's novel). Then 
we trekked back to the Stein Eriksen for 
Variety's reception of its “10 Directors to 
Watch.” We hoped that Auraeus and oth- 
er Pinoy filmmakers will be among those 
feted next year and in the immediate fu- 
ture. 

The next day, we wrote our Friday col- 
umn and then, before returning to LA 
(the following morning), we caught а 
bus to catch two more movies—"Puccini 
for Beginners,” а so-so tale about a les- 
bian who falls for a straight man and a 
woman at the same time and “Son of 
Man,” a modern day retelling of Jesus’ 
life in a dictator-ruled African nation. We 
were prepared to not finish the latter 
movie in case it turned out to be a dud 
butit was not; so we stayed till the end.

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Making a mark

MAKING HER MARK IN A MAN'S WORLD 
comes easily to Virginia Melba Acop-Cuyahon, 
general manager of the Calamba operations of 
Philips Semiconductors Phils. Inc. 

After all, she had a lot of practice while 
growing up in a household Baguio where her 
father and two brothers were with the Philip- 
pine Military Academy. 

Being the only daughter and the youngest 
did not grant her special privileges. 

She had to do her assigned chores, make 
her bed, help her mother in her barber shop, 
take her turn washing the dishes, and ironing 
the clothes, just like her older brothers. 

“My father always said that I would be on 
my own someday, so 1 needed to learn these 
things,” Cuyahon tells SundayBiz. 

But she learned more than just how to im- 
maculately iron military uniforms. 

Tt was in their home near the PMA where 
she learned the values of discipline, order and 
getting things done the right way. 

‘She carried these values with her when she 
started working after getting her Chemical 
Engineering degree from the St. Louis Univer- 
sity in Baguio, 

‘Cuyahon recalls going to Manila and walking 
the length of Ayala Ave. in Makati City in search 
ofa job. She even applied for a department man- 
ager position in a company that did gold plating, 
even if she was just 22 and fresh out of college. 

“I was rejected,” she says, “but I was called 
two weeks later and I was offered a cadet en- 
gineer position. I got it, but I told the person. 
interviewing me that I would be a manager 
someday" 

Her prediction came true just three months 
later. 

She would achieve similar feats through- 
out her career, and it is rooted in her uncanny 
ability to meet targets she sets for herself, no 
matter how ambitious. 

From the gold plating firm, she moved on 
to National Semiconductors, which set her off 
оп a management career in the male-domi- 
nated world of semiconductors. 

Itwasalso thanks to the semiconductors in- 
dustry that Cuyahon went to Europe for the 
first time, specifically in Germany where she 
was the only one of two Asians to be part of 
senior management. 

In the two years she was there, she went to 
visit as many countries in Europe as she 
could 

But even Europe palled after a while, as she 
was suffering pangs of homesickness. She also 
thought that there should be more to life than go- 
ing home to an empty apartment with no friends 
or family around her. 

She informed her boss of her plans to go 
home, but he dissuaded her and instead of- 
fered her a post in Hong Kong. 

‘Thinking that it was close enough to the 
Philippines, she moved and stayed there for 
another two years. 

Still, she hankered for home. 

“I think Т am really not made for living 
abroad," she says. 

Fortunately, her boss had a friend in the 
Philippines who helped her got a job with 
Philips Semiconductors in 1999. That marked 
the beginning of another chapter in her career. 

Less than three years after, Cuyahon be- 
came part of the management team. 

Under her leadership as general manager 
of Philips Semiconductors Calamba, which 
makes integrated circuits, operations had an 
export turnover of $735 million last year, and 
further cemented the Philippines’ reputation 
asa world-class producer of semiconductors. 

"The company also became a competence cen- 
ter for Philips Semiconductors worldwide, which 
‘means that the Philippine operations, with some 
2,400 employees, is ranked among the best 
Philips’ manufacturing facilities across the globe. 

She intends to keep it that way. 

Cuyahon says one of her biggest challenges 
is to maintain the multinational semiconduc- 
tor firms’ belief in the Philippines.

Sailing to the mainstream 

Fortune cookies used to be found only in a 
few Chinese restaurants. Or seen in Hollywood 
movies. This delicacy was immortalized, for in- 
stance, in a 1966 film “The Fortune Cookie” 
starring Jack Lemmon and Walter Matthau.

Business has become brisk towards the 
run-up to the Chinese New Year such 
that its lone machine—which could 

chum out about а million fortune cookies 
їп a month—is no longer enough. Lucky For- 
tune, which expects sales to double this year, 
has thus ordered another machine from abroad 
to step up production. After all, the company 
has started exporting to South Africa. 

The idea of making a business out of fortune 
cookies occurred to Escafio while watching "Un- 
wrapped" in the Food Network. He broached the. 
idea of mass producing the cookies to Rodney, 
his best buddy since grade school. 

Escaño, a lawyer by profession, prepared 
the legal requirements to put up the business 
while Rodney, who's already into the busi- 
nesses of feed additives and lighting fixtures, 
drafted the long-term business plan. 

Lucky Fortune was incorporated in December 
2003 but it took them several months to come up 
with the prototype. First, they had to put up a 
‘manufacturing plant and get the machine. A dry 
тип was done in late 2004 but actual selling 
started only last year. The idea is to popularize 
the fortune cookies to a broad market. 

Based on their research, the fortune cookie 
was not a Chinese concept but an American cre- 
ation inspired by the Chinese mooncake, which 
‘were used by rebels to transmit secret messages 
during the Mongolian occupation of China. 

The mooncake was, in turn, brought by 
Chinese immigrants to the United States to 
work on the railroads during the gold rush. 

The "Gold Coin" fortune cookies are now 
packaged in nice yellow and pink boxes that. 
don't look Chinese at all. It comes in two fia- 
vors—vanilla and strawberry. 

ту percent of their fortune cookie mes- 
sages represents original lines, mostly written 
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by Rodney himself. 


Marketing and diversification 

Rolling out Lucky Fortune's business plan, 
like most other fledgling enterprises, was a 
series of trial and errors. At first, the two 
thought their primary market were the Chi- 
nese restaurants in the Philippines. 

Going mainstream—or selling through a 
wider distribution network such as groceries, 
convenience stores and mom and рор 
stores—was only second on their list of markets. 

Unfortunately, a number of Chinese restau- 
rants thought giving away fortune cookies, 
жаз an added expense. 

So Lucky Fortune is now steering its flag 
ship “Gold Coin” cookies to the mainstream, 
tapping selected retailers. Distribution outlets 
are currently limited but the response good. 

The company also uncovered a big market 
from corporate accounts, as many found the 
cookies useful for advertising and promotions. 
For instance, cosmetics company Avon ordered 
fortune cookies with the company's special- 
ized message to its agents and distributed 
them to a nationwide sales convention. 

Lucky Fortune also diversified its product 
line through a merger witha firm which made 
the Dealo brand of lady fingers (also known 
around the world as Boudoir biscuits, sponge 
biscuits, sponge fingers, Naples biscuits, 
Savoy biscuits and biscuits ala cuiller) 

The firm is based in Lucban, Quezon, and 
has long produced lady fingers for export to 
Canada, US, Switzerland and Germany. The 
duo saw a synergy with the enterprise, owned 
by the family of Escano's colleague Jennifer 
Fajelagutan, and absorbed its operations. 

Dealo fits into Lucky Fortune's strategy of 
selling unique food products. Dealo's lady fin- 
gers come in different flavors. 

Lucky Fortune sees itself becoming a major 
producer of novelty foods products in the 
next five years with the "Gold Coin” fortune 
cookie as its banner product 

"Well be the largest producer of fortune 
cookies. We'll be fortune cookie tycoons,” Es- 
cano says in jest.

scientific basis of Chinese geomancy 
based on the Yijing (I-Ching) philoso- 
phy. He also authored the “Yi-jing Div- 
ination” or "I Ching Cards." 

Based on the Chinese Lunar Calendar, 
he says, the Year of the Fire Dog or “Red 
Dog" starts on Jan. 29, 2006 (Sunday) of 
the Western calendar. This period ends 
оп Feb. 17, 2007 (Saturday). In Chinese 
tradition, firecrackers are used to cele- 
brate the season in welcoming the New 
Year and sending off the old year and its 
misfortune. A practice which has been 
adapted by the West including the Philip- 
pines every Jan. 1, through these the 
Chinese expect good fortune, good 
health and new life. 

In the Yi-jing theory, the universe has 
five elements wood, fire, earth, metal 
and water. Each element has its own col- 
or, such as green represents wood, red for 
fire, yellow for earth, white for metal and 
black for water. Hence, this year of Fire 
Dog is also known as “Red Dog” year. 

The Fire/Red Dog Year happens only 
once in every 60 years in the Chinese 
Horoscope Cycle. Its elements are fire 
and earth, with a storage of fire. Conse- 
quently, this year will be a “dry” year or 
an aggressive year. 

Just like what occurred in the last Fire 
Dog Year, there is a big chance to make 
2006 a bright year. But before recon- 
struction could come along, there should 
be destruction first. 

Chao says that destruction in our pre- 
sent situation could mean getting rid of 
the old to give way to the new. In the 
Philippine situation, this could be the 
change in the system of government 
through Charter amendments. 

“The old should be totally demol- 
ished,” he narrates. “The only chance for 
our country to move on is through Char- 
ter change. Charter change would mean 
sacrifice for our national leaders or de- 
struction of the old system which is need- 
ed to pave the way for reconstruction 
and rebuilding. Only through Charter 
change would the political crisis end. 
This could also bring about better eco- 
nomic opportunities for our country” 

This is so because, as Chao explains, 
the rule of reconstruction and rebuilding 
states that destruction or total change 
should come first, 

“Uf this would not happen, the fire ele- 
ment in the Year of Fire Dog would con- 


tinue to hound the present which would 
cause the continued fighting among op- 
posing forces in the country,” he warns. 

But Chao maintains that based on the 
geological environment of the Philip- 
pines, Charter change is inevitable 

“The Philippines is located at the low- 
er portion southeast to east of China. The 
Philippines is also surrounded by oceans, 
which belong to low-fire and low-earth 
zones. This means that the Philippines 
needs both fire and earth for support. 
Fortunately, this Fire Dog Year is favor- 
able to our country. This is conducive to 
Charter change.” 

YiJing (Ching) is the first literature. 
and science book in China. It is the study 
of “changes” of the universe. Yi-Ching (I- 
Ching) states that only "change" can 
help a country overcome all misfortunes 
and obstacles itis facing. With this, sacri- 
fices should be made and national poli- 
cies and systems should be changed right 
now with full confidence, otherwise, the 
"chance" will be gone. 

“I our leaders and our elected govem- 
ment officials will sacrifice and will work 
together for this "chance," there is still 
hope for our nation. Hence, our political 
crisis will end, our economy will recover, 
unemployment and poverty will be less- 
ened, strikes and rallies will decline, 
peace and order situation will be con- 
trolled, foreign exchange rates will be 
stable, foreign investments will rise, 
tourism businesses will grow, and even- 
tually, construction and real estate, as 
well as the stock market will prosper,” 
says Chao.

Following certain Chinese rituals during 
the Lunar New Year is believed to attract a lot 
of good vibes to one’s household.

An astonishing teacher

SEMINAR SPEAKERS ARE AMONG THE HOTTEST "TEACH- 
ers" in t he work world today. People pay thousands of pesos 
to hear what they have to say, to watch their presentations, to 
learn from them. But what makes one seminar speaker а 
greater teacher than another? 

Many say it's the initials tailing the speaker's name—the 
Mas, the Ph.Ds, etc.—the more degrees, the more impressive 
he becomes. Many are also impressed by an impeccable track 
record that shows how popular he is as а speaker. Most par- 
ticipants in these seminars would say, too, that it's the tech- 
niques and methods that the speaker imparts, which make him 
а teacher worth the pupil's money. 

‘All those things can enable a seminar speaker to teach with 
authority, yes, but only when they are backed by real-life ex- 
perience, зо to speak. Audiences sense when a speaker is be- 
ing merely bookish, and when he is teaching with real author- 
ity. A speaker cannot but persuade when his knowledge has 
been ripened into wisdom by experience. In other words, the 
speaker talks—but alks his talks; he preaches, but first 
practices what he preaches. Whatever he learns he tests first 
in life's laboratory, and then enriches others’ lives with his find- 
ings. When this happens he ceases to be just a speaker, and 
starts to be a teacher. His life and lifestyle—not just his de- 
grees, skills, records and references—is the solid embodiment 
of the learning he imparts with authority. 

But how can you tell when you are meeting the speaker for 
the first time? From his guts he readily answers any question 
related to his topic, no matter how it is turned around or where 
it leads to. And his answers never fail to satisfy while leaving 
you hungry for more. An astonishing teacher—just like Jesus.

1, for one, could say that it was from my father who did 
not even earn a college degree that 1 learned to work 
hard on various kinds of jobs, like fishing, planting fruit 
trees and working on the farm, tending livestock, carpen- 
try and others. My father's effort to provide a decent live- 
lihood for a family of nine children taught me the impo! 
tant value of work as a means to supply for the needs of 
the family, and also the value of doing one’s duty and 
having responsibility for others. By bringing me and my 
siblings with him regularly to Sunday Mass where he 
taught us to offer our work and sacrifices to God, our 
Creator and Savior, my father taught us that working is 
also a means of relating with God, and expressing to 
Him our being 

Everyone, therefore; even the simple ordinary worker, 
who works honestly and responsibly, believing in Jesus 
and imitating His examples, working and serving others 
with Jesus' mercy and compassion, can effectively trans- 
form the workplace and society into a “school” where 
everyone can learn the art of working and living in God's 
designs.

The 
grapevine is part of organiza- 
tional life. It's normal for people 
to want to exchange 
formation” and to want others to 
feel that they are “in the know.” 
But the grapevine must be fed 
with correct information. 

You may not agree with the 
group head's reasons for your 
peer's promotion but accept them 
graciously.

Pm continuously 
improving myself to en- 
hance my value to the bank 
where I work and, at the 
same time, to earn recogni- 
tion and be rewarded with 
promotion. I had set my 
heart on the position of my 
boss who is due to retire.

They are 
quick to attribute to office polities 
the promotion of people whose 
competence they doubt, or who 
are on a fast track.

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Bank СЕО Warner Manning has found a great way to merge his 


passion and social responsibility, running to raise funds for children 


and poor communities. Now, he's pushing the envelope by training 


for his very first triathlon

E may be a veteran of the banking industry, but 
at 53, Warner Manning, Chief Executive Officer 
of Hong Kong and Shanghai Banking Corporation 
(HSBC) Philippines, is a beginner by triathlon 
standards, especially next to the likes of Alaska 

ilk president Fred Uytengsu, ABS-CBN Pub- 
lishing president Ernie Lopez, Mancondray's Jay 
Jay Ocampo and Ayala Corporation's Nona Tor- 
res, who have all competed in the three-sport 
event before. 

But don't count him out just yet. To prepare for his first. 
ever triathlon (that's a 750m swim at the Manila Polo 
Club pool, a 20k bike ride around Fort Bonifacio, and a 5k 
run around the Polo Club field) on February 4 at 6:30 am, 
Manning trained scientifically, rising before dawn for 
workouts that last up to two hours. 

International coach Ria Mackay is 
helping him streamline his swim- 
ming technique to an ideal three- 
strokes-and-one-breath rhythm. “1 
never dreamed swimming required 
so much concentration," says Man- 
ning, who will also be joined by Ay- 
ala Land's Fernando Zobel, JL de 
Leon Investments' Jon Jon Rufino 
and Unilab's Joey Torres, among 
others. 

Iron will 

Thursdays are designated bike 
doys. Manning, who does Sk loops 
with other triathletes around the 
South Forbes subdivision, gets by on 
а mountain bike chosen by Lopez 
and a triathlon book recommended 
by Uytengsu. Running appears to be 
his strongest suit, even as doctors 
declared he would never take an- 
other step again as a result of a bad 
back injury from rugby. “1 just told 
them T think | could run,” shrugs 
Manning, who ran cross-country in 
school. "And so 1 did." 

105 more than an athlete's iron 
will, however, that motivates this 
CEO to complete such grueling chal- 
lenges. Such feats as losing 23 Ibs in 
2003, running 15k from HSBC's 
first branch in Binondo to its latest 
at The Fort in 2004, running and 


biking 10k before planting trees at the. 
La Mesa watershed in 2005, and this 
triathlon are all for charitys sake. 
Pledges made to Manning's finish go 
to the Children's Hour and six other 
organizations that provide education 
to the poorest Filipino children: Step- 
ping Stone Learning Center for Spe- 
cial Children, Sa Aklat Sisikat, Gawad 
Eskwela, GILAS, E=MC?, and Send a 
‘Tribal Kid to School. In the event that 
he should "get run over by a bus or 
something,” Manning will have to pay 
‘whatever people pledged. 

Highly unlikely. Since 2003, he's 
not only completed all challenges, he's 
also pledged P50,000 of his own mon- 
ey To date, Manning has amassed 


over a million pesos. 
Sacrifice 

While a concert and fair at the Polo 
Club grounds from 10 a.m. to 6 p.m. 
promise to generate significant funds as 
well, ifs the challenges that answer 
Manning's need “to do something that's 
considered a sacrifice. There has to be 
some hard work involved. 1 mean, it's 
no fun getting up at 5:30 in the morn- 
ing.” Performing each challenge him- 
self, meanwhile, encourages staff раг- 
ticipation. If they're not volunteers in 
any of his events, they're assisting him 
in worthy causes, such as the rebuilding 
of homes for a typhoon-stricken com. 
munity in Nueva Ecija, a partnership 
between HSBC and Gawad Kalinga. 

"Tm not the sort of expatriate who, 
as soon as the weekend comes, sits by 
the pool with all his other expat 
friends and drinks been” says this 
British national. “As a foreign entity, 
Tm a guest in this country and 1 feel 
that 1 have a civic responsibility to 
help the community where I'm in." 

Born in South Africa and raised in 
the Caribbean, Manning was not the 
first in his family to find his way to the 
exotic Asian region. His grandfather 
worked for Shell Hong Kong-China, 
where Manning's dad was born. Man- 
ning, who earned his degree їй busi- 
ness management in the UK in 1976, 
moved to Hong Kong in 1980 to join 
the accounting consultancy firm KP- 
MG, where he did consultancy work 
for HSBC. Two years later, he was 
hired by HSBC "when it was still a 
small Asian regional bank. It's been 
great seeing it grow to the global bank 
that it is today.” 

White Filipino 

Last assigned in HSBC Brunei, 
where he served as its CEO, the well- 
traveled Manning relocated to the 
Philippines in 2002 and appears pret- 
ty acdimatized by all accounts. In 
fact, his friends, most of whom are 
Pinoy, refer to him as a "white Fil- 
ipino," seeing how he's adapted fairly 
well to the country's culture and its

quirks. His favorite food after a round 
of Saturday morning golf is sizzling 
bangus and garlic rice. 

‘And because he and wife Julie (who 
i$ heavily involved in the shelter of 
abandoned babies and abused girls 
through CRIBS) entertain a lot gt 
home, the first HSBC CEO to do 50, 
he's had to include a full-time chef.in 
his employ. "We really enjoy it," says 
Manning, who is the father of a 24- 
year-old son and two daughters aged 
27 and 21. "ls a great way to meet 
people and make friends." 

With homes in Australia and Hong 
Kong, Manning, who expects "to сату 
оп working in Asia in the foreseeable 
future,” intends to stick with banking, 
"building the business and growing HS- 
BC in the country in which we operate. 
That's my passion." For charity, he'd like. 
to build more homes with Gawad Kali 
ga and introduce poor communities to 
micro-finance. And as far as sports goals 
go, the CEO would like to bring his golf 
handicap down from 20 to 15, and at- 
tempt an Olympic-distance triathlon 
(that is, double what he's doing on Feb, 
4). "And that will be ir,” he declares. 

‘What, no Ironman for Manning? "Ha, 
ha. People who do the Ironman are like. 
women and pregnancy: Never again! 
But then they do it again. But no," he. 
decides, "the Ironman is not possible."

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a student activist 


EOPLE who've known Lizanne Uychaco as a student 
council president and editor in chief of the school ра- 
per during her college days at St. Scholastica's College 

Manila might have wondered how a committed student 
activist could have evolved into a highly successful feng 


shui artist. 

How does one reconcile those street protests grounded on harsh 
realities, with her paintings ethereal promises of wealth and good 
fortune based on ancient Chinese symbols? 

The more art-inclined might also ask how a corporate creature 
like this Philamlife senior vice president and chief marketing offi- 
cer Сап mix creative expression with the crass concerns of the bot- 
tom line. Isn't her art compromised by her clients’ utilitarian de- 
mands, and her creative spirit stifled by her regimented office 
hours? 

“If you consider art as self-expression, then there’s no compro- 
mise on my part,” says Uychaco, 50. "I've always found every piece 
I make enjoyable. " As for clients’ wishes, she only accepts those 
that coincide with her sense of aesthetics, she says. “The theme is 
not an issue because I only take commissioned works when they 
are similar to what I do and when there's no time pressure.” 

Private retreat 

If anything, she adds, her corporate life has enhanced her art. 
“After a stressful day at work, I can't wait to get home and start 
painting,” says Uychaco. “My art has become my private retreat, а 
‘way to unwind and relax. And since I can do with as little as five 
hours of sleep, I find that I can be very creative and productive af- 
ter office hours.” 

‘The artist also takes exception to charges that she might have 
exchanged her youthful ideals for the glint of lucre. “Activists have 
always looked back on the lessons of history, and I believe in that, 
аз well. In fact, believe that people's heritage of beliefs—even in 
feng shui— is part of their cultural history. When I put those beliefs 
in my paintings, I am in a way also making sure that their heritage 
stays forever.” 

She shrugs off cynics who dismiss feng shui as quack science or 
spatial horoscope. “At worst, there's no harm done. At the same 
time, my paintings give their owners a comfortable feeling that ev- 
erything is in order.” 

Born to a traditional Chinese family engaged in the real estate 
and food business, Uychaco's fascination with feng shui is a given. 
A feng shui master was a regular guest in their household, recalls 
this younger of two siblings (her brother Is іп the computer busi- 
ness in the United States). 

Tn fact, her family credits an ancient Chinese coin given by a monk 
for her recovery from a serious childhood illness when she was five, 
She has been wearing the coin as a health charm since, replacing it

with identical coins when time and 
‘wear have corroded it. 

Credit this amulet too for keeping 
Uychaco safe during martial law de- 
spite her involvement in protest activ- 
ities. “My parents didn't really know I 
was an activist, only that I was very ac- 
tive in school and they were very proud 
of it,” she says. “The only time my 
mother got alarmed was when she got 
home and saw my friends burning a lot 
of papers at home. They got a tip that 
the military would raid our house that 
day" she adds, laughing. 

Diligent and thorough 

As in her student days, Uychaco has 
proven to be as diligent and thorough 
about feng shui, studying the roots of 
the beliefs and the origins of Chinese 
calligraphy, whose modern forms have 
become a staple subject in her paint- 
ings. “Did you know that the Chinese 
character for wealth reflects an appre- 
ciation for nature and the environ- 
ment?” she asks. The character consists 
of lines representing heaven and the 
graces that fall from it, a full mouth, 
and a cultivated field—what is essen- 
tially a definition of “harmony with na- 
ture,” she points ош. 

“Feng Shui (which literally means 
wind and water) rests on the belief that 
everything has chi or energy that af- 
fects one’s environment, either for bet- 
ter or for worse,” the artist explains fur- 
ther “It's like serving food and putting 
їп ingredients whose colors can either 
enhance or dampen the appetite. Based 
on feng shui principles, some days are 
just better for cleaning the house, sign- 
ing contracts or closing deals. Its а be- 
lief that most companies Гуе worked 
with also hold true.” 

‘Taking on feng shui symbols in her art 
started as an aesthetic compromise. А 
feng shui master suggested that 1 fill my 
home with these glittery stuff and sym- 
bols to entice good fortune,” recounts 
Uychaco. But the stuff was kitschy at best 
and did not exactly fit the ambience she 
wanted for her house. "I asked, would it 
be alright 1 painted the symbols instead 
in a form that I like, and he said yes. 501 
started giving these symbols a modern 
interpretation, and giving away some of 
my work to friends. To my surprise, these 
friends thought I was wasting my talent 
hiding it, so they pooled their resources 
and opened an art gallery that showcases. 
my art exclusively That has given me 
tremendous exposure,” she says of the 
Art Elements gallery at Rockwell Power 
Plant Mall in Makati. 

Rooted in heritage 

More than their supposed power to 
attract wealth, Uychaco's paintings have 
been described as exhibiting a style that 
is “distinct, minimalist, rich in texture, 
modern but rooted in ancient heritage.” 
Her background in sculpture is evident 
ав well in her use of charms, amulets, 
Chinese coins, colorful masks, ethnic 
beads, jade, soft stones and other feng 
shui elements as part of her paintings. 

Uychaco's inclination for the arts 


started way back when she was in 
grade school. “I noticed that art was 
my favorite subject and I would stay up 
all night to finish art projects, Occa- 
sionally, T'd win in art contests’ 

‘Though she took up Literature and 
Journalism in college and worked for a 
time as managing editor of Computer 
Digest, she eventually went back to art 
“because martial law wasn't the best 
time to write,” she says. Taking up art 
lessons at the Ayala Museum surprised 
even her. “I noticed that 1 could paint 
very fast, finishing three pieces in one 
sitting while my classmates had to fin- 
ish their work at home. Even the art in- 
structors thought I was a professional 
and shortly after, they featured my 
works in the Ayala discovery series.” 

‘The art sessions went on intermittent- 
ly even while Uychaco traveled exten- 
sively and took on corporate positions. 
“Getting involved with management 
and traveling to other countries expand- 
ed my perspective, I guess,” she muses. 
“For instance, I saw how Singapore has 
become а major player in the telecom 
business. How can а small country with 
mo resources—not even water of its 
own—have so much wealth? Working 
with management, I began to under- 
stand how wealth was created. I real- 
ized that change can come through oth- $ 
er ways, not just by rebelling against the 
establishment. Productivity is a major: 
factor. We must maximize our opportu-£ 
nities,” says this former Globe VP for: 
Sales and Distribution, Retail Marketing 
and Trade Marketing. 

A positive approach 

Hard work is essential, she adds 
*Military service is compulsory in Singa- 
pore while most of our idle youth prefer 
to play basketball all day in street cor- 
ners. That's when I decided to take a 
more positive approach to things. We 
must work very hard but also look for 
opportunities for more income." 

She did just that when she opened 
Globe's cell phone load sales and distri- 
bution to more players, including stu- 
dents and sarisari store owners 
through the tingi (retail) system. “1 
thought we should spread the profit 
not just among the big dealers but also 
the small entrepreneurs who have very 
little capital. Selling load tingé-tingi 
could mean an extra thousand pesos a 
month, quite a big deal for most fam- 
ilies these days.” 

If Uychaco's managerial skills come 
across distinctly, credit that to her MBA 
from the Ateneo Graduate School of 
Business and her Masters in Business 
Economics from the University of Asia 
and the Pacific, not to mention her 
work experience with such big players 
аз Kuok Properties, Delgado Brothers 
and Transnational Diversified Group, 
and the Fontana Resort and Leisure 
Park. “Straddling both the arts and 
management has enriched both fields 
for me,” she observes. “Being an artist, 
Т can be creative in looking for solu- 
tions, while being a manager has given 
me the discipline to respect deadlines 
and finish all art commitments 1 under- 
take. One helps the other.” 

Business sense 

‘The local arts circle can certainly do 
with some business sense, notes Uy- 
chaco. “For instance, some people 
want to buy paintings from me directly 
so they'll come out cheaper without the 
gallery's commission and I'll earn more 
too. But 1 don't do that; 1 understand 
why galleries need to have a commis- 
sion—for rent, utilities, personnel, ete. 
T'm not about to undercut their busi- 
ness because we had a deal and ГЇ 
honor that. Besides," she adds, "It's re- 
ally easier to deal with one party, you 
just talk to one person." 

One isn't likely to find her paintings 
emblazoned on shirts or gift items ei- 
ther, “Paintings are considered invest- 
ments and making them available en 
masse lowers their value so that they 
become poor investments in the long 
run," she explai 

In the end, however, it is “the im- 
measurable pleasure of seeing your. 
paintings as part of another person's; 
home" that keeps Uychaco at her art. 
"fts so rewarding,” she adds, and this 
time, she's not just talking about the 
material promises of feng shui.

* T first glance, this lawyer looks as young as his 
rebellious clients. Perhaps even as brash. 
Roberto Rafael J. Pulido, 41, shows up for the 
interview wearing a white shirt bearing the red 
shining sun logo of the Magdalo group, the young 
soldiers who staged a mutiny at the plush Oak- 
wood residences in Ayala, Makati, in July 2003. 


He has about 20 other similar shirts. 

But the counsel of four Magdalo soldiers who escaped 
two weeks ago from government detention insists that he 
is not a Magdalo loyalist. In fact, Pulido adds, when the 
July 2003 mutiny happened and the wife of one of the 
young rebels approached him for help, he did not imme- 
diately accept the case."I went to see them to check some 
facts,” he says. “And I think they were also checking on 
me.” 

While fellow lawyers Homobono Адага and Argee Gue- 
varra were already talking to reporters about their Mag- 
dalo clients, Pulido was still inside their cell, asking the 
soldiers what they were fighting for. "Why are you doing 
this,’ Losked. What do you want? Do Senators Ping Lacson 
and Greg Honasan have anything to do with you?" It was 
only when he was convinced that “they were sincere, hon- 
est young officers who wanted a better Philippines," that 
he took the case, he claims. "I was very satisfied with their 
answers, It's in their eyes," he adds. 

At some point, Navy Lt. Senior Grade Antonio Trillanes, 
the Magdalo group's acknowledged leader, decided that 
Pulido would be their lead counsel. Though a seven year 
gap exists between him and Trillanes, who's 34, the 
lawyer says they both want “a better Philippines.” 

Dreaming big is nothing new го Pulido. 

Born and raised in Binakayan, Cavite, he went to good 
schools—La Salle High School, University of the Philip- 
pines, and Ateneo College of Law—although limited fam- 
ily finances made schooling an uphill battle. When he was 
in high school, his father won a two-seater airplane in a 
raffle. His father sold the plane to raise funds for his 
school expenses, he recalls. Despite that, Pulido had to 
work at the Philippine Amusement and Gaming Corpora- 
tion at one point while he was in law school. 

"Those were good times, he says of his law studies. "1 
was lucky. I was one of those awakened by the assassina- 
tion of Ninoy (Aquino). There was a time when some fac- 
ulty members at the University of the Philippines were 
saying: yang si Pulido, student leader—always a leader, 
never а student.’ I was always in the streets rallying. I be- 
lieved in the saying, ‘Don't let your academics interfere 
with your education. " 

With his political awakening came the desire to prove 
something. “I tried to find out who these teachers are and

enrolled in their classes. 1 got a 1.0, 
1.25; it was something that changed 
their mind.” 

After UB Pulido worked at the 
Philippine Rural Reconstruction Move- 
ment, a nongovernment organization. 
“Since college, I have always advocat- 
ed causes. In fact, 1 didn't go straight 
to the corporate world. 1 went to the 
countryside and worked with NGOs." 

Pro bono 

Becoming a lawyer reinforced his 
belief ín cause-oriented work. "In fact, 
here in my law office, 1 am the lawyer 
of the security guards, the waitress in 
the nearby restaurant. These are all 
pro bono cases,” says Pulido. “When 
you don't help these people, what does 
that say about the law profession? The 
rich can always afford good lawyers.” 

The Magdalo case is one of those 
pro bono cases that he takes regularly, 
he says. "Their cause is just, and that's 
enough for me." 

But he is not a naive bleeding heart 
liberal, either. "I always tell my kids, 
young lawyers are always trained. 
There's really no one outstanding, on- 
ly those well-prepared for trials and 
whatever incident or event comes up,” 
says this almost six-footer who always 
goes to court in a dark suit. He recalls 
how, during the Senate investigation 
of alleged fraud in the May 2004 polls, 
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his former client, an ex-Shariah judge, 
suddenly turned around in favor of 
First Gentleman Mike Arroyo. 

The judge was much older, but Puli- 
do came more prepared. “From out of 
the blue, he called us saying he want- 
ed to testify against the First Gentle- 
man. I don't know him first-hand but 
he said he wanted to tell the truth. He 
accused Mike Arroyo of many things. I 
brought a tape recorder. 1 said, if he 
objects to the tape recorder, we 
wouldn't take the case. I didn't want to 
be used.” When the judge later ac- 
cused the lawyer of setting him up, 
Pulido brought out the tape and 
played it before the entire Senate 
body. He had more than that, he told 
the Senate, but that was going beyond 
the secrecy of lawyer-client relation- 
ship. “I was still protecting his inter- 
ests. But when he started attacking my 
credibility and maliciously said things 
against me, I had no choice but to 
bring out the truth.” 

A matter of packaging 

Sometimes, lawyering is a matter of 
packaging, he says. “Му clients have 
always known me to be a very passion- 
ate person and lawyer." The problem, 
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he adds, is that these days, he is per- 
ceived mainly as the Magdalo lawyer. 
“But all my clients know that 1 am 
equally passionate about their cases." 

Pulido says he never thought he 
would end up defending people fight- 
ing the government, and claims he is 
neither a rightist nor a leftist. "I don't 
believe in labels," he says. "The rights 
isis are calling me leftist, the Left ist 
calling me rightist. Somehow, 1 like 
that, people are forced.,to discover 
who 1 am. They go beyond the label. | 
believe labels blind people. I really 
don’t know if I can be classified as left- 
ist or rightist; 1 only become anti-es- 
tablishment if the situation demands 
it. 1 сап only say that 1 am pro-poor, 
pro-people." 

His wife, Simonette, is also a lawyer 
whose law firm handles the case of re 
tired Brig. Gen. Franciso Gudani, wh 
‘was named in the controversial “Hello” 
Garci" tapes that allegedly show fraud 
in the 2004 elections. The couple has 
three girls, while Pulido has a 16-year,. 
old son from a previous marriage. 

The lawyer credits his grandfather 
for his passion. The old man was a 
three-time vice governor of Cavite, but 
died a poor man. He was a model of 
hard work, says Pulido, cleaning up 
everything he could and finding some- 
thing to do. 

He is apparently as passionate about 
the Magdalo boys. He believes in their 
cause, he says, otherwise he would not 
have accepted the case. “People al- 

Magdalo soldiers) were 


wise. They probably used some politi- 
cians, but they're not the type you can 
easily fool. In Oakwood, the boys were 
calling the shots.” 

Despite the vicarious publicity that 
the case has brought him, Pulido says 
he wants the Oakwood story wrapped 
up. "I want the turmoil to end, and 1 
hope the ending would mean victory 
for the general public.” m 
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the ICR according to Lorenzo, is "primarily a 
community of people who eat, live and 
breathe photography.”

Considering that her lecturers included liv- 
ing legends such as Richard Avedon, Annie 
Leibowitz and the venerable Andre Kertesz, it 
was a question that Lorenzo couldn't ignore. 
She was soon cured of her "pretty pictures" 
affliction. 

Along the way she also got massive doses 
of art theory: surrealism, dada, postmod- 
етіѕт, Apparently, learning how to take 
photos is only a very small percentage of pho- 
tography education. 

“The rest is learning how to see, and how 
to communicate your message through pho- 
tography.” In other words, the why of photog- 
“raphy. 

“You realize that you just have to stick to 
šit,” she adds. "Don't do your work to please 
{other people. At the end of the day, you have 

ito go to sleep at peace with yourself and 
“proud of it.” 
^ After finishing her studies, Lorenzo's next 
‘step was to dip her toes in the world of pro- 
“fessional photography, where she promptly 
igot her second reality check: 105 a harsh 
“world out there. 

“She was a bitch and a half,” Lorenzo re- 
calls of a certain noted photographer whom 
ghe worked for as an assistant. “But you 
‘couldn't complain because you were going on 
“huge shoots for ‘Vanity Fair.” 

‘Another noted photographer, she confides, 
"has had three assistants who killed them- 
selves. Many great photographers, she real- 

ized, are difficult people because they de- 
Í mand alot, of their assistants as well as them- 
selves, and because they put everything sec- 
Zond to the final image. 
‘Adobo’ and home 

‘Throughout her stay, Lorenzo was soaking 
all of this up, and not even 9/11, which hap- 
‘pened right outside her apartment window, 
"could distract her. But while waiting for the 
‘dust of the twin towers to clear, she found 
“herself eating adobo and thinking of home. 

“Coming from a milieu like that and trying 
‘to replicate the free flow of ideas, it was very 
"important for me to have a space that treats 

photography as a religion of sorts,” says 
Lorenzo. 

_ The result was Silver Lens Gallery, which 
‘Lorenzo opened last year at the Fort, one of 
‘only two galleries in Manila devoted exclu- 
-sively to photography. 

“The gallery came to fruition as a venue for 
my own work,” she says. “I saw all of these 
spaces which I felt were more for commerce. 

ZThe shows are so short here, two weeks max, 
Запа they do that because they have to make 
money. 1 wanted to find a space that would 
"really put the time and effort into the curato- 
“rial element—editing, narrative, telling a sto- 
ту, documenting, space layout and lighting 
'configuration, the introductory text and the 
imarketing of the show." 

2 With its recessed lighting, hardwood floors 
"and sense of timeless space, the first Silver 
Lens looked more like a shrine to photogra- 
phy than a mere gallery. This seemed to be 
Zthe idea—to inspire in the viewer a kind of 
Sreverence for what is on view. 
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“The challenge is how to educate 
people into seeing that photography 
is just as much art as painting or the 
more traditional media.” 

The challenge is all the more diffi- 
cult because of the media-saturated 
world in which we currently live, 
where the average person is con- 
stantly bombarded with images, from 
billboards to television to the Inter- 
net to cellphone picture messages. 
The result of this visual overload is to 
blunt, rather than heighten, the way 
we see pictures, and to cheapen the 
individual image as a transient com- 
modity rather than something of last- 
ing value. 

Low-rent 
Оп top of that, photography is still 
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Very, very wise: Lorenzo normally shuns 
portraits, but these women were different

considered in many circles a low-rent 
profession. Glamorous, perhaps, but 
still low-rent—a species of skilled la- 
bor on the same level as, say, automo- 
tive mechanics or electronics repair. 

Lorenzo's mission with Silver Lens 
is to change all that, first by showing 
only a photographer's personal work, 
and second by treating it with the 
same kind of respect accorded to 
painters or sculptors or filmmakers. 
‘The gallery pays painstaking atten- 
tion to details such as image selection 
and sequencing, print and paper 
quality, mounting and lighting. Silver 
Lens offers viewers the kind of space 
where they can look at a photograph, 
and really see it. 

The effort seems to be paying off. 
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So far, all of the shows at Silver Lens 
have been able to pay for themselves. 
At the very least, they've allowed 
photographers to recoup their ex- 
penses, or attract new clients. The 
gallery has also attracted a small but 
well-heeled clientele with a taste for 
photography, some of whom eventu- 
ally become serious collectors. Re- 
cently, a commissioned print fetched 
the more-than-respectable sum of 
P120,000—a sign that art photogra- 
phy has come of age at last. And al- 
though Silver Lens is currently on 
hiatus, pending its reopening in 
March at a new venue, it is fully 
booked well into next year, with a 
growing waiting list of photogra- 
phers eager to show their personal 
best. 

Ironically, while fulfilling om its 
own terms, Lorenzo's efforts on be- 
half of other photographers has left 
her precious little time to pursue her 
‘own work. This is why her current ex- 
hibit at the Cultural Center of the 
Philippines took her three years to 
complete. 

Strong and timeless 

“Filipinas” is an exhibit of 30 por- 
traits of outstanding Filipino women, 
most of them in their seventies. 
Among her subjects are former pres- 
ident Corazon Aquino, the late 
Haydee Yorac, publisher Eugenia 
Apostol, economist Solita Monsod, 
actress Gloria Romero, Teresita Ang- 
See, Dr. Fe del Mundo, painter Anita 
Magsaysay-Ho, businesswoman So- 
corro Ramos and writers Carmen 
Guerrero-Nakpil and Gilda Cordero- 
Fernando. 

“All my life I have been fascinated 
by the Filipina and how she holds 
power within our societal system, 
how they manage this power by tak- 
ing on pivotal roles, and how they use 
this power to quietly come into their 
own,” Lorenzo wrote in her introduc- 
tion to the exhibit. “The result of their 
individual journeys is what I'm inter- 
ested in: strong, timeless Filipinas 
with a humanity that transcends his- 
tory and legacy.” 

Strangely enough, Lorenzo's fa- 
vorite photographic subjects are 
landscapes without people. 

“I don't really like shooting peo- 
ple,” she confesses. “I think portrai- 
ture is so incomplete. When you take 
a picture of somebody, they don't 
look like that, or sound or act like the 
way they look.” 

In most cases, anyway. Lorenzo's 
subjects in “Filipinas” are excep- 
tions. 

“The thing about these women is, 
they've reached a point in their lives 
when they don't care what people 
think of them, so they're very, very 
candid and very, very wise. They're 
not pretentious. All of these women 
have this air of Ч am what I am. 1 
make no apologies for myself, I just 
do my job.” 

“1 guess 1 want to become one of 
these women,” she says. "I want to 
look back on my life and say, I'm still 
working and 1 love what I do'.”

With his talk show ‘Jojo A. All The Way!’ an 
emerging cult hit, the ’80s teen star is making the 
most of this unexpected second chance 


at showbiz success 


Тоо much to say: Alejar doesn't care If people think he's “baduy” 


VEN when he's just walking across the set, in a 
sleek suit and tie, Jojo Alejar always looks like 
he's dancing. There is a gonzo grace, a poised 
confidence that seems almost rehearsed. He 
shakes hands heartily, adding quickly, “I love you, 
my тап!” He is the happiest man on Philippine 
TV, as well as the most unlikely success story on 
air today. “What I'm saying on the air, it’s just 
me,” he says of his daily gig. 

Alejar, now 39 (he looks more like he's in his early 20s), 
is the writer-producer-host of ‘Jojo A. All The Wayl...,” 
which airs on RJTV at 9 p.m. weeknights. According to the 
graphics, the show doesn’t just air live, but airs “LIVE!” 

‘The show, a guerilla hit if ever there was one, is best 
exemplified by Alejar's tiny dressing room, complete with 
a star. “But I'm the only one with a dressing room of my 
own here,” he says proudly, sipping from a mug that bears 
his caricature, This unabashed joy at being back on TV is 
what has brought him back from the encroaching obscu- 
rity that arrived at the end of the 1980s, back when peo- 
ple learned how to fly high. 

Alfredo Rizalito Р Alejar was born on June 19, the same 
day as Jose Rizal, hence the Rizalito and "Jojo," derived 
from the national hero's first name. "I don't really like my 
name too much, but I'm stuck with it,” says this fifth of six 
boys born to businessman Alfredo and Leticia Alejar. All of 
the Alejar children are named Alfredo with a different sec- 
ond name. Older brother Toby was also an actor. He would 
sing and dance at every opportunity at Marist School in 
Marikina. “I was known more as a singer then," he remem- 
bers. But his truly extraordinary gift lay in dancing, which 
was the in thing then. Together with a brother and a friend, 
he formed the Tigers, which gained popularity dancing in 
preppy clothes to Michael Jackson's "РҮТ,” becoming reg- 
ulars on GMA 7's “Penthouse Live" up to 1984. 

With the ‘masa’ 

‘Then he moonwalked his way into the inaugural batch 
of German Moreno's “That's Entertainment” as part of the 
Wednesday edition. He enjoyed a thriving career and ap- 
peared in three movies, including a role in the uninten- 
tionally hilarious “Huwag Mong Buhayin Ang Bangkay 
(Don't Resurrect The Corpse)." He loved hosting, han- 
dling the mike on “Saturday Entertainment” and “GMA 
Supershow” as well. 

That was a heady time. “I'm happy about it. It was my 
way of touching base with the masa. I think God has ways 
of humbling you and bringing you down to earth. I 
learned so much then, especially when it came to reach- 
ing out,” he recalls. Moreno was quite influential, he says, 
when it came to professionalism, and the two still talk to 
this day. 

But despite the show's blinding popularity, Alejar could 
sce the end coming. 

“I knew ‘That's’ was a sinking ship. I told Kuya Germs as 
much because I was really vocal.” He had grown wary of 
the overly large cast and advocated a return to the com- 
pact original concept. "It had turned into a survival of the 
fittest.” Shortly thereafter, Alejar would leave “That's” to 
take some short courses in the States. 

When he returned from the US, Alejar worked quietly 
in real estate marketing and planned to go into trading, 
He also became a consultant for some aspiring politicians. 
His good buddy Ed Zialcita гап as Parafiaque Represen- 
tative, won, and designated Alejar as chief of staff. 

"It's very fulfilling work and I've tried it out, but I want- 
ed to do something else,” he says of the job that had him 
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handling meetings and other political 
stuff. Before the last election in 2004, 
Alejar resigned and plunged back into 
entertainment. 

Like Conan O'Brien 

Radio beckoned and, using his handle, 
“Jojo A," Alejar espoused politics and 
business along with good friend Sandy 
Hontiveros on “Sandy Talks With Jojo 
А? on dzRJ. When that ended, Alejar 
thought it was time to do his own show. 
* told (station owner) Mr. (Ramon) Jac- 
into that I had always wanted to do a 
talk show where I would just laugh at ev- 
erything and look at the lighter side of 
things, like Conan O'Brien, Jay Leno and 
David Letterman.” 

Alejar got cracking on his new show, 
choosing the name and furniture for the 
set and deciding along the way to local- 
ize the show's content. “All the Way" 
started airing live on May 10, 2004, 
election day, from 9 to 10 p.m. live. Em- 
ploying the familiar format of an open- 
ing monologue, together with guests 
and a band, Alejar developed something 
of a cult following on the frontier of 
ОНЕ He wrote and produced the show. 
Despite the lack of facilities and a virtu- 
ally non-existent audience, he went on, 
every night, waiting for a break. 

‘Then, it came. The cable giant Sky- 
cable used to broadcast RJTV from the 
Siberia of channel 61, way past where 
channel surfers would click. But when 
Skycable reshuffled its channel lineup, 
RUTV suddenly found itself on channel 
19, right on the frontline of clicking. To 
mix myths, King Midas lightly touched 
the boulder Sisyphus was holding ир. 

Disbelief and amusement 

‘Suddenly, an entirely new audience, 
in a combination of disbelief and 
amusement, gawked at Alejar’s jokes 
and at the offbeat procession of guests, 
ranging from politicians to standup co- 
medians. Plus the Pining Garcia Band 
and the Mardel International Dancers, 
of course. Alejar felt the difference im- 
mediately. “We had a growing follow- 
ing but now it really caught on. It was 
really fast. It really helped a lot." Spon- 
sors have begun sending feelers, as 
have larger networks, according to Ale- 
jar. He feels a great amount of grati- 
tude to Jacinto for trusting him with a 
live show: "I'm very happy with RJ. If it 
did happen, it would only be for the 
purpose of bringing more fun, laughter 
and information to the audience." 

Perhaps no moment was as emblemat- 
ic of his newfound "so-square-he's-cool" 


energy as when he was invited to open 
last year’s MTV Pilipinas Awards. "I was 
received very well, considering most of 
the audience there were from a 
younger audience bracket" he says 
"with a smile. “It worked because it was 
all fun” 

He identifies with the transforma- 
tion of the title character in Jim Car- 
rey’s “Bruce Almighty,” trusting that he 
would find his way to where he was 
best suited. “I look so young for my 
age. I'm not that tall. But I have a se- 
rious side to me and people don't ac- 
cept me as someone who has a serious 
side. That's always been a dilemma for 
me. That's why when I was in 
Congress, I had to work doubly hard 
so people will see Pm all business, 
which I am.” 

Never had a facial 

His hair stays the same and he looks 
almost exactly like he did in his 
“That's” halcyon days. Being from an 
active family, he chalks this up to clean 
living and а lot of his beloved tennis. 
Despite impressions, Alejar says he 
isn't vain and hasn't had a facial in his 
life.

That face is smiling a lot these days 
in his reinvention as a comedian. "I was 
in very serious work for three years and 
now I really enjoy doing comedy,” Ale- 
jar explains. He certainly isn't above 
laughing at himself, which he considers 
part of the territory, as is the ribbing he 
gets, He has no problems with being 
seen as baduy (tacky). 

“Back in the 80s, all that wasn't baduy. 
Tm really over all that. Now Гуе learned. 
to accept things about myself and about. 
how other people accept me." 

He's also accepted new challenges, 
like a broader array of acting roles. He 
played a gay man in 2004's "in- 
term@tes,” a gangster in “Mga Batang 
Bangketa” and a familiar comedic part 
in “Moments of Love"; the last two 
movies will open this year. 

He is upbeat about a new album he's 
putting together, a recording with 
swing and jazz in it. He has actually 
been writing songs for other perform- 
ers all this time, among them Janno 
Gibbs and Bayani Agbayani. Alejar 
even scored a hit by penning the lyrics 
to Janine Desiderio's “Hindi Ako Si Dar- 
na,” a Tagalog takeoff of Karyn White's 
“Superwoman.” 

He loses himself working in his little 
studio in his Fairview home, something 
he started doing to de-stress himself 
from congressional work. He is also 
looking forward to getting married to 
fiancée Anna, whom he met while 
working in Congress. 

Also in the works is a coffee shop 
called Jojo A's Cafe-Coffee All The 
Way, which will feature the more nutri- 
tious rice coffee. 

‘Too positive 

Alejar explains that people some- 
times find him too positive, an attitude 
fueled by his dedication, he claims. “I 
didn't do the show to be popular again 
but so I could vent all the things inside 
me every night. It’s therapy after work- 
ing in Congress, reading the papers 
and seeing how people feel now. And it 
worked.” 

Despite being older and wiser, he 
still channels that slightly naughty, pi- 
1озоро vibe night in and night out over 
RJTV in Makati. Micromanager that he 
is, he arrives at the studio and looks 
through his notes, even making his 
own idiot boards. All he wants is to be 
able to do the show for a really long 
time. "I am the kind of person who has 
much too much to зау" Alejar says. 

Strange as it is, he is one of a select 
group who has been able to reclaim 
fame and emerge more popular than 
ever. If people used to kid him about 
being a has-been, they don’t anymore. 
When the weeknights come, Jojo Alejar 
puts on his coat, steps in front of the 
lights and, suddenly, he is walking on 
the moon again.
